The Grand Commandery was then escorted to 
Hotel Glendon, where, they received the mortal yre- 
mains of our loved Companion and Sir Knight, and 
conducted them to Trinity Church to the solemn 
music of Carter’s Band, the column being under 
the command of E. Sir Charles I. Pierce.

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A dirge was played while the remains were borne 
to the altar, the casket being profusely covered with 
rare flowers, and many beautiful emblematic designs 
in flowers decorated the front of the Chancel. 


Although the day was cold and stormy the vast 
edifice was filled with the representative men of the 
various Masonic Organizations, who desired to pay 
a tribute of love and respect to the memory of him- 
who had for so many years gone in and out among 
us in the performance of arduous and faithful ser- 
vice. 


The full Templar burial service was conducted by 
the R. E. Grand Commander, the Grand Officers 
assisting, and R. EK. Sir Rey. Henry W. Rugg acting 
as Grand Prelate in the latter part. of the service.

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While we are compelled to mourn the loss of our own Sir 
Knights, we extend our heartfelt sympathy to our sister juris- 
dictions which have been afflicted in a like manner. 

On February 26th, R. E. Sir Hosmer Allen Johnson, the 
senior living Past Grand Commander of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Illinois, died. He was the prime mover in the 
organization of the Grand Commandery of that State, and 
one towhom all who knew him turned for good counsel and 
adyice.

The deceased 
was a New Englander by birth, and was one of the brightest 
Templar Masons in the country. He was well-known to 
many of our Sir Knights. In 1880 he was chairman of the 
triennial committee of the Grand Encampment, and contri- 
buted more than any other man to the success of that con- 
clave in Chicago. He was Presideat of the Chicago Ma- 
Sonic Fraternity Association, now engaged in erecting the 
finest Masonic Temple in the world, and it was largely by 
his personal efforts that this gigantic enterprise was being 
carried forward successfully. 

On Apvril 2d, one of the widest and best known men in the 
Masonic world, Gen. Albert Pike, of Washington, died. He 
was the first Eminent Commander of the firsi Commandery or- 
ganized in the State of Arkansas. He was a native of our 
own Jurisdiction, but his long and useful career in Masonry 
18 a part of the order universal. 

On April 7th, R. E. Sir Gamaliel B. Wilson, Past Grand 
Commander of Tennessee, died at San Diego, Cal. He was 
aman of great ability and universally esteemed.

Noyember 6th, with the assistance of the officers of the 
Grand Commandery, I installed the officers of Worcester 
County Commandery, and on November 20th, I performed a 
similar service for Winslow Lewis Commandery. The at- 
tendance of Sir Knights of each Commandery was large 
and the occasions were rendered very pleasant, and we trust 
profitable to the Order. 


CAMBRIDGE COMMANDERY. 


By vote of this Grand Commandery at its last annual con- 
clave a charter was granted to the Sir Knights of Cam- 
bridge, who had previously been working under dispensa- 
tion. On the evening of January 7th, I convened a special 
conclave of the Grand Commandery in the city of Cam- 
bridge for the purpose of constituting the new Commandery 
in accordance with the established forms of the Order, and 
installing the officers into their several stations. There was 
a large attendance of the officers and members of the Grand 
Commandery present, and the exercises, which were inter- 
spersed with music especially arranged for the occasion, 
were very interesting. The new Commandery starts off with 
a charter membership of fifty-nine valiant Kn ghts, and has 
every indication of being one of the bright and shining 
lights of Templar Masonry in our jurisdiction. There would 
seem to be plenty of material in that city from which to form 
a large and strong Commandery without in any manner de- 
pleting the ranks of the Commanderies in Boston, which 
still have concurrent jurisdiction over this field. 


BerHLEHEM COMMANDERY. 


Tn accordance with the vote of the Grand Commandery in 
October, I issued a dispensation to the Sir Knights of Glou- 
cester to form a Commandery of Knights Templars in that 
city, under the name of Bethlehem Commandery, and ap- 
pointed Sir Edgar Sidney Taft to be Commander ; Sir Edwin 
Archer Bradley, Generalissimo and Sir David Stanwood 
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Presson, Captain General. I visited them March 16th, in 
necordance with the requirements of the Grand Constitu- 
tion, and witnessed their work. I found them in a healthy 
condition. The ritual was rendered in a perfect manner. I 
appointed Em. Sir Freeman C. Hersey my deputy to make 
the second visit to this Commandery, on April 27th, and wit- 
ness the conferring of the Order of the Temple. He reports 
that all the Sir Knights present, with two exceptions, and 
one of these a visitor, were in Templar regalia. The work 
was rendered in a very satisfactory manner. The Sir 
Knights were enthusiastic in the cause and there would seem 
to be ample field in that section of our jurisdiction for a 
flourishing Commandery. They will appear before you to- 
day with the record of their doings while under dispensa- 
tion, and ask for a charter. I cheerfully recommend that 
their request be granted. 


Tur Granp Recorper’s OFrice. 


Early in the year I found that the small and poorly ap- 
pointed quarters, occupied for many years as the Grand Re- 
corder’s office, were soon to be demolished. This seemed to 
afford a good opportunity to procure accommodations more in 
accordance with the dignity of the Order. The Grand Royal 
Arch Chapter of Massachusetts was in a similar condition 
and was willing to join with this grand body and divide the 
expense of obtaining suitable quarters for the recording 
officers of the two organizations. After considerable search 
rooms were found at No. 28 School street, Boston, that could 
be leased at a reasonable expense. With the advice of the 
Council and finance committee of the Grand Commandery, I 
authorized the outlay of leasing the rooms and fitting them 
up in an economical, though comfortable, manner, the Grand 
Chapter of Massachusetts bearing one-half the entire ex- 
pense and paying one-half of the rent. The rooms are very 
accessible and furnish what this grand body has never be- 
fore enjoyed, a convenient and pleasant headquarters. 


DISPENSATIONS. 


Thave granted a number of dispensations to various Com- 
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manderies to ballot upon petitions for the Orders of Knight- 
hood in less time than that prescribed in the constitution of 
the Grand Commandery. The reasons in each case seemed 
good and sufficient, and in every instance I have required 
that the names of the petitioners be borne upon the notices 
to the members of the subordinate Commanderies. TI have, 
in all cases, declined to give dispensations to receive and 
ballot upon petitions at the same conclave. I have likewise 
declined to grant a dispensation for the reception of a peti- 
tion from a rejected applicant in a less time than that pro- 
vided for in our Constitution. 

I have granted dispensations to Cyprus, Calvary, Berk- 
shire, Sutton and Holy Sepulchre Commanderies to parade 
in full Templar costume, but without music and banners, on 
Sunday, March 29th, for the purpose of attending [aster 
service. Similar dispensations were granted Cambridge, 
Joseph Warren, William Parkman, Palestine and Bethlehem 
Commanderies, to attend services appropriate to Ascension 
day. Itseems peculiarly appropriate that an order like ours, 
founded upon the Christian religion and the practice of the 
Christian virtues, should observe these holy days in the 
church calendar, by appropriate religious services, and I 
note with much pleasure a growing tendency in that direction. 

February 2ist, I granted a dispensation to Bethlehem 
Commandery, U. D., to appear in full Templar costume at 
the anniversary entertainment of Tyrian Lodge, I’. & A. M., 
of Gloucester. 

Our Fraters of Springfield, having suffered the loss of 
their asylum by fire, on February 9th, I granted them a dis- 
pensation to meet in any suitable place within the jurisdic- 
tion of Springfield Commandery till such a time as they 
should again succeed in getting a home of their own. 

April 11th, I granted a dispensation to Trinity Command- 
ery to parade in full Templar costume, with music and ban- 
ners, on June 23, 24, 25 and 26, for the purpose of making a 
pilgrimage to Montreal via Rutland and Burlington, Vt., 
permission having been kindly granted said Commandery to 
pass through our sister jurisdiction by the Grand Com- 
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mander of Vermont. The Acting Grand Master of the Sov- 
ereign Great Priory of Canada, courteously accorded the Sir 
Knights of Trinity the privilege of visiting his jurisdiction. 

May 11th, I granted a dispensation to Jerusalem Com- 
mandery, to parade on June 23d and 24th, in full Templar 
costume, with music and banners, for the purpose of receiv- 
ing and entertaining St. Alban Commandery of Portland. 

May 18th, I granted a dispensation to Boston Commandery 
to elect a Treasurer, at its June conclave, to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of Sir Edward A. White. 


By-Laws. 


I have approved an amendment to the by-laws of DeMo- 
lay Commandery. Winslow Lewis and Cambridge Com- 
manderies having submitted a new code of by-laws, I have re- 
ferred the same to the committee on laws for their consider- 
ation. They will make their report to you to-day. 


DeEctsions. 


In the matter of decisions I have had but little to do. 
Numerous questions have been propounded but answers to 
nearly all of them were readily found in the digest and code 
of decisions of the Grand Commandery. The question was 
asked by an Eminent Commander: In case of the proposed 
reinstatement of a Sir Knight suspended for non-payment 
of dues should there be any formal notice of the application 
previous to the day on which the ballot is taken? I replied 
that such a petition required no previous notice, but that it 
could be acted upon at any stated conclave. 


Losses spy Fire. 


Three of our Commanderies have suffered loss by fire 
since our last Conclave. Athol was burned out December 
21st, Springfield, February 9th and Pilgrim, April 5th. It is 
pleasing to know that none of the Commanderies were in 
any way crippled by the fire although many things of great 
value were destroyed. Our brethren in Springfield and Athol 


immediately took steps to build new, and will at an early 
4 
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date have homes of their own in all respects superior to 
those that were destroyed. The Asylum of Pilgrim Com- 
mandery was not so badly damaged but that it can be read- 
ily repaired and our Fraters of Lowell expect to be doing 
business at the old stand at an early day. 

VISITATIONS. 

From visitations to the various Commanderies by the in- 
Specting officers and from other information, we are confi- 
dent that our Order in this jurisdiction was never in a more 
prosperous and harmonious condition than it is to-day. 
There seems to be abundance of work in all our Command- 
eres, universal good will and good fellowship prevail and 
our beloved Order is growing daily in numbers and influ- 
ence. The official visitations have been made this year with 
much promptness; they have been occasions of great enjoy- 
ment to all who have participated in them and we trust that 
good to the Order has resulted therefrom. It has been my 
Privilege to visit more than one-half of the Commanderies 
in our jurisdiction and I have, as your representative, been 
everywhere received with great cordiality, and with the 
warmest expressions of loyalty, on the part of the various 
Commanderies, An occasion deserving more than a passing 
notice, was the reception given to the officers of the Grand 
Commandery and their ladies, by Beauseant Commandery, 
on the evening of April 3d. The hospitality of the Sir 
Knights of Malden was unbounded, and the entertainment 
will long be remembered with pleasure by all who had the 
good fortune to participate therein. Onthe 2nd of March, 
Thad the honor of representing this Grand Commandery at 
a Templar banquet given at Concord by the Sir Knights of 
New Hampshire, who attended the Triennial Conclave of the 
Grand Encampment at Washington in 1889. Sir Knights 
prominent in the order were present from all parts of New 
Hampshire as well as from the other New England states. 
The occasion was a very enjoyable one. 


EEXEMPLIFICATION OF THE Rirvau. 


One of the requirements of our Constitution is, that at 
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the semi-annual conclave some portion of the ritual shall 
be exemplified. I have accordingly invited Calvary Com- 
mandery of Providence, to exemplify the ritual of the Order 
of the Temple. They have kindly consented, and will ap- 
pear before you later in the day prepared for that work. 


Grand REPRESENTATIVES. 


T have commissioned Em. Sir W. H. Nichols to be our re- 
presentative near the Grand Commandery of Texas. Em. Sir 
Wm. T. Perkins, to the Grand Commandery of North Da- 
kota, and Em. Sir John H. Babcock to the Grand Command- 
ery of South Dakota. Commissions have been received by 
R. E. Sir Geo. H. Burnham as representative of the Grand 
Commandery of Texas, near this Grand Commandery and by 
Em. Sir Charles E. Pierce, from the Grand Commandery of 
North Dakota. They will be received this day and formally 
welcomed as their position demands.

E. Sir Arthur G. Pollard in behalf of the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions on the death of Eminent Sir 
Alfred F. Chapman presented the following : 


IN MEMORIAM. 
ALFRED F, CHAPMAN. 


Tt is under the influence of a sober, pensive feeling that we consider 
the sudden taking away, by death, of the long-time Grand Recorder of 
this Grand Body. Surely we must be roused and startled by the thought 
that he, who, at the last session of our Grand Commandery, puid elo- 
quent tribute to the lamented Dadmun, should himself have so speedily 
followed to the Silent,Land the friend he thus gracefully eulogized. 


Grand Recorder Chapman, like Grand Prelate Dadmun, was called 
hence by the mandate which came unexpectedly as the lightning flash 
from out the cloudless sky. In seeming health and strength, when life's 
activities and interests called into play every power of his being, our 
Brother was bidden to lay aside his earthly environment and enter 

‘ “That low green tent 
Whose curtain never outward swings.” 

The death of Sir Chapman is another of the links recently broken in 
the chain which has encircled the lives and hearts of the members of 
this Grand Body, and, as we repeat the names—Kent, Gardner, Tuteh- 
ison, Dadmun and now Chapman—vwe feel that life here is indeed tran- 
Sitory, and that those who now carry the lighted torches must soon re- 
Sign them to other hands. Most forcibly are we reminded of the truth 
that Time is relentless. “Tt touches our lives and they go out; it 
touches the flowers and they wither; it smites the granite and it crum- 
bles; it kisses beauty and it fades; it steals over sceptres and they rust; 
it flows over thrones and they totter into the dust.”’ 

But while thus exercised by mournful feelings in view of this be- 
reavement, we may be soothed and comforted, to some extent at least, as 
we enter the storehouse where memory presides and make its treasures 
our own. We are privileged to think of our departed associate as iden- 
tified with much that has gone into the history of this Grand Body and 
that of the Fraternity as well. So has his life touched our lives; so 
shall memory bring his face, his words and his works, frequently to 
our attention ; 


alee MA alitaled, 
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“ We'll not forget thee, we who stay 
‘Vo work a little longer here, 
Thy name, thy faith, thy love shall be 
On memory’s page all bright and clear.”” 


Tt is most fitting that we should here offer tribute to the worth and 
efficient ministries of one who served as Grand Recorder in this Grand 
Commandery for a period of twenty-one years. As we gather at 
this semi-annual session we can but look sorrowfully.at his vacant chair 
and, thinking of him who so well performed his duties here, say 


“Oh for the“touch of a vanished hand, 
Oh for the sound of a voice that is still!” 


It becomes us at this hour, when our hearts are touched by a tender 
remembrance, to chronicle theiimportant services, official and otherwise, 
rendered to the Fraternity with which our friend was so long and so 
prominently identified. 

He had been called to many responsible and exalted positions in the 
various Craft organizations. He had filled the office of General Grand 
High Priest of the Grand Chapter of the United States, and had been at 
the head of Capitular Masonry and the Cryptic Rite, respectively, in 
Massachusetts. 

As Editor of the Liberal Freemason he was well known. His con- 
servative opinions, his literary acquisitions, his love for Freemasonry 
and I emplary, ensured to him a large measure of influence, and as a 
Masonic writer he was favorably known throughout the country. 

He was elected Grand Recorder of this Grand Commandery in 1869, 
and held the office by annual re-election until his death. ‘To the dis- 
charge of the onerous duties of this important office he brought many 
g and acquisitions. His extensive knowledge of the Work and Cere- 
monies of the Order, his wide acquaintance with the members, his 
quick perceptions, his gentlemanly address, his readiness to oblige all 
who consulted him in regard to the affairs of the Order, commended his 
official service. He was a diligent, courteous, painstaking officer, al- 
ways present and interested at the meetings of this Grand Body. In 
the office of Grand Recorder, as in other positions of Masonic promi- 
nence and aetivity, the exceptionally genial nature of our Brother was 
manifest in a marked degree, 

In this connection special reference may well be made to the excellent - 
work performed by our late Grand Recorder, as Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Correspondence of this Grand Body. That work of 
review is creditable to our departed associate, not only by the ability 
thus disclosed, but also by the kindly spirit that evidently animated the 
writer in all his statements and criticisms. 

Because of his gracious presence, his sweet smile, his pleasant and in- 
structive words our friend was wero at every Masonic gathering. He 
was widely known and pusily popular among the raft, and contributed 
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much to the charm of fraternal intercourse by his sympathetic presence 
and eloquent, inspiring words. Thus did his social nature find harmo- 
nious expression; thus did his daily life exemplify the spirit of brother- 
hood and the gospel of good cheer. 

Grand Recorder Chapman died at his home in Boston, Friday, March 
20, 1891, being in the sixty-second year of his age. Tle was born at Fort 
Lawrence, Nova Scotia, but passed nearly the whole of his active life 
in the city where he died. 

His funeral took place from Trinity Church, Boston, on the Monday 
following his decease. ‘This Grand Commandery attended in a body. 
haying for its escort St. Omer Commandery of which Sir Chapman wae 
a member. The services included the usual Episcopal burial service 
and the Templar Office read by the Grand Commander and the Grand 
Prelate, the officers and members assisting in the respons 

After the service the lines were formed and the Sir 
Brethren followed the body to the place of burial, Mount Hope Ceme- 
tery, where was committed to earth all that was mortal of him so much 
loved and so deeply mourned. ~He now becomes one of ‘* our dead,” as 
we term those who have outgrown this world of pain and struggle. 

Farewell, Brother! We may think of thee as ceasing from thy labors, 
after the burden and heat of the day, enjoying that blessed rest which 
the weary ones of earth may not know till the Death Angel bids them 


cross the shadowy river—

GANNETT vs. DE MOLAY. 


R. E. Sir Edward P. Chapin, for the Committee 
on Jurisprudence, presented the following Report 
which was accepted and the findings adopted. 


GRAND COMMANDERY OF MASSACHUSETTS AND RHODE ISLAND. 
sim WiLiiamM P. GANNETT i 
vs. May ConcLAVE, 1891. 
Dr MoLAy COMMANDERY. 


‘his matter has twice before been considered by Grand Commandery ; 
it was first referred to a special committee, which having heard the 
s, reported in favor of the Complainant, (see proceedings of May 
e, 1890, page 26,) that report was referred to the Committee on 
risprudence, which at the Annual Conclave, October 1890, reported in 
favor of the adoption of the conclusions of the special committee. This 
report was yeeeived and the whole matter referred to the Committee on 
Jurisprudence, with directions to hear the parties. The committee met 
May Ist, and both parties were present, the Complainant appearing in 
his own behalf, and the Respondent by its Chief Officers and Recorder. 
Up to this point the aspect of the case is unchanged, and so far as shown 
by the record alone the findings of the former committees should stand 
but at this hearing in addition to the evidence before presented there 7 
put into the case an aflidavit of Sir George Phippen, who was Recordor 
of De Molay Commandery at the time the proceedings under review 
were had. In this affidavit it is stated, under oath, that the proceedings 
respecting the “discharge” of Sir Knight Gannett for non-payment of 
dues were had in ucecordanee with the By-Laws of the Commandery 
and that the ‘proper notice” was sent by mail to him at his known 
place of business, which notice was never returned to the Recorder. 
neither was answer of any sort to that or any similar notice sent to iii 
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ever received. Sir Knight Gannett is equally positive that he never re- 


ceived any such notice, but admits that he knew he was in iu The 
Commandery in this case acted precisely as it did in other r cuses 
and in good faith, but such proceedings, involving as they do, rights to 


membership in the Commanderies, should be strictly formal and made 
matters of record as to the time and form of notice given the delinquent 
as well as to the final action in the case. ‘The discharge itself or any 
other business of a Commandery may as well be left to the memory of a 
Past Officer as that in question, and might, as in the present case, be in- 
convenient as well as troublesome to establish facts which ought to ap- 
pear on record and thereby leave no room for doubt, besides placing the 
Commandery in position to- refute without difficulty any charge of in- 
justice brought against it by one who had been deprived of member- 
ship by its action. 

In view of the additional evidence presented the Committee reports in 
favor of the Respondent, and that the appeal of Sir Knight Gannett 
ought to be dismissed. 

As to the standing of Sir Knight Gannett, it appears to the Committee 
that he stands as an unaflilated Knight in good standing. 

In supplement to the code of statutes, Grand Encampment U.S. 1880, 
under title “* Restoration ” Par. 116, we read ‘ta Sir Knight may be re- 
Stored to good standing as an unaffiliated Knight by 2 majority vote, 
when he has been suspended,” and in Par. 118, ‘* when a suspended Sir 
Knight is restored to good standing his Commandery should give him a 
certificate stating that he had been a member, had been suspended (not 
Stating the cause), and had been (at a given date) restored to good 
standing, and such certificate would be equivalent to a dimit.”” Such a 
Certificate, dated May 22, 1889, Sir Gannett holds from De Molay Com- 
mnandery under its seal. 4 

‘The Committee find that the word ‘ discharge * is held by De Molay 
Commandery to mean suspension for non-payment of dues, that it is so 
used in all such cases; it has therefore been so considered in this, but it 
is thought to have another significance intermediate between suspension 
and dropping from the roll. As there isa doubt and a difference of 
Opinion as to its meaning, and as the word nowhere appears in the 
Legislation of this Grand Commandery, or in that of Grand Eneamp- 
ment, the Committee recommends that its use be discontinued.

During the semi-annual term one Ritual has been sent to 
the Grand Commandery of Kansas, one Ritual to the Grand 

ommandery of Vermont, and one Ritual has been delivered 
to the Chairman of the Committee on Ritual of the Grand 
Encampment of the United States. 


The work of the several Commanderies has exceeded that 
of any previous year of the existence of this Grand Com- 
mandery. his year 709 have been created, which, together 
with other details, is shown in the following statistical table 
of Commanderies: 
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The increase of total membership over that of 1890 is 505, 
and the present number of Sir Knights affiliated in the juris- 
diction is 8,995. 

The gains are: Reinstated, 7; affiliated, 28; created, 709; 
and the losses are: Dimitted, 111; suspended, 114; expelled, 
1; died, 109. The death rate has been one in 82}, a slight 
decrease from 1890. 

The average membership to each Commandery in the 
Jurisdiction is 2091, a gain of about 4 per cent. over 1890. 

Boston Commandery still maintains its supremacy with 700 
members, the largest similar body in existence.

We meet to-day, Sir Knights, under the 
most pleasing auspices. The year just past has been one of 
unparalleled peace and prosperity throughout our jurisdic- 
tion. No discordant note has been sounded, and harmony 
and good will have everywhere prevailed. For the many 
blessings we have enjoyed let us return devout thanks to 
Almighty God and implore His guidance in our delibera- 
tions here to-day that we may legislate wisely and that our 
acts may redound to the good of our noble institution. 

At our Semi-Annual Conclave fitting mention was made of 
the great loss the Grand Body had sustained in the sudden 
decease of its faithful, courteous and able Grand Recorder. 
Since that time death has not entered our ranks, and we 
rejoice that no more vacancies exist in tlie lines of our Grand

Commandery. Many of our Subordinate Commanderies have 
been compelled to mourn the loss of beloved Sir Knights. 
With them we sympathize. The names of their honored 
dead will tind a place upon our records, and their memories 
we will cherish in our hearts. 

Since our Semi-Annual Conclave, the Grand Commandery 
of Maine has lost its venerable Grand Recorder, E. Sir Ira 
Berry, who died at Portland, September 20th, full of years 
and honors.

But in all cases the reasons given seemed good 
and sufficient, and as the dispensation was granted in all 
cases under the usual restrictions, we think no harm has 
arisen from this action. Still, we do not approve of lessen- 
ing the time in which an applicant can gain admission to 
our Order, and should be glad to have the custom of grant- 
ing dispensations of this kind done away with, except for 
the most urgent reasons.

In all cases where Commanderies desired to visit sister 
jurisdictions, permission has been asked of the Grand Com- 
manders of those jurisdictions, which has been freely granted. 
Tt has given us much pleasure on several occasions to recip- 
rocate such favors. We notice that some Grand Command- 
ers look upon this as a needless request. With this view we 
do not conenr, No Commandery is allowed to appear in 
public in its own jurisdiction, except on funeral occasions, 
without permission of the Grand Commander. This is made 
imperative by the Code of Statutes of the Grand Encamp- 
ment. Jt is likewise a fundamental principle of Masonic as 
well as Templar Law. Why then should a Commandery be 
allowed to do in another jurisdiction what it cannot do in its 
own? Again, itis the law of the Grand Encampment that 
whenever 2 Commandery appears in public, it is under the 
authority of the Grand Commander of the jurisdiction in 
which it may at the time be. This would seem to make it 
imperative for that Grand Commander to give his permis- 
sion for such Commandery to come into his jurisdiction. 
But above all this, Knightly courtesy, as well as the laws of 
hospitality, demand that such permission be sought, and we 
trust no change will be made in the custom which we believe 
lias come to be universally observed. 

Permission has been asked through me by Springfield and 
Jerusalem Commanderies for release of jurisdiction over 
companions residing in New York and New Hampshire re- 
spectively, that they might receive the Orders of Knight- 
hood in these GCommanderies. Permission in each case has 
been freely granted by those of whom it has been asked. 
Similar permissions have been granted by William Parkman 
and Jerusalem Commanderies for companions to receive the 
Orders in Maine and New Hampshire respectively. 


VISITATIONS. 


Every Commandery in this jurisdiction has been officially 
yisited and inspected during the year by some one of the

‘mandery has Knighted 42, De Molay and Jerusalem Com- 
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Grand Officers. From their reports, as well as from my own 
personal observation, f am convinced that our beloved Order 
is in a most prosperous condition. 

The reports of the Inspecting Officers are full and minute, 
and form very interesting reading. Everywhere your repre- 
sentatives have been received in the most cordial manner, 
and they bear willing testimony to the loyalty of the Sir 
Knights to the constituted authorities. In every instance 
the Orders have been conferred upon actual candidates, and 
the new ritual adopted by this Grand Commandery has been 
strictly adhered to by all officers throughout our jurisdiction. 
There is a very general satisfaction with this ritual, and we 


The Grand Encampment, in our opinion, acted wisely when 
it adopted certain essentials for the guidance of all Knights 
Templars, leaving the ceremonials for the Grand Command- 
eries to prescribe as they shall think best. While there may 
not hereafter be absolute uniformity of work in all parts of 
our land, there will be what is better and more essential to 
the cause—harmony and good will. 

The financial condition of our Commanderies, with one or 
two exceptions, is good. Nearly every one of them is out of 
debt, and the majority have large funds invested for chari- 
table and other purposes. The amount of work done this 
year has surpassed that of any other year in the history of 
our Order. Seven hundred and nine new names have been 
added to the list of members ; making a total membership 
of the Commanderies subordinate to this Grand Command- 
ery of eight thousand nine hundred and ninety-five, a net 
gain of five hundred and five over last year. Calvary Com- 


manderies 37 each, and Worcester County Commandery 35. 
Several other Commanderies follow close after these, and no 
Commandery in this jurisdiction has Knighted less than 4. 
The only other year that has approximated to this was 1889, 
whien unusual activity was stimulated by the desire to attend 
the Triennial Conclave at Washington. Our net gain has 
surpassed that of any other Grand Commandery. In this 
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connection I deem it proper to present the following highly 
complimentary letter :

I can add my testimony to all that has been said by the 
Inspecting Officers as to the loyalty, hospitality and cour- 
tesy of our Sir Knights. I have personally visited during the 
year thirty-three out of the forty-three of our Commanderies, 
some of them more than once. I have likewise joined with 
them on most of their festival occasions. The warm frater- 
nal greeting and the hearty good will at all times expressed 
to me as your representative, have made these visits bright 

spots in my memory, long to be cherished with feelings of 
pleasure and gratitude.

Knowing his abil- 
ity to cope with so important and diversified a subject, we 
did not think it needful to fill the vacancy. That our Right 
Eminent Frater has performed his laborious task with honor 
to himself and credit to the Order, the very full and interest- 
ing report before you will testify. 


GRAND REPRESENTATIVES. 


Since our Semi-Annual Conclave, Commissions have been 
received by me, from the Grand Commanders of New York 
and Vermont, appointing Right Eminent Sir George H. 
Allen and Very Eminent Sir Robert H. Chamberlain, respect- 
ively, the Grand Representatives from those Grand Bodies 
near our Grand Commandery. It will afford me much pleas- 
ure to present these Commissions to-day and formally 
acknowledge the recipients as the representatives of our es- 
teemed fraters in New York and Vermont. It would seem 
that the office of Grand Representative might be made of 
much more importance than it appears to be at present. The 
Sir Knights holding these honorable positions ought to be 
the medium through which Templar information is conveyed 
between the Grand Bodies they represent. They can do 
much in cementing the feelings of brotherly love and friend- 
ship which should forever exist between the various Grand 
Commanderies throughout the Union. Of all the Represen- 
tatives commissioned by this Grand Commandery I have 
heard from but one during the year, and I take this occasion 
to express my thanks to Hm. Sir J. W. Chamberlin, our Rep- 
resentative near the Grand Commandery of Ohio, for his full

DECISIONS. 


i have had but yery little to do in the way of decisions 
since the Semi-Annual Conclave. There is but one case of 
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sufficient importance to be put on record. A companion 
applied for the orders of Knighthood and was rejected by 
the Commandery. He in a very short time after applied to 
another Commandery having concurrent jurisdiction. The 
latter Commandery asked the former for a release of jurisdic- 
tion. The Eminent Commander.applied to me for instrue- 
tions. My reply was that the petition had no standing in 
any Commandery, and no action could be taken till the ex- 
piration of four months from the date of rejection ; that 
then, in accordance with the requirement of the edicts of the 
Grand Eneampment and the decisions of ow own Grand 
Commandery, the release must be made by unanimous vote. 
The question was then asked, what was the meaning of the 
word “vote” in this connection, and how shall it be taken. 
My reply was that it means a secret ballot to be taken in the 
same manner as the ballot wpon the application of a com- 
panion for the Orders. We must assume that the applicant 
was originally rejected for cause by some member who was 
acquainted with the facts. Now if the vote is to be taken 
on the release of that petitioner in any other manner than 
by secret ballot, cither the Sir Knight casting the black ball 
will be compelled to show his hand or allow the release to 
be granted, and the applicant be allowed to go to another 
Commandery where the reasons which caused his rejection 
may not be known. It would seem, however, that there 
should be some limit of time during which the Commandery 
causing the rejection of an applicant can hold jurisdiction 
over the petitioner. On that point all our laws are silent. 


BETHLEHEM COMMANDERY. 


At the Semi-Annual Conclave in May last, a charter was 
granted to the Sir Knights of Gloucester. In accordance 
with your vote, I convened this Grand Commandery in 
Special Conclave at that city on June 11th, for the purpose 
of constituting our worthy Sir Knights into a just and regu- 
lar Commandery of Knights Templars, by the distinctive 
title of Bethlehem Commandery. The members of the new 
Commandery turned out in full ranks, in uniform, with music, 
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’ to receive and escort the Grand Commandery. Winslow 
Lewis Commandery of Salem the parent Commandery from 
which many of the Sir Knights about to be constituted had 
withdrawn, showed their good will by turning out in full 
ranks and taking part in the parade as well as in the exer- 
cises which followed. Bethlehem Commandery starts off 
with a charter membership of 46, and under the guidance of 
an excellent corps of officers their future success and pros- 
perity seem reasonably assured.

yet these seventeen were represented in the Triennial Con- 
clave of 18g9 by over one hundred and thirty votes, while 
our Grand Commandery had only eight, and this number 
Was much larger than it has been at any previous Conclave. 
The Grand Encampment can hardly be called a representa- 
tive body when such inequality in membership exists. 
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I have had an extended correspondence with the Sir 
Knights of Colorado in reference to accommodations, head- 
quarters, ete., for our members while in Denver. This cor- 
respondence I shall lay before you to-day. I am confident 
that the Denver people will do all they can to make our stay 
inthe City of the Plains a pleasant one. I would recommend 
that a committee be appointed by this Grand Commandery 
to make arrangements for transportation and accommoda- 
tions of the officers and members and all other Sir Knights 
who may wish to attend. This committee should be empow- 
ered to procure suitable headquarters in Denver for this 
Grand Body and make all needed arrangements for the com- 
fort of the Sir Knights.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON REPRESENTATION: IN 
THE GRAND ENCAMPMENT OF THE U. 8. 


In Granp ComMMANDERY, 
Boston, October 30, 1891. 


To the Grand Commandery of Knights Templars and the Appendant 
Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island: 


The Committee to whom was referred so much of the Address of 
R. E. Grand Commander, James Swords, at the Annual Conclave in 
1890, as pertains to the subject of Representation of this Grand Com- 
mandery in the Grand Encampment of the United States, would report 
as follows: ; 

The facts to which he calls attention are worthy of the serious con- 
sideration of this Grand Body, and if any legitimate means can be 
devised by which the evils he portrays can be remedied or even allevi- 
ated, the remedy should be applied. ' 

The inequality of the present system of representation appeared in a 
very strong light at the last Triennial Conclave at Washington, D. C., 
where the official report shows that the Grand Commandery of Massa- 
chnsetts and Rhode Island having on its rolls at that time 8110 Sir 
Knights had but eight votes, while one Grand Commandery with a 
total membership of 303 had nine votes, another with a membership 
of 423 had ten votes and still another with a membership of 849 had 
seventeen votes. ‘There were at that Conclave fourteen jurisdictions, 
the combined membership of which was but about the same as that of 
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this Grand Commandery, and yet they had 121 representatives or fif- 
teen times as many votes as this Grand Commandery lad. 

If the Conclave of the Grand Encampment were merely, or prinei- 
pally, for social enjoyment. it would make but very little difference 
whether the Grand Commanderies were represented by few or many, 
or notatall. Butsuch is not the fact. Questions of great importance 
to the prosperity of the Templars of the whole country, and some- 
times of yital interest to some particular jurisdiction, are continually 
coming up for discussion and decision. 

These questions should be discussed and decided upon the funda- 
mental principles of the Order, and with due regard for the wishes and 
rights ofall, and not upon mere local or sectional prejudice or bias. We 
are of the opinion that as a matter of simple justice, some plan should 
be devised by which each Grand Commandery should be represented, 
partly in proportion to its membership; perhaps as fair a way as any, 
would be to give it one representative for each five hundred Sir Knights 
on its roll of membership, in addition to its representation under the 
present system. 

We therefore recommend the passage of the resolution relating to 
the subject, appended to this report. 

The matter of additional representation is however wholly within the 
control of the Grand Encampment, and for the present at least, the 
regular plan of representation must be adhered to. It secins to us that 
there may be a means of partially remedying the evil referred to, with- 
in the power of this Grand Commandery itself. There is no doubt.but 
that some of those in this jurisdiction, who are entitled to vote in the 
Grand Encampment, do not attend its meetings, on account of the 
expense inyolved, which they do not feel able to incur, in addition to 
giving the time required. It would seem that this Grand Body ought 
not to be deprived of their presence, influence and vote, in the Grand 
Encampment for such a reason. 

We are therefore of the opinion that it would be wise, for this Grand 
Body to appropriate a sum sufficient to pay the railroad fares and 
ordinary hotel expenses, of each one of its members who is entitled 
to vote in the Grand Encampment, who will agree to be present at its 
Several sessions and give his time and attention to the lusiness that 
comes before it. We therefore recommend the passage of the aecom- 
panying resolution: 

Resolved, That it is the opinion of the Grand Commandery of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island, assembled in Annual Conclave, that the 
present system of representation in the Grand Encampment of the 
United States, should be so amended as to provide that each Grand 
Commandery shall be entitled to, and have, one vote for each and 
every, Fiye Hundred Sir Knights on its roll of membership, in addition 
to its representation under the present system. 
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Resolved, That we consider the subordinate Commanderies holding 
directly under the Grand Encampment of the United States to be its 
wards, and while they should each one be entitled to,have a represen- 
tation on the floor of the Grand Encampment, with the privilege of 
speaking upon any question affecting these subordinate Commander- 
ies, yet they ought not to have any vote in that Grand Body. 

Resolved, That in the opinion of this Grand Commandery, the Con- 
stitution of the Grand Encampment of the United States, should be so 
amended, that Past Grand Commanders of Grand Commanderies shall 
be entitled to send a Proxy to the Conelaves of said Grand Encamp- 
ment, whose powers and duties shall be the same as those of the Right 
Eminent Sir Knight, he represents. 

Resolved, That the Grand Treasurer of the Grand Commandery of 
Knights Templars of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, be and he is 
hereby, authorized and instructed to pay to each member of this Grand 
Commandery, who is entitled to a» vote in the Grand Eneampment of 
the United States of America, a sum suflicient to defray his necessary 
travelling expenses and ordinary hotel bills, during the sessions of the 
Grand Encampment, while attending its Triennial Conclaves, upon his 

promise to be present at its several sessions.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON JURISDICTIONAL LINES IN 
RHODE ISLAND. 
Boston, October 80, 1891. 
To the Grand Commandery of Knights Templars and the Appendant 
Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island: 


The undersigned committee to whom was referred the question of 
the territorial jurisdiction between Washington Commandery of New- 
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port, and Narragansett Commandery of Westerly, R. 1., would present 
the following report: 

From yarious causes beyond the control of your committee they 
were unable to meet until in the early part of May last, and then E. 
Sir Horatio Rogers was unable to be present. At that meeting both 
Commanderies were represented and verbal statements were made as 
to their respective claims. From these statements it appeared that 
the question in dispute was regarding the jurisdiction of a strip of ter- 
titory on the west side of Narragansett Bay commencing at or south 
oe Narragansett Pier and following the linc of the Narragansett Pier 
Railroad to Kingston Junction. 

After listening to the several statements the committee requested 
both parties to put their claims in writing and furnish proper author- 
ity respecting the distances of the villages in the disputed territory 
from Newport and from Westerly, and as soon #5 they were prepared, 
4nd would notify the committee to that effect, the committee would 
meet and hear the case. 7 

Shortly after this meeting the committee were nnoflicially informed 
that there was a strong probability that some mutual agreement would 
be made between fenconamanderies and the whole matter amicably 
disposed of, 

Early in October, not receiving any notice from the 2 
and being desirous to report at the Annual Conclave, 2n effort was 
made by the chairman to get the committee together, but FE. Sir 

sas having been chosen as one of the Justices of the Supreme 
Court of Rhode Island, replied that his engagements were such that 
it would be nearly impossible for him to fix a date when he could meet 
with the committee, and suggested that they proceed without him. 4

Orta zansett claimed that a Dispensation was given for the forma- 
B n of their Commandery in May, 1860, by M. EH. Sir William W. 
faker, Grand Master of the Grand Encampment, upon the recom- 


entire]: 
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mendation of St. John’s and Calvary Commanderies, and that they had 
from that time exercised jurisdiction over the disputed territory in- 
eluding the villages of Narragansett Pier, Peace Dale, Wakefield, 
Kingston, and the contiguous territory. They also claimed that their 
jurisdiction had been conceded by Calvary Commandery, who had 
several times asked Narragansett to relinquish jurisdiction over appli- 
eants living in the disputed territory. 

They also claimed that by the stage route or by the railroad lines, 
which were more generally if not wholly used, these villages were all 
nine miles nearer to Narrangansett Commandery than to Washington. 
Whey claimed further that by a decision of the Grand High Priest of 
the Grand Chapter, the whole western shore of Narragansett Bay was 
placed within the jurisdiction of Franklin Chapter of Hope Valley, 
and as that was the nearest Chapter and the one upon which they 
depended for their material, that therefore the jurisdiction of the 
Commandery should conform thereto. 

They also made claim that in several cases, giving names and dates, 
after applicants had been rejected in Narragansett Commandery, they 
had applied to Washington and had received the Orders without any 
notice having been sent to the former Commandery. In one case 
where three candidates had applied to Narragansett: Commandery, two 
of whom had been rejected and the other accepted, when the accepted 
one took the Order of the Temple, the two who had been rejected were 
present and witnessed the ceremony, having in the meantime made 
application and received the Orders in Washington Commandery. 

In support of their claims they presented a table of distances taken 
from the United States Postal Map of New England. 

On the other hand, atthe previous meeting of the committee, the 
representatives of Washington Commandery claimed that they had 
always exercised jurisdiction over the disputed territory both before 
and since the constitution of Narragansett Commandery. That it was 
nearer to Washington Commandery and much more convenient of 
access; also that the wishes of the people living on the disputed terri- 
tory, both Sir Knights and possible applicants, should be obtained and 
regarded, 

There were some points in the claims of both parties that your com- 
mittee did not deem to be relevant to the question and therefore did 
not consider them. 

The facts in regard to the distances appear to be about as 
nearly as we can ascertain without a survey or measuremen 
an expert. 

From Narragansett Pier to Newport, by the boat, which, however, | 
yuns but some two months in the summer, the distance is much less 
than from the Pier to Westerly. By highway from Narragansett Pier 
to Wickford and thence by boat to Newport is about the same distance 


follows, as 
ts made by 
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as it would be to Westerly by highway. But if we take the railroad 
route, which it seems to us would be the most natural, it is about seven 
miles less distance from Narragansett Pier and the stations on that 
road, to Westerly, than itisto Newport. As to the convenience of the 
two routes, it is simply a matter of taste. By one route the trip is all 
rail, while by the other it is nearly one-half by boat, and takes nearly 
twice as long to traverse it. 

The question of what is the territorial jurisdiction of Subordinate 
Commanderies has been quite an elastic one under the decisions of this 


“Grand Body. While the Code of Statutes of the Grand Encampment 


of the U. 8. defines it as ‘one-half the distance, by a direct line,” 
between any two Commanderies, providing there has been no legisla- 
tion relating thereto either by Grand Encampment or Grand Com- 
mandery, the Constitution of the Grand Encampment ; as 2mong 
the powers of a Grand Commandery, the right to “‘ assign the limits 
of Subordinate Commanderies within its own jurisdiction, and settle 
all controyersies that may arise between them.” 

The Constitution of this Grand Body provides, in Section 4 of Article 
ITI, as follows: ‘‘ Every Subordinate Commandery shall have exclusive 
jurisdiction in receiving applications for, and conferring the orders 
of Knighthood, over all territory lying nearer by the usual travelled 
routes to its place of conclave, than to that of any other Commandery, 
except, that the Commanderies located in the city of Boston shall have 
concurrent jurisdiction over all territory within the limits of said city, 
and oyer any territory outside said limits, wherein any one of said 
Commanderies now has jurisdiction.” The following addition to this 
provision was afterwards made: ‘‘The several Commanderics herein- 
after named, shall have concurrent jurisdiction of the city of ‘Taunton, 
viz: St. John’s, Providence; Holy Sepulchre, Pawtucket; Calvary, 
Providence; Sutton, New Bedford; Godfrey de Bouillon, Fall River; 
Bristol, North Attleboro; Bay State, Brockton.” 

Tn the above case no attention was paid to the question of distance, 
either in direct line, usual travelled route by highway or railroad, or 
in any other manner. 

At the Semi-Annual Conclave of this Grand Body, May 25, 1888, a 
Committee consisting of R. E. Sir Charles C. Hutchinson, E. Sir 
Horatio Rogers, E. Sir E. C, Martin, to whom had been referred the 
question of jurisdiction over the territory embraced within the town 
of Winchendon submitted a report in which they admitted that Winch- 
endon was nearer to Athol Commandery than it was to Jerusalem Com- 
mandery, both by air line, by carriage road and also by the shortest 
railroad route, and yet they close their report as follows: 

“Therefore, notwithstanding the fact that Winchendon is a mile or 
two nearer Athol than Fitchburg, it is the unanimous recommendation 
of your committee, that hereafter Athol Commandery at Athol, and 


a 
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Jerusalem Commandery at Fitchburg, have concurrent jurisdiction 
over the town of Winchendon.” The report was accepted, and the 
recommendation adopted. ; 

But at the very next session of the Grand Commandery, in order to 
‘even things up.” «2 committee reported in the case of the town of 
Gardner, over which both Jerusalem and Athol Commanderies claimed 
jurisdiction, that although it nearer Fitchburg than it was to Athol, 
“vet the consideration of distance merely would be no stronger in 
favor of Vitehburg, than the same consideration was in favor of Athol 
in the Winchendon ease decided at the last Semi-Annual Conclave.” 
They therefore recommended ‘ that hereafter Athol Commandery at 
Athol and Jerusalem Commandery at Fitchburg, have concurrent juris- 
diction over the town of Gardner.” This report was accepted and the 


recommendation adopted. 
Tt will be seen from the foregoing illustrations that there has been 


no uniform rule by which this Grand Body has decided questions of 
territorial jurisdiction. On the contrary it has considered every such 
question as a new one, not to be decided by any precedent, but to be 
determined by the circumstances of the case, having reference to the 
best interests of the Order, due regard being paid to the rights and 
wishes of the Subordinate Commanderies. We have tried to look at 
the question submitted to us in the same light, and in view of all the 
information we have been able to obtain, we are of the opinion that 
the best interests of our Order would be subserved by having the ter- 
zitory in dispute under one jurisdiction. It is not a populous country, 
and will not probably furnish much material, but would prove of some 
value to Narragansett Commandery which has a rather small jurisdic- 
tion from which to draw. We therefore reeommend that the line of 
the western shore of Narragansett Bay, be the jurisdictional line be- 
tween Washington and Narragansett Commanderies. ‘

The notice shall be served upon the delinquent Sir Knight at least 
two months before action shall be taken upon his suspension or expul- 
sion, cither by such notiee to him in hand, or by leaving the 
same at his last and usual place of ahode, or by mailing the same to 
his last known place of residence, postage prepaid. 

The Reeorder shall keep a reeord of the service of such notice ina 
book to be kept for such purpose, stating the time and manner of ser- 
viee of such notice. In said book there shall be recorded a copy of 
the notice sent to cach delinquent Sir Knight, and the time and manner 
of serviee of such notice. Tf service was made by leaving the notice 
at the last and usual place of abode, a record shall be made of the 
place at which the same was left; if by mailing, a record shall be made 
of the place to which the same was sent. All envelopes in which such 
notices are sent shall be sealed, and shall bear thereon a request that 
the same shall be returned to the Recorder in case they shall not be 
delivered. 

At the Conclave at whieh action upon the matter of the suspension 
or expulsion of a Sir Knight for the non-payment of dues or assess- 
ments is to be had, the Recorder shall report to the Commandery his 
doings in the matter, and if it shall appear that the Sir Knight is 
delinquent in the payment of his dues or of an assessment legally 
made, and that no suflicient excuse lias been made therefor, and that 
proper notice of the proposed action has been given, he may be sus- 
pended by a majority vote of the Sir Knights present, or he may be 

expelled by a two-thirds vote of the Sir Knights present.

The Committee to whom was referred so much of the R. E. Grand 
Commander’s address as refers to the Triennial Conclave of the Grand 
Encampment, with the recommendations accompanying the same, 
herewith submit this report. 

Tn the opinion of your Committee it is desirable and important that 
this Grand Body should be fully represented at the approaching Tri- 
ennial Conelave at Denver, and that a proper appropriation should he 
made to meet the expenses of headquarters. 

Your Committee approve the recommendations of R. E. Grand Com- 
mander Sanborn, that a committee of three be appointed to secure 
headquarters for this Grand Commandery at Denver, and make other 
arrangements respecting the transportation and accommodation for 
the Grand Officers, Commanderies and Sir Knights of this jurisdiction 
attending the Conclave, it being understood and provided that said 
committee shall report its doir with the arrangements made, at the 
Gonelave of Grand Commandery in May next. 

Your Committee recommend that the sum of fifteen hundred dollars 
be appropriated for headquarters at Denver, and for other expenses 
incurred in the interest of this Grand Commandery at the Triennial 
Conclave.

Atthe beginning of the report herewith presented it is

The year following, 1885, another brief iene was pre- 
sented by the Grand. Recorder? R. E. Sir Nicholas Van 
ck having been designated 2 member of Committee on 
reign Correspondence, but declining to act. In 1886 no 
port was presented. ‘The Gommitee called attention to— 
ie general character of such reports, to the time and labor 
4 required in their preparation, and expressed a desire to be 
relieved from the duty. After considerable discussion it was 
ided that the Grand Commander should appoint a Com- 
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mittee of three on Foreign Correspondence, the understand- 
ing being that a division of the work should be arranged, 
thus providing for more ample and valuable reports than 
could otherwise be expected. 

The Committee so appointed, consisting of Grand Re- 
corder Chapman, E.*. Sir Rev. John W. Dadmun, and the 
writer, were enabled, by assigning a portion of the work to 
each member, to present the year following a report of gen- 
erous dimensions, which met with a good degree of favor. 
For three years this Committee was continued and made 
annual reports that have been printed with'the Proceedings. 
Onur intercourse and work were exceedingly pleasant. With- 
out any special comparison of views we yet arrived at sub- 
stantially the same conclusions regarding the important sub- 
jects considered, so that, while the work of each member was 
indicated by the initials appended, the reports, taken as 2 
whole, seemed to have form and symmetry as though shaped 
by one and the same mind. 

Last year’s report was prepared by the Grand Recorder 
and ourself. In that presentation we noted the sudden eall- 
ing away from earth of our efficient associate, Rev. John W. 
Dadmun, who fell at his post of duty, August 6, 1890, and 
whose memory and worth are very precious in the hearts of 
his brethren of the church and the Fraternity. 

At the Annual Conclave of 1890 Grand Commander San- 
born decided to make no appointment in place of Sir Dad- 
mun, but to leave the work of the Committee to the two sur- 
viving members, who were in well understood accord as to 
the division of labor and the general treatment of important 
topics. At that time, indeed for several months afterwards, 
Grand Recorder Chapman was seemingly in excellent health ; 
yet to the ear sufficiently attuned there might have come the 
footfall of the advancing angel, whose fatal touch was laid 
on the mortal form of our brother in the early morning of 
March 20, 1891, when his spirit was summoned to go forward 
to the light and glory of the immortal home. 

His sudden death was most impressive. A host of friends 
mourn his departure. Tributes of loving remembrance at- 


test the esteem in which he was held by those who knew 
him long and well. With these friends, mourners, eulogists, 
we would take our place, while we bow in filial faith to the 
Supreme intelligence that directs all things wisely and well, 
and follow our departed brother with thoughts and hopes 
that reach to Heaven: 


For surely, when the touch of death 

Dissolves the spirit’s earthly ties, 
Love still attends the immortal breath, 

And makes it purer for the skies. 
“The labor which we have undertaken in the preparation 
of this report has been done, not only under a keen sense 
of personal grief, and of the loss sustained by the Grand 
Commandery in the taking away of our esteemed asso- 
ciates, but under the pressure of other burdens that have 
caused us to realize the limitations of this mortal state. The 
conditions have not been as favorable as we could wish for 
our work of examination and review ; yet we have found the 
service in many respects most pleasant, and we rejoice that 
again it has been our privilege, despite all-adyerse cireum- 
stances, to read, digest, and summarize the printed proceed- 
ings of Grand Commanderies, and to notice the ability and 
veal with which the interests of Templary are administered 
by those who have these interests in charge in the yarious 
jurisdictions. 


Tn this connection we would express our opinion as to the 
place and purpose of Reports on Correspondence. Nearly 
all jurisdictions provide for such reports, hence it would 
appear that their value is generally conceded. There are 
those, however, who maintain these productions to be of lit- 
tle worth—who criticise the system itself and the methods 
employed by brethren appointed to prepare such reports. 
It is said that what is written by the reviewers necessarily 
amounts to but little; that reports on Correspondence, at 
the best, can only be superficial and fragmentary, and that, 
as a matter of fact, these papers carry with them no weight 
of authority or influence. In the lately written words of a 
reviewer : “ Hardly a member of an individual Commandery 
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ever reads the Fraternal Correspondence, and hardly a cor- 


respondent ever reads more than the reference to his own 
Grand Commandery, and in Grantl Conclave the reports are 
never read;” hence the inference that the work of Commit- 
tees on Correspondence does not promote the general welfare 
of the Templar organization. The reviewer, whose opinion 
we have just cited, seems to think that the benefits of Fra- 
ternal Correspondence are limited to the Committees that do 
the work; and to these brethren of the quill he whispers an 
aside as follows : 

Suppose we adopt the cheaper mode and buy a few packages of 
postal cards and have our Fraternal Correspondence all to onrselves- 
What say ye? Ithink we would enjoy it more and get better ac 
quainted with each other and more cordial fraternity. 


Whatever force there may be in the objections urged, we 
still hold to the opinion that there is a place of usefulness 
for the work of an intelligent and painstaking Committee on 
Correspondence. Most surely every Grand Body may be 
supposed to have an interest in the doings of sister Grand 
Bodies—a desire to be informed concerning Templar law 
and practice in other jurisdictions—and it is in the reports 
of Committees on Correspondence that this desired informa- 
tion is communicated, much of it being otherwise out of the 
reach of members of the Grand Body to which reports are 
made. Of course the information gathered, the selections 
presented, the comments expressed, will be of slight value if 
the reports are not read; but it is always well to provide for 
the more thoughtful and serutinizing members of the Order, 
a class that desires to keep posted in what is going forward, 
and which is able to,estimate at its true importance all work 
of careful gleaning and presentation. 

Time and thought are vequisite for the preparation of a 
report suggestive and timely according to what we conceive 
the demand to be. The proceedings of Grand Commander- 
ies must be read and any important action taken must be 
noted ; then comes the difficult task of selection—of balane- 
ing a report—so that one jurisdiction will not appear to be 
slighted while undue prominence is given to another; so 
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that one class of facts or one order of sentiments will not be 
too much emphasized, while neglect is shown to other mat- 
ters that may be of equal ‘consequence. And as regards the 
selections, so is it also in comments made and discussions 
carried forward. A reviewer must deal with the salient 
points shown in the papers that pass through his hands, fix- 
ing upon what seems of greatest interest and importance, 
but at the same time he may appropriately present original 
thought and suggestions bearing upon the expression of the 
Templar Order, and show the courage of his convictions in 
favoring or Opposing any proposition or designated course 
of action. 

It is with such luge estimate of the place and worth of 
Fraternal Correspondence that we attempt this present task 
of review. We may not hew closely to the line, but our 
purpose is to s r treatment to all interests and juris- 
dictions, to show proper courtesy in all veferences to ow 
fellow laborers, and to express freely and plainly our opin- 
ions respecting the various questions that now claim the at- 
tention of the Templar organization, 

Our report covers the Proceedings of thirty-eight Grand 
Commanderies, viz: ‘

A closely printed pamphlet of one hundred pages con- 
tains the proceedings of the Grand Commandery, at the 
Thirtieth Annual Conclave, held in the city of Huntsville, 
Wednesday, May 21, 1890. Grand Commander Sir Henry 
C. Davidson presided and gave an address, from which we 
take the following gratifying statement : 


The past year has been peaceful and to a certain extent prosperous 
in this Grand Commandery. No discords have arisen, and nothing 
has happened to mar the usual harmony of this grand body. The 
records of our commanderies show that there has been a small inerease 
in membership, and in addition one commandery has been reinstated, 
and a dispensation granted to organize two more, and while the num- 
ber is not great, yet it shows that a better inter is being taken in 
Templar Masonry, and with the continued prosperity of our State and 
its people, Alabama will soon cease to be known as the smallest Grand 
Commandery in the United States. 


Alabama has 8 Commanderies and a total membership of 
266. Birmingham, a new and thriving city, has a Com- 
mandery of 72 members—the largest body numerically in 
the State. 

The following resolution was presented and referred toa 
special committee : 


Resolved, That in the new work submitted and promulgated at the 
last Triennial, we find objection to the following : : 

First. The Fifth Libation—in that its force and impressiveness has 
been almost entirely destroyed. 

Second. In the relighting of the Taper, the word ‘‘ Hiatus,” used 
to indicate a vacaney in the number of the Apostles, seems inappro- 
priate ; the word ‘vacancy ” being more suitable. 

Third. Tn the same connection the words, ‘I move you Sir,” are 
inelegant, and in the opinion of this body, should be changed 


There will be a difference of opinion as to the “force and 
impressiveness ” of the oldform. We rejoice in the elimina- 
tion of a phrase that always seemed harsh and unnecessary. 
As regards the second point there is an evident confusion in 
the mind of the proposer of the resolution, else he would not 
suppose that “ Hiatus” was intended for the word in the rit- 
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ual referring to there being a vacancy in the number of the 
Apostles, etc. The third charge, viz.: that the words, “I 
move you Sir,” are inelegant, involves a nice point in criti- 
cism, and can hardly be settled by votes in Grand Com- 
mandery or elsewhere. The phrase complained of may be 
“inelegant,” but it is plain and to the point. 

An interesting Report on Correspondence by Sir George 
F. Moore takes up the larger part of the pamphlet under 
review. Evidently Sir Moore is somewhat doubtful about 
the popular judgment respecting reports, which often pass 
unread and unheeded, yet he holds to the proposition that 
“they are the best mode of aequiring information about the 
advancement of Templarism, and its affairs generally.” This 
being the fact, let us work on’ and hope for more general 
appreciation of reports in the years that are near approach- 
ing. 

Reviewing Massachusetts and Rhode Island, 1889, Bro. 
Moore quotes approvingly our recommendation that opposi- 
tion should be made to the undue tendency to show and 
parade, manifest in some Templar jurisdictions, and says : 


We of Alabama haye little temptation to err int irecti r 
our numbers are so small that we cannot make toe ce 
“show ” in public, but personally, the writer is very much opposed to 
all the ‘‘fuss and feathers,” and ‘show business,” and believes that 
Masonry in all its branches would be far more influential, and would 
do more good if it were what it professes to be, a secret organization. 
In those countries where the Order is proscribed, and where it means 
-something to be a Mason, we can see the effect of seeresy on the or- 
ganization, and on the conduet of the members of the fraternity. In 
the same category with the parades we class the high sounding titles 
of masonic offices, and, although we may offend some sensitive 
prother, the wearing of costly gew-gaws to advertise the fact that one 
ig a mason of such and such rank, except of course on ‘masonic 
occasions.” 


We concur as regards the “titles,” and the wearing of 
Masonic jewels—“ costly gew-gaws ”—on ordinary occasions. 
“Secresy,” in our judgment, is not the panacea for all ills. 
Of course all matters of ceremony, ete., that are essentially 
secret, should be so regarded and held sacred; but the organ- 
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ization itself, will suffer no harm from an abundance of light 
thrown upon its principles and proceedings. 

Sir Moore closes his thoughtful and well written review 
with the following :

ARKANSAS, 1891. 


One hundred and twenty-five pages are taken by the 
printed proceedings of the Grand Commandery, for its nine- 
teenth annual conclave, held at Little Rock, April 28 and 29, 
1891, 

Arkansas has thirteen Commanderies with an aggregate 
membership of four hundred and sixty-nine. Hugh de 
Payens, No. 1, at Little Rock, is the largest in numbers, 
having one hundred and five members ; and St. Elmo, No. 
13, at Batesville, is the smallest, haying but thirteen mem- 
bers. 


At the annual conclave under review there were present 
the representatives of nine Commanderies. 

The address of Grand Commander Wm. IK. Ramsay was 
brief and business-like, clearly setting forth lis ofticial acts 
for the year reported. In the address we find a suggestive 
reference to causes affecting the material and Templar pros- 
perity of the jurisdiction, as follows :

In the cotton growing belt of our state the extraordini 
of the fleecy staple has been a curse rather than a ble: g 
ply being greater than the demand, prices have of necessity been ex- 
tremely low, while on the other hand the partial failure in the erop of 
cereals throughout our entire Southland has caused the necessities 
of life to command a very high price, thus rendering it diflieult for 
ow: agricultural friends, in common parlance ‘to make both ends 
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meet,” and when they nve not prosperous, of course the commercial 
part of the community must suffer. 

From this state of affairs it conld hardly be expected that Temple 
Masonry would emerge at the end of its year unscathed There is 
idence from several of our Commanderies that the zeal and enthu- 
siasm of the membership has been on.the wane; that many of the 
yaliant and magnanimous Knights have assumed that they have no 
time to attend to their Knightly duties, they being engaged to their 
utmost capacity in the strugele to ‘keep the wolf from their doors.” 
This of course is their first duty, but under the most adverse cireum- 
stances [am clearly of opinion that our time ean beso divided as 
always to find opportunity to preserve inviolate fidelity to Christian 
Knighthood. 

Can we do this if we neglect our duty to our Commanderies. There 
are too many failures to hold regular Conelaves. The disposition of 
the many to leave to the few all the responsibility and labor of sus- 
taining the Subordinate Commanderies is a growing evil among us 
and vigorous measures should be adopted to check the same. 


The death of Em. Sir Albert Pike, who passed on from this 
mortal life at his home in Washington, D. C., Thursday even- 
jng, April 2, 1891, was announced by the Grand Commander 
in tender, glowing words, and the Grand Body adopted a 
memorial tribute to the illustrious founder of Templar Ma- 
sonry in Arkansas. We copy from the memorial: 


The decease of our illustrious Frater, Albert Pike, is an incident of 
such momentous interest to the craft as to need an especial notice 
from this Grand Body, not only because of his eminence as a Mason 
and as aman, but because of the intimate relations he sustained 
toward Knighthood among us. It was through him that Temple Ma- 
sonry was established among us and he was the first Commander of 
the first Commandery to be established in the limits of our present 
Grand Jurisdiction. On the 20th of December, 1853, a Dispensation 
was granted by M. Eminent Sir W. B. Hubbard, Grand Master of the 
Grand Eneampment of the United States, for the establishment of 
Hugh de Payens Commandery No. 1, at Little Rock, with Sir Albert 
Pike as Eminent Commander, and he remained at its head until the 
grant of the Charter, October, 1856. From the establishment of this 
Mother Commandery others have grown until to-day there are em- 
braced within our fold thirteen Subordinate Commanderies with over 
four hundred Knights. The seed sown in this distant beginning has 
now brought forth the branching tree, firmly rooted and destined to 


endure.

At the outset he takes exception to the word “ Foreign 
as applied to the work in hand, preferring the word “ Fra- 
temal” for use in such connection. So do we; yet the

The Arkansas Correspondent comments as follows: 


Of course this Grand Commandery knows what itis about, and 
understands its necds and requirements a great deal better than it is 
possible for us to do, yet, in our position, we feel free to say we do 
not like the ring of this ; there are two things that make it objection- 
able from our standpoint. It seems to limit and confine the power of 
the Grand Commander ; and though not said in any unfriendly way, 
there is an intimation that some Grand Commander may abuse and

thus indicated. We have confidence that much benefit to 
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make improper use of his privilege. We desire to be understood in 
this matter, so will say we could not have any possible objection to 
the Commanderies and their balloting being protected, nor the form- 
ing of laws for the purpose ; but the objection stated ercates in usa 
spirit of opposition to the language used in the recommendation.

The objection is not so much to the thing itself as to the 
manner of doing it. The langu of the recommendation 
is not pleasing to the critic, and the sv roostion found in the 
words of the recommendation that something might be done, 
or allowed, by a Grand Commander, not in accord with the 
equities involved, seems to bring the rule all the more into 
disfavor. And then, besides other grounds of objection, the 
rule is “rather contrary to and beyond the usual run of 


things.” 

Now as a matter of fact every Grand Commander in the 
jurisdiction of Massachusetts and Rhode Island has put 
such a restriction in each dispensation, touching balloting, 
that he has granted. It was felt that what had come to be 
the unwritten law and the uniform practice of the jurisdic- 
tion might well appear in formal statement and be clothed 
with the authority of Grand Commandery. There was no 
reflection upon any officer—no thought of wrong doing on 
the part of any one—no intention to unduly limit the 
powers and prerogatives of Grand Commanders ; but only 
to frame a rule equitable under all circumstances, to which 
reference might properly be made by those in authority. 

The action taken did not seem at all novel or strange until 
we had read the criticism above quoted. 

We have used all the space at our command, and yet have 
mentioned but few of the salient points presented by the cor- 
respondent whose report we have read with much of satis- 
faction. Favored is the jurisdiction and the Templar Craft 
at large when service is rendered with so much of zeal and 
intelligence,

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twenty-five in the vicinity of one Commandery. This is a wrong for 
which there should surely be some remedy, though I hardly see what 


itcan be. Will some of our old and experienced Templars suggest 


“ some method by which these non-afliliates may be encouraged to enter 


our Asylums as members? 


Twenty-five non-affiliated Knights in the vicinity of one 
Commandery would seem to imply that something is wrong; 
and with the fact stated perhaps a remedy can be found. 

Doubtless many reasons operate to fill the ranks of the 
non-affiliates. Brethren take their dimits intending to be- 
come members of another body, but they find, perhaps, that 
4 considerable fee is charged for afliliation, and that the 
dues and other expenses of membership are large, hence 
they are inclined to defer uniting with Lodge, Chapter, oF 
Commandery until they are better able to spare the amount 
needed for the purposes indicated. We would avoid this 
stumbling block by doing away .with all fees for member- 
ship. If a brother or Sir Knight changes his residence so 
that it is fitting he should make a transfer of Lodge or Com- 
mandery membership, let him be able to arrange for the 
desired transfer without expense. It seems hardly fair that 
another fee should be exacted of a brother who only changes 

US connection from one body to another of the same rank, 
and when he is brought to make such a change only from 
the force of circumstances. 

Of course there are other causes operating to produce 
Pon-aftiliation. “Sometimes the local organization is badly 
managed, and brethren in the vicinity, who are not members, 
‘We but slight inclination to unite with a body that thus 
Presents itself. The remedy in such a case is for those on 
Gone to institute a reform and place the body ina ory 

Where it will more attract earnest brethren to its com 
munion, 

The difficulty, ‘however, is often with the non-aftiliates 
themselves ; for, as a class, these are the ones who quickly 
Srow weary in well doing—who are fickle in thought and 
character, Perhaps they joined a Commandery thinking 
chiedy of receptions and parades—of suppers and show—not 
counting the cost, nor taking into account the responsibili- 
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E. 


ties which attach to service under the “ Banner of the Cross.” 
We must expect those of this sort to fall away, and we need 
not grieve too deeply at their withdrawal. 

Sir Thomas H. Caswell, Grand Recorder, furnishes the 
Report on Correspondenece—a paper of 140 pages that is 
printed in the body of proceedings instead of being ap- 
pended thereto as is the eustom in ‘nearly all jurisdictions. 
The California practice in this respect seems a trifle odd, yet 
we appreciate the fact that Sir Caswell places his report just 
where in orderly sequence it belongs. The report is alike 
entertaining and instructive. Its value is enhanced by 4 
well arranged index which helps thé reader in following the 
treatment of any important subject.

He has been a leader in Masonry in all its departments. 
He was elected Grand Master of Masons in Colorado in 
1863, and again in 1867, and was continued in this office 
until 1872, seven years in all. When the Grand Com- 
mandery of Colorado was organized, in 1876, Sir Teller was 
elected Grand Commander and rendered efficient services in 
the development of Templary in that jurisdiction. 

Colorado, at the time of this writing, has eighteen char- 
tered Commanderies, having a total membership of 1094. 
The largest of these bodies is Colorado Commandery, No. 1, 
Denver, 849 members: the smallest Salida, No. 17, Salida, 
21 members. The Order is prosperous throughout the 
State.

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thousands of our brethren from all parts of the United States, and per- 
haps beyond, are making their preparations to visit our beautiful State, 
and be the recipients of such weleome as Colorado Templars know so 
well how to extend. We must meet this friendly army in the field, we 
must vanquish it with the weapon of courtesy and hospitality, and ear- 
ry its members willing captives to our hearts and homes. ‘To accom- 
plish the results we scek requires one grand committee of the whole, 
embracing within itself the body of Templars of this State. A few 
must direct, but hearty co-operation with these few, cheerful acqui- 
escence in their plans, and earnest effort on the part of every one of 
us to assume our individual share of the work to be performed, can 
alone insure that grand and triumphant suecess which ought to, and if 
we do our duty, must attend the Conclave of 1892. 


The sixteenth annual conclave of Grand Commandery 
was held at Denver, June 2, 1891, fourteen of the subordi- 
nate Commanderies being represented in the attendance. 

Grand Commander Sir George Wyman presided. His 
address refers to several matters of general interest—one 
that of the Ritual, concerning which he offers the following 
remarks : 


At the Triennial Conclave of 1889, the Ritual was declared to be di- 
vided into two parts—The Essentials and The Ceremonials. The 
Essentials were formulated, placed in cipher form nnd distributed. 
The Geremonials were relegated to the several State Grand Command- 
cries, At the same time the chairman of the Committee on Ritual 
was instructed to call it together at least one week before the next ‘Tri- 
ennial Conclave, for the purpose of presenting to the Grand En- 
campment at that Conclave a form of ceremonials for xdoption as the 
complete Ritual. There is a question as to whether such 2 Ritual, if 
presented and adopted will prove more generally satisfactory than the 
former one, §o far as the condition of our own Commanderics is con- 
cerned, many of them are without a complete form of work, and there 
isno means, so far as I know, of supplying them. TI have complied 
with your instructions as I understood them, and lay the whole matter 
before you for such disposition as may seem most desirable. 


The Report on Correspondence, by Sir H. M. Orahood 
covers the proceedings of thirty-four jurisdictions and econ- 
tains many timely thoughts and intimations. 

On the subject of Ritual he shares to some extent the sen- 
timents expressed by Grand Commander Wyman. Sir Ora- 
hood is willing, however, to yield something for k 
harmony. He says: : : iar es OO 


Should a complete Ritual be adopted next year and made obligatory 
we fear it will cause trouble. s a2 matter of policy we prefer ae ae 
ent condition: Essentials prescribed and made obligatory. Tn addi- 
tion to this a full Ritual which shall be approved al apammae esa 
py the Grand Encampment, but its use to be left to the antton of the 
Grand Commanderies. Tf it can be done suecessfully and harmoni- 
ously, about which we entertain some doubts, we prefer a uniform 
Ritual throughout, and its use obligatory. 


We have a more hopeful feeling as to the outcome of the 
Committee’s work; but no great harm will come if the 
Grand Encampment ghall adopt no one form of ‘ The Cere- 
monials.” Tt is sufficient for all practical purposes, for the 
preservation of the integrity of the Order, that uniformity 
prevails in respect to “ The Essentials,” and we shall not be 
greatly disturbed by the continuance of the present rule. 

We may note in this connection that Grand Commander 
Wyman, complying with a resolution passed by the Grand 
Commandery at the session of 1889, presented a form of Rit- 
ual, including the work in the Red Cross and the Order of 
the Temple, which, after due consideration, was adopted. 
Colorado would seem, therefore, to have an approved Ritual. 

The Grand Commander called attention to the approach- 
ing Triennial in the following suggestive words : 


He thinks the tendency is toward the centralizing of power 
in the Grand Encampment, and seems pleased fa note the 
trend in that direction. If the Grand Encampment is to be 
recognized with any enlargement of its powers, we trust 
that its representative character may be aati under 
amended rules providing for representation in the General 
Grand Body to be based, 7” part upon the number of mem- 
bers in each Grand Commandery jurisdiction.

Under the head of Necrology he ealled the names of 
several brethren belonging to the jurisdiction of Connecticut 
who had recently crossed the line that divides the living 
from the dead. In this list appears the name of Sir Nathan 
Dikeman, Past Grand Commander, who died at his home in 
the city of Waterbury, November 3, 1890, greatly esteemed 
and lamented. Sir Dikeman was the representative of Con- 
necticut on the Ritual Committee of the Grand Eneamp- 
ment, and to fill the vacancy occasioned by his death, the 
Grand Commander reports his appointment of Sir Henry 
Woodward. 

The legislation of the Grand Commandery was chiefly of 
local interest. Progress was made in the movement for the 
adoption of a standard uniform, but final action was deferred 
until the next annual conclave. 

The Report on Correspondence by Sir Wheeler shows 
areful reading and judicious. selections. Eyidently he 
found but little in the proceedings of our Grand Command- 
ery to attract his attention. He says that three Grand Com- 
manderies have been omitted from his review, “for the 
reason that no reports of these bodies were to be found 
among the archives.” He names the missing jurisdictions— 
Arkansas, Washington, and Wyoming. As Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island does not appear in the list, we have to 
conclude that some other reason caused its exelusion from 
notice. ; 

Sir Wheeler excels in the familiar and sympathetic style 
that gives to Reports their peculiar charm. Thus he ex- 
presses his thought on the Cerneau question, replying to 
Correspondent Smith of Illinois, who had charged the re- 
cent troubles in Hiram Lodge, New Haven, to this account. 
Sir Wheeler says :

The volume before us, of some 150 pages, contains the 
proceedings of the Grand Commandery at the sixty-fourth 
annual conclave, held at Middletown, March 17, 1891, to- 
gether with appendices in the form of reports, ete.

The annual conclave was numerously attended, all the 
subordinate Commanderies being represented, besides four- 
teen Past Grand Commanders and several distinguished 
visitors. In the last named class were Sir Nicholas Van 
Slyck, of Providence, R. I., Grand Junior Warden of the 
Grand Encampment of the United States, and Sir George 
W. Walgrove, Grand Representative from New York.

he dation. How is it possible to keep the hands off a disturb- 
ing object and at the same time apply needed correction ? 
We still hold to the proposition that it is inexpedient for 
Templar Bodies to attempt to settle Scottish Lite disputes. 
Under the head of New Jersey, he refers to the Grand 
Commander's address, 1890, calling attention to and rebuk- 
ing the tendency among Sir Knights to decorate themselves 
with jewels belonging to an Order with which Templarism 
has no connection. Sir Wheeler's timely remarks on this 
subject are on this wise : 
Presumably he alludes to the ‘‘ Claws and Crescent” that belong to 
an order whose principles are not in harmony with the principles of 
Templary. The consistency is about as apparent, as would be the En- 
sign of Mohammedanism and the Passion Cross flung to the breeze on 
the dome of the Mosque of Omar at Jerusalem. 


We wonder that those enrolled as Christian Knights are 
willing to stultify themselves, even in appearance, by wear- 
ing on Templar oceasions jewels and other insignia which 
are certainly not in keeping with the symbols of Christian 
Knighthood. 

The report of Sir Wheeler is pervaded by grace and gen- 
tleness, and in this respect illustrates the style of the ideal 
reviewer. We could wish for ourself and for all correspond- 
ents that we were possessed of as much of the virtue of 
amiability, for then would our productions show no tinge of 


This may be true; in fact we think it is, and have thought from the 
beginning that Cerneauism was at the bottom of all that trouble. We 
have noticed that wherever it strikes, there is a blight and dry-rot that 
settles immediately upon the Craft.

For the frontispiece of the well printed annual of about 
125 pages there is shown the portrait of Sir George S- 
Obear, Grand Commander in 1870-71, deceased, who is 
presented to view in full Templar costume; with sword and 
The printed proceedings are those of the thirtieth 
annual meeting, held at Macon, May 6 and 7, 1891. 

Sir A. G. Howard, Grand Commander, presided. In his 


he reported his official doings and noted 
of importance which had affected the Order 
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died, viz: Sir Thomas W. Chandler, at Atlanta, May 11, 
1890, and Sir Thomas Hardman, at Macon, March 7, 1891, 


both of whom had lived long and well on the earth. 


The Grand Commander expressed his wish for uniformity 
in the work of the Order, and recommended that Georgia 
should adopt no “ Ceremonials” until after the next Trien- 
nial of Grand Encampment. We quote his words of sug- 


gestion : 


Tn view of the fact that it is now only a little more than a year until 
the Grand Encampment holds its next Conclave, when it will probably 
adopt a full and complete Ritual, IT would suggest that we not make 
new ceremonials obligatory upon the Commanderies until after that 


Conclave, leaving the Commanderies free to use such ceremonials as 
they now use, or if they choose, such ceremonials as you may adopt or 
recommend at this Conclave until the Grand Eneumpment does pro- 
mulgate a permanent and universal Ritual, which I greatly hope they 
will do at the next Conclave. It is a matter that should be settled per- 
manently and so satisfactorily that we could have no further trouble 
aboutit and that every Commandery in the United States should 
work alike. 


Perfect uniformity of work can hardly be expected ; nor 
does it seem to us to be of the utmost importance that efforts 
should be made to secure exact conformity of procedure 
throughout the United States. But we wait expectantly as 
do the Sir Knights of Georgia for the Report of the Com- 
mittee on Ritual, at Denver, next year, and for the action of 
Grand Encampment i in relation thereto. 

' On the evening of Wednesday, May 6, 1891, the Grand 
Commandery was Faenarted by a large body “of Sir Knights to 
the First Baptist Church of Macon, where Devotional Ser- 
Vices were conducted by the Grand Prelate, Sir Rev. NS) 
Sweet, followed by an Address from Sir James M. M’Neill, 
Eminent Commander of Aldemar Commandery, No. 3, Co- 
lumbus. The Address, an interesting and instructive dis- 
course relating to some of the chief characteristics of Tem- 
plary, is printed in full with the Proceedings. 

The Report on Correspondence, to which three names are 
appended, is declared to be “ positively the last appearance” 
of the Comittee in such a connection, “ pressure of busi- 
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ness”? compelling them to retire from a work which they 

affirm has been to them a source of much gratification. 

We have given a ‘eful reading to the report in which | 
appear the opinions—perhaps the prejudices—of the corre- | 
spondent, or correspondents. For instance, while no direct 
notice is given of the jurisdiction of Massachusetts and | 
Rhode Island, yet under the heading of Ohio the reviewer 

compliments Sir Carson, and says:

The volume before us contains 150 pages devoted to “ Pro- 
ceedings” of the Grand Body at the thirty-fowth annual 
conclave, at Chicago, October 28 and 29, 1890, and 117 pages 
eovering Report on " Ooimespondentes The substantial vol- 
ume thus made up indicates Templar activity and growth in 
the jurisdiction, and affords ample evidence of the zeal and 
intelligence combined in the administration of the affairs of 
the Order in Tlinois. 

Fifty-six of the fifty-nine subordinate Commanderies with- 
in the jurisdiction were represented at the annual conclave ; 
seventeen Past Grand Commanders were present. Grand 
Commander George M. Moulton presided. He congratu- 
lated the members of the Grand Body on the general pros- 

4 
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perity of the Order. In Tllinois ‘a healthy increase has 
been made in membership, while zeal for the best interests 
of Templarism abound in every asylum.” 

Commending a celebration of Haster and Ascension Days 
by Knights Templars, he made record of the fact that 959 
Sir Knights of his jurisdiction attended Baster Day services 
in 1890, and 278 Ascension Day services in the same year, 

He reported the following decisions : 


1. Apetition for the Orders had been regularly received and re- 
ferred, and in due time proper report was made thereon, At the Stated 
Conelave when in due course ballot should be had upon the petition, 
the Recorder was absent. ‘Lhe petition was locked up in the Record- 
er’s desk in the Asylum, and could not therefore be produced, By 
unanimous consent, ballot was, however, taken upon the petition, and 
the petitioner duly rejected. The question was raised whether or not 
the ballot was valid, since the petition document was inaccessible to 
the members at the time of taking the ballot. 

T decided that, inasmuch as no existing Jaw had been violated, and 
the ballot had been tuken with the unanimous concurrence of the 
members present, after a statement of the facts, that the result of the 
ballot should stand as recorded, and the petitioner wait the statutory 
time before new petition could be received. 

2. A petition for the Orders had been handed to the Eminent Com- 
mander by the Junior Warden, who had recommended the petitioner. 
The Eminent Commander also recommended the petitioner, and gave 
the petition to the Recorder. At the subsequent Stated Conclave 
the Recorder was absent, and the petition was not accessible. The 
Eminent Commander made a statement of the facts, and also from 
memory recited the essential information contained in the petition, 
vouching for the signature of the petitioner thereto. The question 
was raised whether or not such petition had been regularly received 
as contemplated by law. 

T decided in this, that, although there was a technical evasion of the 
statute, yet inasmuch as the ess ntial requirements had been complied 
with, and unanimous consent of the members present having been ac- 
corded, that the petition should be recorded as regularly received, and 
that ballot might be had thereon at any Stated Conclave held at least 
four weeks after such reception.

The Committee on Jurisprudence to whom these rulings 

were referred, dissented from the judement of the Grand 
1 

Commander, on the ground, we suppose, that the letter of 
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the law should be observed in all cases. They presented, 
however, an improved rule of procedure, which was adopted, 
viz: 


Resolved, That all petitions for the Orders of Knighthood shall be 
presented and read in open Commandery, at the stated conclave when 
they are received, and the statement of facts contained in the petition 
be entered in the records of the Commandery. 

A separate ballot shall be taken on each petition for the orders. At 
the conclave when ballot is taken, the petition shall be again read in 
open Commandery, prior to the spreading of the ballot. Should a pe- 
tition for the orders be lost or destroyed after its reception by the 
Commandery, no ballot shall be had on such petition until a duplicate 
petition, duly s ved by the petitioner, is obtained ; but such dupli- 
cate petition need not lie over for final action evond! the requisite 
time following the original petition. 


Concerning the Minois Masonic Home he expresses hearty 
interest, and calls attention to the weent needs of the insti- 
tution.

000 on fair 
valuation has been accumulated by the association. ion Guth there is 
an interest bear indebtedness yet remaining of $8,000. Tt is ex- 
pected by the Trustees that the Grand Lodge aan ne Ray time con- 
tribute from its ample funds suflicient to defray this indebtedness: 
At present the institution is not in immediate or pressing demand for 
funds to prosecute its good work, and the Trustees es faith to be- 
lieve that the Masons of Ilinois will honor every legitimate draft that 
may be made upon them for its generous support. The contributions 
made by this Grand Commandery have been duly acknowledged and 
faithfully applied. Rest assured, my fratres, that of Hioe little 
waifs of humanity, their children’s children will rise up and eall you 
plessed for your kindness unto them. 


Knights Templars should be foremost among Masons in 
contributing to the establishment and support of philan- 
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water; or be allegiant to two opposing governments! “Ye 
cannot serve two Masters.” 
The question is not so much between Christianity and 
Mohammedanism, as these two systems may be respectively 
signified by the Cross and the erescent, as it is one of pro- 
priety and good taste. Tf we are still to tell the story how 
the ancient Templars spilled their blood in defense of the 
Cross, and so quicken the feelings of faith and devotion in 
the hearts of those who now take membership in the Order 
of Knights Templars, we surely do not want to glorify the 
emblem that in the time of the Crusades, as aot signified 
so much of antagonism to Christianity, The Gros and the 
on ae are Pen ee ornaments ; both may well be worn by 
those who make no account of their special sionif e; 
we do not quite see how as Knightly Tete 
them in equal regard, or seem to do this by giving them like 
prominence in the insignia worn on occhdions aie all ap- 
pear in Templar uniform. 
An interesting Report on Correspondence is furnished by 
Sir John Corson Smith, who touches and adorns a goodly 
number of important topics by his bright, incisive oven 
Under the head of Maryland he criticises the ametice of 
Grand Commanders in giving permits to Ba Ace to 
pass from one jurisdiction to another. He expresses a com- 
mon sense view of the subject, as follows:

rand Commander Moulton commended the holding of 
District Encampments, and the Grand Commandery signified 
its approval of the recommendation. 

The Grand Commandery appropriated $500 for the benefit 
of the Masonic Orphans’ Home. On recommendation of the 
Committee on Jurisprudence; Sir Norman T. Gassette, chair- 
man, the following timely resolution was passed : 


 Resolucd, That hereafter it shall be unlawful for any Knight 
Templar within the jurisdiction of this Grand Commandery to wear 
any jewel, insignia, badge, or uniform other than that belonging to 
York, Capitular, Cryptic, Scottish Rite Masonry, or of Knights Tem- 
plar, while wearing his Templar Uniform and insignia, or while attend- 
ing the conclayes or assemblies of any body of ‘Templars, or on pub- 
lic occasions when appearing in said Templar uniform.” 


Most likely there will be two opinions among members of 
the Templar Order as to the justice and expediency of such 
restrictive legislation. It will appear to some of our breth- 
ren to be an expression of narrowness and intoleration—to 
others as unnecessary, having reference to a matter of little 
or no consequence. One of the ablest of correspondents, 
taking the last named view of the subject, intimates that the 
Templar emblems have no force or significance. He says: Were the Templars of the United States goine thronh Canada, of 
some other foreign country, then it would 6 conan ae to 
ask this permission—safe convoy—but within the jurisdiction of the 
Grand Encampment of the United States, they are but passing as @ 


military command from one Department to another and not beyond 
the limits of their own government. i 


The crescent of the ‘Shriners” has about as much to do with Mo- 
hammedanism asthe cross has to do with the Christianity that influ- 
ences large masses of Knights Templar. 


The cross may be comparatively without meaning to many 
members of the Templar Order; but in our ceremonies and 
teaching we treat it as a sacred emblem, and every effort is 
made to magnify its importance as the distinguishing sign 
of Christianity. Now it certainly seems to savor of folly— 
of self-stultification—to lift up another sign which stands for 
an opposite faith and put it by the side of this most glorious 
symbol of the Christian religion. You cannot mix oil and 


In Sir Smith’s notice of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, 
respecting the Ritual question, we find an oracular judgment 
pronounced upon the work of a Committee on Ritual of this 
jurisdiction. After referring to the action of our Grand 
Commandery in adopting the report of its committee, at the 
annual conclave of 1889, he comments thus: 
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The waters of Alaska or a camp on Mt. St. E amid its everlasting 
glaciers could not be more cool and refreshing than the above, coming 
as it does so soon after the troubles of the past three years. 

Tn 1883 a Ritual emanating from Massachusetts ‘ and Rhode Island” 
presented Grand Encampment by Grand Master Benjamin Dean, who 
declared it to be “the only (and truly) adopted and anthorized work 
of this Grand Encampment.” The same was referred to Committee 
on Ritnal “ to revise and.arrange said Ritnal in dramatic form,” for 
it was buta series of crude questions and answers. On that being 
done it was submitted and adopted in conclave of 1886. 

Then there was trouble, which continued until 1889, when aforesaid 
Ritual was rejected. Now comes the same jurisdiction with an 
amended form of that alleged work of the ages,—miserabie abortion 
that it was, adding the ‘‘ ess ntials ” required by the Grand Eneamp- 
ment, makes if the werk of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, and 
offers it for sale to other Grand Commanderies. Thank you, we don’t 
wish any of it out this way. 


There was 2 desire, in certain localities, evidently, for this 
latest Ritual adopted by the Grand Commandery to which

At the last annual session representatives were present 
from thirty-one of the thirty-two subordinate Commanderies, 
an excellent showing. The payment to these representatives, 
on account of mileage and per diem allowance, was $1,711.56. 
Grand Commander Henry H. Lancaster gave a thoughtful 
and well arranged address, iting forth therein his official 
acts during the year and calling attention to various matters 
of interest to Knights Templars both in his own jurisdiction 
and outside of its limits. 

He gave appropriate mention of a long list of valiant and 
magnanimous Knights, recently called away from earth by 
death. The names of our loved and honored associates, 
Rey. John W. Dadmun and Alfred F. Chapman, appear in 
the roll thus presented. 
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Among the decisions of the Grand Commander we note 
the following: 


think no harm will follow if like restoration follows in Chap- 
ter and Commandery. That such restoration in the Com- 
mandery does follow restoration in the Lodge was the 
affirmation of Grand Commander Lancaster in one of the 
cases passed upon; but in the other, restoration to good 
standiug—not Lodge membership —is assumed to carry 
with it a return to all former rights in the Commandery.

I ruled that his restoration to the rights of a non-afliliate by his 
Lodge restored him to the enjoyment of his former rights in his Com- 
mandery, when a dimit may be granted him as though nothing had 
occurred to mar his former membership. 


In most every Commandery I visited, while I found fidelity to the 
Ritual and Essentials now in existence, there were no good words 
spoken in commendation of them, The confusion existing between 
the Essentials, Ritual and ‘Tactics is not caleulated to shagehiya confi- 
dence, and rendered the duties of your Inspector-Generals most 2r- 
duous and exnetia The Ritual, which is continued in foree by the 
action of the last Grand Commandery, in dealing with matters which 
of right belong to the Tactics, conflicts with Ruckle’s Tacties, which 
had been previously adopted by the Grand Commandery ; and, some 
Commanderies using one and some the other, it was not in order to 
criticise and point ont errors where none really existed, and harmony 
ean not prevail while they are both in existence. 'The Essentials, as 
promulgated in their different forms, do not harmonize, and while I

Of course the action of Grand Chapter in the case cited 
could have no binding effect upon the Templar organiza- 
tions; but it seems a little strange that such opposite courses 
should be pursued by the two governing bodies. Ifa Ma- 
son is restored to good standing in his Lodge—to Lodge 
membership—by force of any general law or action, we 


There is but one form of “ Essentials” now haying au- 

thority ; and there is no need of doubt or asain in 

adapting such requirements to the work. When it comes to 

the explanations, added teaching, ete., there will be diver- 

gencies of practice ; and this want of precise uniformity does 

not seem so very objectionable. But we say this having 
5 
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in mind Grand Commandery jurisdictions in their relations 
one to another. Within the limits of a Grand Commandery 
there should be of course 2 complete accord of work,—in 
tactics and ritual. 

Included in the Grand Commander’s address is a sum- 
marized report of the visits of inspection to each body, with 
atabulated statement interesting and suggestive in the way 
of study and comparison. This feature greatly enhances 
the value of the volume in hand. 

A report presented by the Triennial Committee, 1892, in- 
dicates the purpose of the Grand Commandery of Indiana 
to be well represented at Denver next year. 

An order was adopted to print a new Ritual : 


The Committee on Claims recommend that when the Committee on 
Ritnal have fully completed their work in revising the Ritual that 
they, with the Grand Recorder, procure the printing of one hundred 
and fifty copies of the Ritual, and that the Grand Recorder draw his

It appears, therefore, that Indiana is to have a revised 
Ritual, in printed form. This is well. Tet the Committee 
of the Grand Encampment take into consideration the ritual 
thus disseminated, and all other intelligent endeavors to im- 
prove the work, that so we may have presented, at Denver, 
a system that shall be well nigh perfect, embodying exten- 
sive thought and careful research,

covers a wide field of thought and discussion. Tividently it 
was prepared with much carefulness and in the spirit of fair- 
ness to all sections and interests. 

Sir Ruckle looks with disfavor upon any attempt to 
abridge the powers of Grand Encampment ; and he assumes 
it to be absolute and supreme as a governing body. ‘This is 
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a way in which he presents the argument, replying to 
owa: 


Second, if supreme power is not vested in the Grand Encampment, 
it is certainly not in the Grand Commanderies. For if the State 
Bodies do not exist by virtue of the general law, they govern only by 
consent of the Subordinates, and therefore in them, by his own rea- 
soning, rests the power which he ascribes to Grand Commanderies. 
Tf he is looking for the souree of authority he must go to either one 
end of the line or the other. If the warrant of the Grand Encamp- 
pact ea ereate the Grand Commandery, the action of the Subor- 
dinates did. In the event of a withdrawal of, say, for ins 
Grand Commandery of Towa from the Graal eae ee 
would it find its authority to govern its Subordinates, unless Thy con- 
sent of the governed ? Where, then, is the source a as Is the 
Frater prepared to admit that the Subordinates may. after proper 
notice, by vote, take from the Grand Commandery “ ae y power it 
now claims to enjoy and destroy its very existence 2” 2 


The argument of Sir Ruekle is not quite i g 
in the main fair and logical. Someta Conte a 
rant of Grand Encampment is requisite to eive oreanic life 
to a Grand Commandery ; for all will concede that there 
must be a practical consent on the part of the subordinates 
in the creation of a State Grand Body. The Grand Rneamp- 
ment w formed by two Grand Commanderies Ay su- 
preme in its own jurisdiction. Undoubtedly they ried up 
to the Grand Encampment some of their soya ah 
and what was thus conceded bound them and Ae State 
Grand Bodies to an allegiant and subordinate relation.

neampment. Sovereignty was retained, wi ortain re- 
served powers, by the State Bodies, Mae Ge. 
ence to the declaration in the Constitution of 1816: ye That 
the several State Grand Enecampments (Commanderies) shall 
have the sole governinent and superintendence of the several 
councils of the Knights of the Red Cross, Knights Templars 
and Knights of Malta within their respective jurisdictions 
to assign their limits and settle controversies between them.” 
It is clear that something of authority was reserved and 
still belongs to the State Bodies; and it is also clear that 
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in the nature of things there must remain with these organi- 
zations something of constituent privilege and power affect- 
ing the General Body ; and the same relation of infinetee 
exists between individual Commanderies and the Grand 
Commandery to which they are respectively allegiant. Be- 
ing constituents, the consent of the governed is essential to 
the rightful and harmonious working of the authority exer- 
cised by the superior or general organization. 

In reviewing Massachusetts and Rhode Island, a kindly 
tribute is paid to our departed associate, Rev. J. W. Dad- 
man, and the memorial paper by Sir Chapman is printed 
almost in full. Immediately following the excerpt is the 
notice of the death of the writer of the same, Sir A. T°.

And yet there was other greeting besides the silent wel- 
come of Nature, for we read in the glowing record of Grand 
Recorder Wingate an account of a salute by a battery of 
artillery as the Grand Commander and staff landed on Tem- 
Then, further on, when an election of Grand 
ed, and also at the closing hour, 
artillery was brought into requisition, the roar of cannon 
emphasizing the important action taken. 

The session of Grand Commandery, held under the pecu- 
liar conditions noted, was largely attended, though a consid- 
erable number of Commanderies failed to respond at roll 
eall. There were in attendance twelve of the thirteen Grand 
Officers; ten Past Grand Officers, seventeen Past Eminent 
Commanders, and sixty-five representatives from thirty-six 
Commanderies, accredited for cighty-three votes. Of the 
153 representatives entitled to seats, thirty-four appeared 
jn person. 

Grand Commander Cyrus W. Eaton presented a report of 
his official acts, ete., showing careful attention to all work of 
adininistration. It is this fidelity in the matter of details 
that entitles a Grand Commander to the utmost of praise. 

He had issued a General Order authorizing Commanderies 
to appear in uniform in public for the observance of Easter 
and Ascension Days ; and on his recommendation the Grand 
Commandery made this permission permanent, and declared 
Baster and Ascension Days to be distinctive Templar occa- 
sions. He had issued two ispensations for the formation 
of new Commanderies—one to be located at New Hampton, 
the other at Rock Rapids. Among his decisions reported 
were the following:

First. Can a conclave be said to have a quorum when less than 
nine Sir Knights are actually present in the asylum? To which I re- 
plied: No. 

Second. Can proxies be legally counted in determining the quorum 
for the transaction of business? To which I replied : No. 
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Third. Tf an election of officers has oceurred at which there was 
less than nine Sir Knights present, what is the duty of the Eminent 
Commander in the premises? To which I replied: If your minutes 
show such a meeting, expunge them. 

Fourth Tf an election held under such circumstances is not valid, 
how can defect be remedied? To which T replied: State the cireum- 
eee that no quorum was present, and ask for a dispensation to elect 
officers, 


Sir Washington Irving Babb presented an able Report on 
Correspondence, opening with these words of congratulation: 


The lowering clouds have passed away, and the future is bright with 
auspicious omens. We rejoice at the return of peace and the restora- 
tion of those fraternal relations, which were never severed in fact. We 
rejoice still more in the belief that the contest thro we 
have passed will redound to the positive good, not only of ourselves, 
but of Templarism everywhere. 


Much space is accorded to matters related to the edict of 
Grand Master Roome, placing the Grand Commandery of 
Towa and the Sir Knights of that jurisdiction under suspen- 
sion, and to the action of the Grand Encampment restoring 
fraternal relations, etc. ; but it is hardly needed, in this re- 
port that we should dwell upon details of the course pur- 
sued in the treatment complained of by Iowa. Happily 
everything is now peaceful ; and our thought is that it ;will 
bea long time before another attempt at such severity of 
discipline is made by Grand Encampment authority. 

Sir Babb holds that Grand Commanderies are the superior 
Source of power in the government of the Templar Order. 
He Says: 


Tn fact, the Grand Commanderies possess more of the elements of 
supreme power than the Grand Encampment. The latter is composed 
almost wholly of delegates from the former, and these delegates have 
the power at any meeting, after having given the proper notice, by a 
three-fourths vote, to take from the Grand Encampment every power 
it now claims to enjoy, and destroy its very existence. 


, Theoretically it would seem easy to accomplish the results 
indicated, were they desired by a considerable majority of 
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the Templars of the United States. Practically, however, it 
would be difficult, under the present system, to secure such 
restrictive action. The Grand Encampment is not so much 
a delegate body as we could wish. It does not quickly feel 
the beating of the pulse of popular opinion. It is largely 
under the influcnee of those who vote as“ permanent mem- 
bers,” rather than as representing directly the members of 
the respective jurisdictions. We believe that there should 
be a representation in Grand Eneampment elected specially 
by Grand Commanderies for each Triennial conclave, the 
number of such delegates to be apportioned among the juris- 
dictions on a basis of membership. Delegates, thus chosen, 
syould be most in touch with the activities and needs of the 
Order, and naturally most impressed with the responsibili- 
ties of their representative office. The “permanent mem- 
bers” might be let alone, but their influence and votes would 
be something less if an equitable system of representation 
approved and put into an amendment of the Grand 


were 
Encampment constitution. 

Whatever is done or left undone in this respect there is 
need of a recasting of the laws of the General Grand Body, 
a clearer announcement of its powers, and a distinct setting 
forth of the relations, as to duties and authority, between 
the Grand Encampment and Grand Commanderies. On this 
point we quote approvingly the recommendation of Sir Babb: 


Let the next Grand Encampment, instead of wasting its time on 
disputes growing out of attempts to construe our present laws, deyote 
itself to an intelligent revision of the same. 

We may honestly differ as to what these several powers and the 
mode of enforcing them should be, but there should be no question as 
to the necessity of clearly defining them ; and in all our differences 
Jet us remember that we are all brethren laboring for the same great 
end, and let a broad spirit of charity govern all our deliberations. 


We might quote more at length from the thoughtful and 
timely report, and to the edification of the readers of this 
paper; but we pause, only remarking that the views of the 
Towa correspondent as to Ritual, the holding of conclaves 
for work on Sundays, the granting of dimits, ete., are quite 
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Hall of the House of Representatives, in the State Capitol, 
Frankfort, the session of the first day, Wednesday, May 
27th, being preceded by a “ Grand Street Parade and Public 
Worship.”

The sermon, printed in the volume of Proceedings, was 
from the text, 2d Samuel, xxiii, 10: “ His hand clave unto 
the Sword.” ‘The preacher sketched the character and de- 
scribed the deeds of the warrior heroes who helped King 
David in his great work of building up his kingdom ; of one 
concerning whom it is said, “Eleazer the son of Dodo the 
Ahohite, one of the three mighty men with David, when 
they defied the Philistines that were gathered together, to 
battle, and the men of Israel were gone away. He arose and 
smote the Philistines until his hand was weary, and his hand 
clave wnto the sword; and the Lord wrought a great victory 
that day.” 

A likeness was traced between the Hebrew Knights of the 
sword and the Christian Knights of the Crusades; while 
the moral application was made impressive as bearing upon 
the work and responsibilities of members of the Templar 
organization. In enforcing his call to zeal and fidelity the 
preacher said : : .

Kentucky mourns, as does this jurisdiction, the recent 
taking away of honored brethren, who have held prominent 
positions in the various departments of Freemasonry. They 
were leaders and workers while livine onthe earth; the 
memory of their virtues and noble service remains as an in- 


Spiration to surviving associates, who are privileged to 
think of the dear departed as having passed on to be recip- 
ients of those honors and awards that await the faithful 
Templar in the land of the Immortals. 

Among the Decisions reported by the Grand Commander, 
was aruling to this effect, yiz.: That a subordinate Com- 
mandery may suspend a member for non-payment of dues, 
after due notice, without issue of a “summons ” to such de- 
linqueat “ to appear and show ecnuse.” Louisville Com- 
mandery, No. 1, at a stated conclave, having notified a 
member in arrears, passed a vote suspending the delinquent. 
This action, in accordance with a By-Law of the Command- 


ery, was appealed from by the suspended member, the 
decision of the Grand Commander being, as stated, in sup- 


port of the action taken by the Commandery. Jn announcing 
his decision he says :

The writer has alw advocated such a doctrine; but 
somebody is in line of promotion and must not be set aside 
even though his incompetency for a leading place is admitted. 
So it is the Lodge, or Commandery, suffers, because some 
member started in the way of office as Steward or Captain 
of the Guard must be regularly promoted until he is given 
the chief position. He may be unfit to teach, preside, or 
administer the affairs of the Body! No matter; if only he 
jas served in the lesser offices and has mastered the words 
of the ritual, he must be advanced. Thus frequently the 
ablest members of Lodge or Commandery are kept in the 
background, the work is poorly rendered, and candidatés are 
not edified by the ceremonies through which they pass and 
the lessons addressed. to them.

Sir Woodruff gives a pleasant notice of the jurisdiction of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island.

authority,—and that a Masonie body, acting within the 
legitimate lines of its authority, may properly transact busi- 
ness, even though its charter is not within the obseryation 
of its officers and membe He says, however, that this 
view is wolully against ancient usage” and in violation of 
the landmarks of Masonry.

A well printed and attractive pamphlet of fwent 
pages contains the printed proceedings of the Grand Com- 
mandery at its twenty-eighth annual conclave, : New Or- 
leans, February 13, 1891. Three of the four subordinate 
Commanileries of the jurisdiction were represented in the 
annual gathering. Templary has no great strength of num- 
bers in Louisiana. The whole membership is but 298—a 
slight decrease from the number last reported. 

The annual conclave was presided over by by Grand Com- 
mander Sir D. A: DePass. Sir John CG. Smith, Past Grand 
Commander of the Grand Commandery of Illinois, was 
present. He was giyen a cordial reception and responded 
to the weleome by appropriate remarks. 

Grand Commander De Pass paid a feeling tribute to the 
, mnplar dead, and recommended the setting apart of memo- 
rial pages, in the printed proceedings of Grand Comimand- 
ery, to Charles Roome, Past Grand Master, W. J. McLeod 
Moore, Grand Master of the Sovereign Great Priory of 
Canada, and his suecessor in office, James A. Henderson. 
The Grand Body adopted the suggestion, and “ In Memo- 
nam pages appear in the pamphlet under review. 

The Grand Commander congratulates the Sir Knights 
that anew Masonic Temple is in progress of erection, in 
New Orleans—an edifice “that will be an ornament to our 
city and.an honor to the Masonic Fraternity.” 

He reports with evident satisfaction the response of the 
Commanderies to his request that they should observe As- 
cension Day. We quote his words on this subject :

Grand Commander Fuller, in his annual address, a thought-

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ful and well considered paper, made happy reference to the 
growth and progress of the Templar Order in Maine. He 
says: 


It has been a year of peacefulness and harmony along our knightly 
border, and it is believed and hoped that the present conclave will be 
as harmonious and as free from dissensions as the thirty-nine conclaves 
which have gone down into history. This is to be expected in all 
bodies as representative as this, for *tis here we have been taught the 
sublime principles of truth and brotherly love, and that principle per- 
meates our Order as completely as any with which I am acquainted. A 
healthful growth has been uniformly maintained in every subordinate 
Commandery, and representatives of a newly born Commandery will 
appear at this conclave for its first christening at the hands of a loving 
Aima Mater. 


He reported his official acts for the year, including visita- 
tions, attendance on important Templar occasions, ete.— 
Among these notable occasions, when, as Grand Commander, 
he had fulfilled an official duty, mention is made of interest- 
ing services in the constituting of Pilgrim Commandery, at 
Farmington, Maine, October 17, 1890. “This Commandery,” 
we are told, “is beautifully located in new and spacious quar- 
ters, and much will be expected of the new offspring of Tem- 
plary Masonry in northern Maine.” 

Under “In Memoriam” he pays a kindly tribute to the 
memory and worth of honored Sir Knights recently called 
away from earth. The list is a long one, including the names 
of Silas Alden, of Bangor, Past Grand Captain General, 
Lyman C. Bailey, of Calais, George A. Dewing, of Saco, and 
some twenty-five others, who lived reSpected and died la- 
mented, 

The Grand Commander gave expression to his views re- 
Specting term of service, as follows : 


For several years past I have been of the opinion that it would be 
better for the interests of Templary Masonry in this state if the cus- 
tom of re-electing a Grand Commander for a second year or term did 
not prevail. Iam ina position now to speak upon the subject openly, 
without advancing an opinion which might seem to be done for per- 
sonal reasons. The members of this Grand Commandery are made up 
of the best Templar Masons within the jurisdiction. There are scores 
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of Sir Knights just as capable, just as deserving, just as much entitled 
to this honor as I am myself. If the present custom should be fol- 
lowed, in the next twenty years but ten Sir Knights will probably have 
received the honor ; whereas, if the eustom of electing a Grand Com- 
mander for one year or term should prevail, twice that number would 
have received it. It is my opinion that it would be better for all our 
interests, if « Grand Commander should serve but one year, making 
his term of service express and reflect his best endeavors. 


In reaching a judgment, thus expressed, Sir Fuller had 
ascertained the practice of other Grand Commanderies, and 
found that twenty of the Grand Bodies responding to his 
circular of enquiry were in favor of the one year custom, and 
four in favor of two years. His recommendation, we may 
say, was endorsed by the Grand Commandery, after the mat- 
ter had been considered and reported upon by a special 
committee. 

Considerable space is given to the presentation of irregu- 
Jar action on the part of Zion Commandery, Minneapolis, 
Minn., in conferring the Orders upon a candidate who had 
previously been rejected in Palestine Commandery, of Bel- 
fast, Maine. Zion Commandery certainly showed lack of 
earefulness and Knightly courtesy in the act complained of; 
but the apology offered and accepted ends the matter satis- 
factorily. The “moral” of the case may well be remembered 
and heeded, viz.: institute due scrutiny in regard to every 
applicant, and admit no one, once rejected by another body, 
without conferring with the Commandery that has taken such 
adverse action. Nothing less than this constitutes a cau- 
tious, courteous, Masonic course of procedure. 

We notice with approval the Grand Commander's words 
relating to the influence and purposes of the Templar organ- 
jzation. It does not stand for pomp and show in his opinion: 


Not as a military organization, but as a fraternizing institution cal- 
culated to elevate and ennoble the lives of its members by its good in- 
finence on their daily lives, and beeome a power for the good of all 
mankind. It has already erected Homes, Hospitals and Temples, and 
in this progressiveness we are the envy of all secret orders. 


The Committee on Ritual reported, asking further time,

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which was granted. Sir Joseph A. Locke, chairman of the 
local Committee, is also chairman of the Ritual Committee 
of the Grand Encampment. A. proposition to make the 
Cryptic degrees pre-requisite to the Orders of Knighthood 
was presented, and referred to a special committee to report 
at the next annual conclave. 

There seem to be some good reasons for recognizing the 
Cryptic Rite, generally acknowledged to be a valuable part 
of legitimate Masonry, in the way proposed ; but the Grand 
Commandery of Maine will be likely to hesitate before enact- 
ing a law that all candidates for admission to the Orders, in 
jurisdiction, must be members of the Cryptic Rite. 

Sir Stephen Berry presents an instructive report on Cor- 
respondence. He makes judicious extracts and summarizes 
the important transactions of various jurisdictions. He 
also expresses his views clearly and temperately on topies 
thus suggested which relate to the welfare of the Order. 

Reviewing Kansas, he defends the Maine practice of 
issuing dimits without recommendation. If there is a cause 
of suspicion against a Sir Knight he favors discharging such 
an one, but giving no recommendation ; he says : 


A member has a right toa speedy trial or an honorable discharge, 
but the recommendation is altogether a question with the mmanid- 
ery, and it is not fair to the Order to recommend a dimitting knight 
who is under suspicion. Let him establish his own reputation. 


Is this quite fair? Ought a sespicion of wrong doing to 
have such weight in a society of brethren? We concede, of 
course, the right of a Commandery, to ue a dismissal 
without recommendation ; but in our judgment the cases 
ought to be very few where such a form of dimit is issued. 

In his kindly notice of the jurisdiction of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island, Sir Berry touches upon the use of the 
final “s” as approved by our Grand Commandery. He 
thinks either form—Knights Templars, or Knights Templar 
—may properly be used; and suggests a third form also 
allowable. We quote his liberal thought on this point: 


We have never been able to make up our mind exactly which form 
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is preferable, and there isa third term, “ Knight Templars,” which 
was used “before the war,” which is alsoa good one. We like the 
privilese of using cither of the three, and we also insist on the inalien- 
able right which we know has been exereised by Commanders since 
1856, and think from ‘time immemorial,” of making a mistake some- 
times and using the wrong one, whichever it is.

It will be noticed that the percentage of Templars to Mas- 
ter Masons is still growing, although but very slightly this 
year. More than half the Royal Arch Masons are Templars. 

The increase of the Order is distinctly marked in the ju- 
risdictions where Templary has become established in the 
elements of strength and prosperity. New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Massachusetts and Rhode Island and Illinois, show 
large gains over the numbers reported for the preceding 
year. North Carolina, Virginia, and Wyoming, have barely 
held their own in respect to numbers. The figures presented 
in the foregoing table, are encouraging in the main, but they 
show considerable losses. under the headings, “ Dimitted,” 
and “Suspended and Dropped.” The aggregate reduction 
inthe membership of the Order, thus occasioned, is about 
three thousand; but the net increase for the year is upwards 
of three thousand.

The decision was approved by the Committee on Doings 
of Grand Officers, and by the Grand Commandery in adopt- 
ing the report of said Committee.

Tf visitations to subordinate Commanderies are chiefly for

any other purpose except to defray the necessary and legitimate ex- 
penses incurred. ‘This. statement we repeat and still further affirm on 
our honor as a gentleman and a Mason. Hence, to follow the example 
of Sir Knight Carson, and denounce loyal and hhonest Master Masons, 
Companions and Knights Templar, as “men actuated by gain, false to 
their vows, mercenary, and lost to all sense of honor.” is not only un- 
just, but implies that the author of such language has been so led 
away by false information that his better judgment has been warped, 
and he has committed an offense against worthy brother Masons which 
the principles of Masonry do not justify nor ineuleate. We write this 
in a spirit entirely devoid of animosity or ill feeling, as we no longer 
have oceasion to defend any particular Scottish Rite organization ; and 
also hold the opinion that it would have been far better for Symbolic, 
Capitular and Templar Masonry, if the so-called Scottish Rite degrees 
had never been introduced into America, for it only requires a perusal 
of the ritual of the rite of one of them which claims to be the original 
Body of this country, to show how inimical it is to symbolic Masonry, 
if its ritual has not been changed as to phraseology since we were 
familiar with it. The advice, therefore, of Sir Tnne of Michigan, 
who is a just and disinterested writer, to ‘let the legislation on all 
matters relative to the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite be elimi- 
nated positively and absolutely from Templar legislation,” is worthy 
of being followed to the letter. 

We hold to fairness and liberality in all things ; hence we 
have copied Sir Gorgas’ earnest words of protest against 
the denunciations applied to brethren and. Sir Knights con- 
nected with the “Cernean Rite.” The Cerneau organiza- 
tions seem to us irregular and clandestine; they constitute a 
disturbing element in every jurisdiction where they obtain a 
foothold, and we wish they did not exist. But we do not 
believe in heaping abuse on brethren connected with such 
organizations, or in the severity of discipline which certain 
Grand Commanderies have brought to bear upon those who 
“have gone wrong in Scotch Masonry.” We stand with Sir 
Tunes, of Michigan, on the non-intervention question. The 
difficulties and antagonisms of the Scottish Rite should be 
kept outside of Grand Commanderies. Interference on the 
part of these bodies is uncalled for and cannot result in good. 

In his kindly notice of Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
he quotes. at considerable length from our report of 1889, 
and does not disapprove the opinions cited.

Referring to the action of Zion Comimandery in conferring: 
the Orders upon a candidate formally rejected by a Command- 
ery of another jurisdiction, to which we have made refer- 
ence, under Maine, in this report, he reported the steps taken 
in causing an apology to be made, thus healing what might 
otherwise have caused a serious disturbance. His comments 
on the case are timely and suggestive : 

The facts in this case simply show that Commanders and members of 
subordinate Commanderies cannot too carefully serutinize and investi- 
gate the petition of each applicant for our noble Orders Had the in- 
vestigating committee carefully examined the application, the fact of 
the former rejection would have become known to and been investi- 
gated by them, and their report would have been made according] 2 
Had the petition itself, as required by ‘Templar law, been read in full 
in open Commandery, the fact of the former rejection could not have 
escaped the attention of the Eminent Commander. 


In “ opinions” reported, the Grand Commander expresses 
his judgment respecting the proposed yvemoval of a Com- 
mandery, from the place where it is chartered to another lo- 
cality, holding that such a change can be made by an amend- 
ment to the By-Laws, the same being approved by the Grand 
Commandery. 

The Grand Commandery, however, adopted a report of its 
Committee on Jurisprudence, which, without passing directly 
upon the question, affirmed that “the better method to be 
pursued by a Commandery in making such a change, would 
be for a majority of its members to petition the Grand Com- 
mandery that such change be made.” 
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The Grand Commander desires that “ Asylum Tactics ” 
shall be uniform throughout the jurisdiction, Under this 
head he calls attention to the divergence in practice that has 
heretofore existed, to the work done by a Ritual Committee 
in preparing a system, and to his efforts in causing the new 
system of asylum tacties to be disseminated and tested. Two 
hendred copies of the new rules had been printed and dis- 
tributed, thus preparing the way for intelligent action as to 
the adoption of the same. A recommendation was accord- 
ingly made : 

This present conclave has been opened according to the form recom- 
mended by the Ritual Committee, and you all have had an opportunity 
to ob » the practical operation of this system. Tn my judgment it 
system, simple, comprehensive, easily understood, and practical, 
and one that can be adapted to and used in any asylum, be it large or 
small. “I would therefore recommend that it be adopted by this Grand 
Commandery as its em of asylum tactics, and that each subordinate 
Commanile in this jurisdiction be required to open and close its con- 
claves in accordance therewith. 


Tt does not appear that the Grand Commandery took any 
positive action either on the subject of Ritual or Tactics. 

Grand Commander Levering gave expression to his fer- 
yent wish that every Commandery banner in Minnesota 
might be displayed at Denver next year—and the Grand 
Commandery, by its action, seemed to approve such a gen- 
eral attendance. 

Tn the “ Conclusion ” of the address fyom which we have 
quoted, a glowing appeal is made, as follows:

was moved at the conclusion of the day’s festivities to ex- 
claim: 


Our review would be incomplete, as regards the annual 
conclave at Rochester, did we fail to notice the greeting ex- 
tended to the Knights by the representative citizens of that 
beautiful city. Grand Recorder Montgomery graphically 
sketches the presentation of a symbolic key by the mayor of 
the city to the Grand Commander—the occasion being “the 
opening of the Northwestern circuit of races,” to which all 
Knights and their ladies were invited. We copy from the 
mayor's address: 


All hail to thee, Queen Rochester! Fairest among ten thousand; 
seated upon the throne of thine hospitality; crowned with the crown 
of kindly weleome; waving the wand of knightly courtesy ; may thy 
days be unnumbered, and thy reward be as complete as is the memory 
of thy kindnesses in the hearts of thy guests! Queen Rochester, 
ail hail! 


We would not omit mention of Grand Commander Leyer- 
ine’s appropriate words on receiving the key, and in the 
evening of the same day, at an elaborate banquet served in 
the Association Hall, he gave an instructive addvess, taking 
high ground for the work of Templarism and eloquently set- 
ting forth its benign mission. 

The proceedings wnder review contain as an appendix, a 
Report on Correspondence from the facile pen of Sir Thomas 
Montgomery, Past Grand Commander of the jurisdiction. 
The report is largely made up of excerpts; but is also valu- 
able for its summarizing of the doings of sister jurisdictions, 
and an oceasional judgment or suggestion relating to impor- 
tant questions. 

A courteous notice is given to the proceedings of Mz 
chusetts and Rhode Tsland for 1890, and several citations are 
made from our report of last year. 

Sir Montgomery is broad and catholic in his thought re- 
specting the observance of “ Church Days” by the Templar 
Body. On this subject, under Mississippi, he says : 


It is with pleasure that I assume the task imposed on me of welcom- 
ing you to our city, and I only regret that T am not equal to doing it 
in a manner suited to the occasion. Rochester lays no claim’to being 
a large commercial emporium or of being the me tropolis of Minne- 
sota, but it does claim to produce more fine horses to the acre than 
any other city in the Northwest. As you will notice I have here a key. 
Now there are many kinds of keys: The Florida Keys, Key West, 
the key to the situation, and the key of success. There is also a night 
key, which we often imagine makes an unnecessary noise in turning 
the lock. But the key I have here is neither of those I have men- 
tioned. It is the key to the city of Rochester, and I purpose to place 
it in the charge of your Right Eminent Grand Commander during 
your stay in the city. Perhaps some explanation upon my part may 
be necessary in connection with these unusual proceedings. Last 
night. at low twelve, I was dreaming that the gong had just sounded 
for the 2:22 trot, when I was awakened from my slumbers by the mel- 
ody of music. Not only was I deeply moved by fhe music, but the 
words seemed so very appropriate; they ran something like this: 
“Sleep little one, sleep,” but when the song had ended and the sing- 
ers gone away, I did not sleep, but laid awake wondering what con- 
cessions I could make to these Sir Knights who had brought such

There is no fading or falling away in the appearance of 
the Grand Commandery annuals, prepared and sent forth by 
the skilful hand of Sir William P. Innes, Grand Recorder. 
This year's volume, of nearly three hundred red bordered 
pages, has a heavy cream colored cover, resplendent in crim- 
son and gold, an artistic frontispiece, presenting to view the 
portrait of a good looking man—Sir William G. Doty—Grand 
Commander in 1890-91—memorial tablets, suitably inscribed, 
with a well arranged record of proceedings, including ad- 
s, statistical tables, reports, ete.—the whole making an 
attractive and valuable book, which will be prized, we trust, 
as it deserves, by all intelligent Knights into whose hands a 
copy may be placed. 

The conclave, held at the Scottish Rite Cathedral, Detroit, 
May 19 and 20, 1891, was the thirty-fifth annual mecting of 
the Grand Body. Forty-one subordinate Commanderies 
were represented, and there were also in attendance a goodly 
number of Past Grand Officers and visitors. 

Michigan has forty-two active Commanderies, with a total 
membership of 4,367, a net increase of about two hundred 
for the year. Detroit Commandery, No. 1, of Detroit, has 
326 members, being in numbers as in rank at the head of the 
list. Traverse City Commandery, No. 41, at Traverse City, 
has but 28 members, and stands numerically at the foot of 
the list. 
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Immediately following the opening of the Grand Com- 
mandery, announcement was made of the presence, in an 
adjoining room, of Past Grand Commander, Sir Hugh Me 
Curdy, Deputy Grand Master of the Grand Encampment, 
and the Grand Commander requested the Grand Captain 
General to procure proper escort and present the distin- 
guished Sir Knight in the asylum. This was done; and in 
response to the Grand Commander’s words of greeting Sir 
Me Curdy delivered an impressive address which appears in 
the published proceedings. We call attention to the follow- 
ing faithful presentation and enforcement of Masonie and 
Templar duty : 


The glory of Freemasonry is—not that it constitutes or establishes 
relationship — its true glory is, that it recognizes relationship, and aims 
to teach man to learn more reverence, not for rank or wealth, that 
needs no learning; but reverence for Adam’s seed—man. 


«Trust me ‘tis a clay above your scorning, 
With God’simage stamped upon it, and God’s kindling breath within.” 

Thus your knightly courtesies have been bestowed upon that benign 
principle of fraternity, which we all aim to foster, and to bring to per 
fection by the culture of kind intercourse. 

For this we take our vows, for this are the doors of our asylums 
open, and Sir Knights found kneeling as one family around a common 
altar, each for himself, and for every brother saying, Our Father.” 
This is our principle, our profession, and this our prayer. In the spirit 
of these three, your words are eloquent; and let me assure you that 
in me and in that grand body whose representative I am, they find 
most expressive and rich signification. The yital question which 
we must answer is not, what is your history, your insignia, your yocab- 
ulary; but is there one of masonic kin sick, distressed, widowed or 
orphaned, who needs the helping hand, the word of sympathy, the 
pread and home, which you are able to give. This need is our oppor- 
tunity. Nay, more, it is our cadd as Christian knights to keep our vows 
—this need of brother, er, orphan, reminds us of that which in our 
devotion to form we may forget that our profession is to follow Him 
whose mission was to feed the hungry, clothe the naked, to give men 
the oil of joy for mourning, beauty for ashes, and the garment of 
praise for the spirit of heaviness. No word we use, nor sign and sym- 
pol we know, which may not find fullest expression in gentle ministra- 
tions of helpfulness.

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As the knights of old were guardians of the Temple, nnd fought to 
rescue from the enemy the tomb of the Risen Lord, so the knight of 
to-day is the avowed defender of every brother’s comfort, life and 
home, and lives nof to do battle for a tomb, but for knightly life, 
truth and honor, and to rescue from the sorrow of the ve those 
whom death has robbed of protection and defence, There can be no 
purpose of life nobler than this. 


Accompanying the distinguished representative of the 
Grand Encampment was Sir Adolph E. Wagner, Past Grand 
Commander of the Grand Commandery of Wisconsin, form- 
erly a resident of Manistee, Michigan, and a member of the 
Grand Commandery in that jurisdiction. He was cordially 
received and feelingly responded to the hearty reception ex- 
tended to him. 

The address of Grand Commander was of broad scope, 
and evidently prepared with much carefulness—a thoughtful, 
business-like paper. 

Under “Decisions” he submitted the following, which 
certainly touches a matter of considerable importance : 


To the question of the right of a Knight Templar in good standing 
to dispose of his uniform, I ruled that it is contrary to the spirit, if 
not the letter of our law, for a Knight in good standing to unfrock 
himself by selling or giving away his uniform or any necessary part 
thereof while claiming the rights and pri leges of the order, unless 
the same be done with the honest intent of replacing with all conven- 
ient speed. And I reeommend, in view of many cases of this kind of 
which I have personal knowledge, that Grand Commandery enact 
some stringent regulation regarding this growing evil. No person 
ought to enjoy our privileges who is so ashamed or contemptuous of 
our insignia as to appreciate its significance so basely. 


The recommendation went to the Committee on Jurispru- 
dence, who endorsed the Grand Commander's views and sub- 
mitted the following which was adopted : 


We further recommend that this Grand Commandery constitute it a 
Knightly offense for a Sir Knight of this grand jurisdiction to dispose 
of his uniform, unless the same be replaced within ninety days, and if 
not so replaced he shall be amenable to Knightly discipline. 


This seems, at first, a harsh measure, and an over-stepping 


grant a dispensation 
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of the bonds of lawful authority. But, on second thought, 
we concede the lawfulness of the restriction; for, if a Com- 
mandery may require a member to procure a uniform within 
a certain period, and proceed to discipline him for failing 
thus to equip himself, it may of course enjoin a member from 
disposing of his uniform, unless intending to replace it with 
another. As to the expediency of such action we have 
doubts. 

Grand Commander Doty decided, under his construction 
of the Templar law of Michigan, that he could not properly 
h 1 allowing a Commandery to parade on 
Memorial Day, May 30, as was desired. y 

The Committee on Jurisprudence approved his action in 
this respect, as did the Grand Commander by ad ati g¢ the

Sir William LP. Innes submits his twenty-first Report on 
Correspondence. It is a valuable paper. The selections 
show careful reading and a discriminating judgment. As 
we said Jast yenr the only criticism we haye to offer is that 
the veteran reviewer holds himself too much in reserve. 
But he has opinions; and these are frankly expressed in 
his report. Thus under Kansas, he characterizes the viola- 
tion of its constitution, by the Grand Commandery of that 
jurisdiction, as “all wrong.” It seems that the Grand Com- 
mandery at its annual conclave, of 1890, passed a resolution 
setting aside a constitutional provision limiting the forma- 
tion of new Commanderies. Of such action Sir Innes says: 


We note the endorsement given by the Grand Command- 
ery, which accepted and adopted the report of a Special 
Comunittee, as follows: 


The Special Committee to whom was referred so much of the report 
of the’R. E. Grand Commander as servanee of the Len- 
ten season and certain holy days, have had the same under considera- 
tion, and report for adoption the followit

Resolved, That the due religious observance by the subordinate 
Commanderies of Christmas Day, Good Friday and Easter, be and the 
same is hereby recommended by this Grand Commandery. 


Tt is all wrong: A constitution once made, if amendments are re- 
quired, ought to be amended in the regular order provided for in the 
instrument itself. 


Under New Hampshire he joins issue with Sit Wait, who, 
jn his Report on Correspondence, for 1890, had eriticised the 
course pursued by Grand Master Roome in the Iowa ease, 
and expressed the following view : 


We think the action of the Grand Master in the ease was totally with- 
ont warrant and legally null and void. Had he assumed to suspend 
the Grand Commander of Towa from the functions of his office for dis- 
obedience of the order issued, that might, perhaps, have been justi- 
fied, though we donbt whether the Grand Master possess such a power. 
But when he assumed, because of a refusal by the Grand Gommander

We expect good work and results from 
the present able committee ; but again we express our opin- 
lon that it will be unwise for the Grand Encampment to in- 
sist upon the same “ work” in all its ceremonies and details 
throughout the country. Let the Grand Commanderies 
exercise freedom in framing rituals,—in the non-essentials. 
His review of the proceedings of the Grand Body to which 
our report is addressed is sufficient to show its position and 
action in important particulars. His references to our re- 
| port of last year are courteous and complimentary—and 
Several extracts are given. 


The Grand Commandery of Mississippi assembled in its 
thirty-first annual conclave at the asylum of Ivanhoe Com- 
mandery, No. 10, in the city of Okalona, on Tuesday, Peb- 
ruary 10,1891. Grand Commander Sir I. I. Hayes presided. 
After the opening ceremonies in the asylum the Grand Com- 
mandery proceeded to the Baptist church where religious 
services were held, Rey. Sir William Cross, Grand Prelate, 
conducting the same. The sermon, from the text Micah vi. 
8, is printed in full in the volume of proceedings under review. 
Tt was the aim of the preacher to contrast Religion with 
“ Religionism,” and show that. holy living was of far greater 
importance than outward observances and dogmas. His 
In “ Conclusion,” Sir Innes addresses the corps reportorial Beeenetion of religion is asta 


on the subject of Reports on Correspondence. He says: Righteousness expresses, and alone éxpresses, the essence of a true 


yeligion ; for true religion is a good mind anda good life. Tt is not an 
affair of copes and candles and such like things; but it is something 
which restores man to God; it enables us not merely to wear phylac- 
teries and to make long prayers, but to deny our wills, to rule our 
tongues, to soften our tempers, to modify our evil passions, to learn 
patience, humility, and meekness, forgiveness and contingance in well 


doing ; it is the will in the reason, and love in the will. 


We believe these reports should not be devoted to personal attacks, 
therefore with kindness we admonish our Sir Knights to keep free 
from personal discussion. Let the charity of the true Templar be 
universally practiced in this direction. As for ourselves, we crave 
forgiveness if we have fallen into any such error, and beg of those 
most affected to consider the words unspoken. 

\ It has been our purpose, while writing our report, to act from the 
light given us. We have endeavored to judge with candor, admonish 
with friendship and act with justice. 


In considering the relations between Freemasonry and 
Christianity the preacher advanced certain views calculated 
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to cause discussion. We quote the following striking para- 
graphs: 


in Mississippi. At least it lacks the yigor and prosperity 
which chacterize the organization in other States. Grand 
Recorder Power veports that nominally there are eleven Sub- 
ordinate Commanderies in the jurisdiction; two of these, 
however, made no returns and were unrepresented in the 
annual conclave. ‘The total membership of the eleven Com - 
manderies is but 297—the largest body having only 51 mem- 
bers—the smallest 13. 

Grand Commander Hayes in his brief address intimated 
that a Masonic revival was progressing in the Lodges of the 
jurisdiction and would soon be felt in the Commanderies, en- 
suring better condition of vital strength and prosperity. 
The business transacted at the annual conelaye, which con- 
tinued for two days, was for the most part of routine char- 


The three dispensations of time—the Patriarchianl, the Jewish, and 
the Christian—slowly, gradually exposed to man the knowledge he has 
ever craved, the knowledge of that sublime seerct, viz : the mode in 
which the grave is to be conquered. 

The Bible as it came down from heaven, one book after another— 
first, Genesis, then the Law and the Prophets, then the New Testa- 
ment—gradually and at last fully revealed it to him ; Jesus revealed it 
to him ; the Church reveals it to him. 

And Masonry, in the magnificent march of its symbolism, falls into 
harmony with the world, history, time and the Church, in revealing 
the same sublime truth. 

Here are no counterfeits, no parodies, no caricatures, but sublimity 
itself. 

And as Masonry thus teaches the great truth of Shiloh, and our re- 
demption from sin, and resurrection by and with Him ; as it teaches 
us: that He, the Representative of mankind (into whom we may enter, 
one with whom we may each become) in being ised by the Father, 
raises also those who are thus epitomized in Him, and whom, by the 
strong grip of Judah’s Lion, viz: the inearnation, He hi sped to 
Himself ; as, in fine, it teaches us that the Father ean 1 in and 
with Him, only by that strong grip of Judah’s Lion, so, consistently 
with this heart truth of the Third Degree—a truth in which its solemn 
rites culminate at last, and around which all else of its ritual revolves 
subordinate—as, I say, its work is to teach this secret of time, how 
mankind can overcome sin and death, and rise, so Masonry provides, 
with great consistency, that none shall be buried by its rites who have 
not advanced to that solemn degree, wherein the mode may be learned. 


$100, to aid a deserving young lady, daughter of a Past 
Grand Commander of the jurisdiction, in pursuing her stud- 
jes in the Woman’s Medical College of Pennsylvania. 

The Report on Correspondence, by Sir George Dehap, is 
a unique paper. It contains numerous expressions of a 
strong and sturdy thinker, set forth in an oracular manner, 
with but little regard, seemingly, for the opinions or feelings 
of others. His blows fall thick and fast on all except a 
favored few. 

He dislikes the practice of Templar bodies attending 
church, intimating that such a practice is likely to be formal, 
ostentatious, devoid of true piety. On this subject, under 
Alabama, he says: 


The preacher made use of earnest and strong words in set- 
ting forth his views of the religious character of the Masonic 
institution. Not Templary alone, but the sublime degree of 
a Master Mason, according to the judgment of Sir Cross, is 
pervaded by the mysteries of Time, God and Eternity. He 
closes his discourse as follows : 


Tf a sincere desire to honor and worship God is the object of the 
yitual and ritualists, why not lay aside the showy uniform, the nodding 
plumes and ‘trusty swords,” march in a body and in plain citizen’s 
dress, to the church, perform your devotions with a mind undistracted 
by the thought of what a stunner [am—a thought inseparable from the 
participants in these alleged ‘ devotional” “services as usually con- 
ducted. What would be better still, would he to hold these services 
jn the Asylum. God is ¢here, as He is everywhere, and He is as ready 
to accept the sincere devotion and service of His people when offered 
there, as in the 'Temple of Solomon,

Masonry! She is the chureh’s handmaid! The brunette twin-sister 
of the blonde bride of Christ! And they go forth through the world, 
not as enemies, but hand in hand, with the same Bible between them, 
the same Shiloh within them, and the same God above them, on their 
common mission of good-will to man. 


The Templar Order does not appear to be well sustained 


acter. We notice an act of generosity—an appropriation of 
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He names several reasons for church going on the part of 
Commanderies—as follows : 


The first of these reasons, a desire, born of anything but a wish to 
honor God, to cut a swell—show our shape, our good clothes and our 
brilliant uniforms—to be ganped and edat by silly girls and 
brainless fops ; to be the cynosure of all eyes and the heroes of the 
hour! The second reason may be found in the hope that this sort of 
thing will popularize the Order and cateh some gudgeons ! There are 
others equally, and no more sensible, for the practice of deseerating 
the house of God by making it the theatre for such displays. 


Thus to impugn motives and put the worst possible con- 
struction upon a custom so generally prevalent is neither 
just nor generous ; but, however we object to such whole- 
sale criticism, we give our hearty approval to the suggestion 
that when Commanderies are moved to attend religious ser- 
vices in a church, they should go quietly to the place and 
service of worship. Everything should be done * decently 
and in order,” and with as little display as possible. We are 
glad to express our opinion on this matter, because Sir 
DeLap assumes, in his review of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Tsland, that we favor “ Fuss and Feathers” in God’s house 
on Ascension Day, Easter, and kindred oceasions. This is 
not our position. On the contrary we hold that such occa- 
sions are better observed by Commanderies, when their 
members appear without “gaudy uniforms and _ glittering 
swords.” But holding to such a view as to the better way 
and manner of procedure, we are yeb unable to endorse the 
severe strictures of Sir DeLap on the practice of Command- 
eries attending church, on some special occasions, 7 wni- 
form. The better form seems that which we have indicated ; 
but no church is “ desecrated ” by the presence of a body of 
Templars in wiiform—and who shall say that when thus as- 
sembled before a Christian altar they do not render accepta- 
ble religious service ? 

He endorses the earnest words of Sir Southgate of North 
Carolina respecting the use of wine at Templar banquets, 
ete. Sir DeLap says : 


All of which we heartily endorse. There is just as much propriety, 
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considering the basis upon which our order rests—i. e., the 
Christian religion and the practice of the Christian virtues — 
in having wine and strong drink at a church as at a Templar 
banquet, and, to be consistent, we must kick out our foundation or 
discard these adjuncts of hell and helps of eternal damnation. We re- 
joice to know that in the army of ‘* Mutuals ” there is one, if no more, 
who has the courage of his convictions sufficiently to induce him to 
€*speak out in meeting ” on our side of this question. 


The “ Conclusion ” of the review under notice is eminently- 
fraternal, and whatever there is of seeming harshness in the 
body of report is blotted out by the final words, which are 
saturated with kindness and good will even in the personal 
yveference to Sir Carson : 


And now, dear brethren, having finished the duty aesienediustare 
submit the work for your inspection. Tt has many Rercnieenal put lit- 
tle to commend itself to your favor, but the passing years and the 
hand of affliction operating together tend to lessen the little capacity 
we may have had, when we were younger and blest with health, for 
this sort of work. However, we never complain, eyen in thought, of 
the dispensution of God's providence toward us, and do not wish to be 
understood as doing so now. Tf we haye written an unkind word 
about any one in this report, we beg to recall it, Life is too short and 
eternity too long to excuse any real harshness, unkindly feeling oF 
quarrelling amon the brethren. 5

A volume of 153 pages contains the printed transactions 
of the thirtieth annual conclave, of the Grand Commandery 
of Missouri, held at St. Louis, April 21, 1891. There wasa 
large attendance at the session, including, besides Grand 


. Officers, a representative from fifty-one Commuanderies, nine 


Past Grand Commanders, two other Past Grand Officers, and 
twenty-one Past Eminent Commanders, who are not repre- 
sentatives or Grand Officers. 

Missouri has fifty-five chartered Commanderies, with a 
total membership 3. , showing a considerable increase dur- 
ing the last year. St. Louis Commandery, No. 1, of St. 
Louis, has 282 members; and Mt. Oliver, No. 46, U. D., of 
Lamar, has but 20 members. Grand Commander Sir Walter 
I. Hilton, gave an address, reporting his official acts, and 
making several recommendations. 

He notes the prosperity of the Order and the formation of 
anew Commandery at De Soto, Mo. He commends the 
Masonic Home of Missouri, the success of which is now as- 
sured. He refers to matters pertaining to the Ritual, and 
calls attention to the important service rendered by a special 
committee having in charge that subject. 

Among “ Decisions” reported is one of interest, turning 
upon the point whether a Sir Knight duly suspended for 
non-payment of dues, but afterwards paying all arrearages, 
and consequently restored to good standing in the Order, is 
thereby restored to membership in his Commandery. The 
Commander of the body ruled that the Sir Knight was re- 
stored to membership; against this ruling an appeal was 
taken, and the Grand Commander decided that restoration 
to membership did not follow restoration to good standing. 
This decision was appealed from, the Eminent Commander 
claiming that while the appeal was pending the Sir Knight 
tell membership, and finally the whole case was submitted 
to Grand Master Sir John P. 8. Gobin, the following inter- 
rogations being proposed : 


Lirst, Does not the law as laid down in the code of statutes and di- 
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gest of Templar law of the Grand Encampment, take precedence over 
the laws of « Grand Commandery, when the latter are in conflict with 
the former? 

Second, Does the appeal of the Eminent Commander from my de- 
cision in the case submitted, act as a supersedeas ; and does it in effect 
restore Sir Knisht ‘‘ A B” to membership in his Commandery pending 
the determination of the appeal? 


Garand Master Gobin replied as follows: 


Your first question is answered by section 8, Art. 2, constitution of 
Grand Enenmpment, which provides that Grand Commanderies shall 
have power to adopt such rules and edicts subordinate to the constitu- 
tion and edicts of the Grand Encampment of the United States asmay 
be necessary for the good of the Order, 

As to your second query, I beg to say, that is also determined by the 
law. Sec. 14, title 23 explicitly determines that ‘‘in either case of 
suspension or expulsion by his Commandery, the Knight can be re- 
stored to membership only upon petition and unanimous ballot.” 

The case presented by the record, as I gather it is this: «AN B18 
suspended by his Commandery for non-payment of dues; subsequently 
the arrearay o paid and he is restored to good standing and a cer- 
tificate to that effect issued to him by the Commandery. This certifi- 
cate is equivalent to 2 demit—see sec. 16, title 23, code. He therefore 
is in the position of a ‘Templar demitted, and as such can only be ad- 
mitted to membership upon petition and ballot. No such proceedings 
were taken. ‘The decision of the Eminent Commander pro tem. could 
not and did not affect the situation, or make ‘A B” a member. That 
could only be done in accordance with law Therefore the appeal of 
the Eminent Commander does not affect the case one way or the other; 
«A B” status is fixed by law, not by the decision of the Eminent Com- 
mander, and he stands in the position of a suspended Knight restored 
to good standing, with a certificate equivalent to a demitissued to him, 
but who has never presented a petition for restoration to membership. 


On the receipt of this letter, Grand Commander Hilton 
addressed the Eminent Commander informing him that there 
was no cause of appeal, and stating that the suspended Sir 
Knight, restored to good standing by the payment of arrear- 
ages, must not be permitted to take any part in the proceed- 
ings of the Commandery, “unless he shall be admitted to 
membership, on petition and unanimous ballot.” 

This seems to have settled a vexatious case. The Grand 
Commander was sustained by the Grand Body in his action. 
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The Committee on Jurisprudence, in passing upon the mat- 
ter, used these words: 


The decision of the Grand Commander is simply a statement of the 
law itself. No other interpretation could be placed upon it. 


~ Bis Alabama. ... ...- 
Grand Commander Hilton recommended that Easter Sun- 


day and Ascension Day be recognized as Templar occasions, 
and that the Grand Commandery shall take such action as 
will obviate the necessity of special dispensations for Com- 
manderies to appear in public on these occasions. The 
Committee on Jurisprudence endorsed the rvecommendation 
of the Grand Commander, and the desired action was taken. 

The Committee on Ritual reported that, “after careful 
consideration we unanimously agreed as to what was the 
old Missouri work, and having adjusted it to the Essentials 
we had it promulgated through Commanderies of Tnstrue- 
tion.” And this Committee gave the additional and gratily- 
ing information that “ the Commanderics are perfectly satis- 
fied, and we feel confident that we shall have no more 
trouble on the Ritual question.” 

The whole ritual, thus reported and commended, was 
adopted by a unanimous vote. We congratulate the Grand 
Commandery and Sir Knights of Missouri on the result so 
happily reached.

minded, more tolerant, truc Christian, charitably-disposed Free- 
masons. 
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Tf we have done anything in thought, word or act to promote these 
things, we will feel that our labor has not been in yain.

Monrana, 1890. 


The Grand Commandery of Montana held its third annual 
eonclave at Livingston, September 23, 1890. The transac- 
tions are set forth in a modest pamphlet, containing photo- 
graphs of Past Grand Commanders Barrett and Fisk, and 
jncluding an exceedingly brief report on Correspondence. 
Better things are anticipated in this respect, however, as the 
Grand Body expressed its judgement and purpose in adopt-

A finely engraved portrait of Sir Charles C. Danforth, 
Grand Commander, adorns the proceedings of the Grand 
Commandery for 1890. The volume, of something more than 
one hundred pages, contains a report of transactions at the 
thirty-first annual conclave, with addresses, reports, statisti- 
cal tables, and several “In Memoriam” pages. Tt sets forth 
valuable information, and has both local and general interes 

The annual conclave was held at Concord, N. H. Sept. : 
1890. Hight of the ten Commanderies were represented. 

Sir Danforth, Grand Commander, delivered a well written 
and concise address. 

Announcement is made of the death of Six John Christie, 
at the advanced age of eighty-five years—a Past Grand Mas- 
ter, Past Grand High Priest, Past Grand Recorder, and at 
the time of his death the oldest active member of the Supreme 
Council, Scottish Rite, Northern Jurisdiction ; also of the 
death of Sir B. F. Rackley, Past Grand Commander, in the 
eighty-fourth year of his age. 

The Ritual question is discussed and report made of the 
action of Grand Encampment, ab Washington, on that sub- 
ject. Grand Commander Danforth, a member of the Ritual 
Committee appointed at the last Triennial, speaks hopefully 
of the work of that committee. He says: 


By this procedure it is hoped to obtain a ritual as near perfection as 
possible, and one that will mect the approval of every member of the 
Order. 


To satisfy everybody is a difficult task; we shall be glad 
if the confident expectation is fulfilled, and whatever the 
result there will surely be something gained in a settlement 
of questions relating to Ritual. 
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A Report on Correspondence is submitted by Sir Wait, 
Past Grand Commander. He apologizes for its brevity and 
the character of his work, saying that he had been unable 
to devote but little more than a single week to its prepara- 
tion. It is an interesting and instructive review of the pro- 
ceedings of thirty-three Grand Commanderies, including a 
courteous notice of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. It is 
amarvel that he could have accomplished so much excellent 
work in so short 2 time. We recall the truth: “Some are 
born great, some achieve greatness, and some haye great- 
ness thrust upon them ;” and that other declaration, that 
“yeading and writing come by nature.” 

Sir Wait has genius for the work of Correspondent—a 
large equipment for the service he rendered on so brief a 
notice. We quote with cordial approval his closing words : 


Asurvey of the ficld over which we have passed leayes the impres- 
sion that the world of Templar Masonry exhibits at the present time a 
state of harmony aboye that which will be found elsewhere. Aside 
from the late difference between the Grand Commandery of Towa and 
the Grand Masier, (it was with the Grand Master and not the Grand 
Encampment) now so happily ended, we have observed nothing that 
could be fairly called a controversy or a dispute during the period em- 
braced, between any of the Grand Templar Jurisdictions, or among 
the Sir Knights of any one of them. The doctrines of ‘Templar law 
seem to have become so well defined, and the views of proper Templar 
usage so well settled, that the ground of controyersy seldom arises, 
and thus the cnereics of the fraters, relieved from the demoralizing 
influences of contention, are left free to the pursuit of the higher and 
better aims of the Order, which are the establishment of peace on 
earth and good-will towards men.

New Jprsry, 1891. 
The proceedings of the Grand Commandery for the year 


noted were issued, under direction of Sir Charles Bechtel, 
Grand Recorder, with commendable promptness. The pam- 
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phlet, containing nearly one hundred pages, is cmbellished 
by a portrait of Sir A. D. Winfield, Grand Commander in 
1889—90. 

By a report presented by the Grand Recorder we learn 
that New Jersey has sixteen subordinate Commanderies 
whose aggregate membership is 1,415. The total member- 
ship reported one year previously was 1, Cyrene Com- 
mandery, No. 7, of Camden, makes the largest numerical 
showing—183 ; and Odo de St. Amand, of Morristown, the 
smallest—33. 

Fifteen Commanderies were represented in the annual 
session, at Trenton, May 11, 1891. 

Sir Leonard L. Grear, Grand Commander, presided, and 
delivered a sensible and well arranged address. 

Under the head of “ Obituary ” he announced the death 
of Sir Knight Joseph H. Hough, who has gone to his rest. 
“gathered like a ripened sheaf to the Garner on High.” 
Sir Hough, the Efficient Grand Sceretary of the Grand 
Lodge of Masons in New Jersey for nearly a half century, 


was the first Commander of Palestine Commandery, No. 4, - 


of Trenton. He was born July 17, 1816, and died December 
15, 1890. A memorial page in the printed proceedings is 
set apart to the memory of this worthy and zealous Sir 
Knight. 

Referring to the triennial conclave of the Grand Encamp- 
ment, to be held at Denver next year, Grand Commander 
Grear recommends that a committee be appointed to pro- 
cure a suitable banner for the Grand Body to display on 
that occasion. He adds to his recommendation a timely 
criticism:  * 


In this connection I desire to say that I have noticed with regret 
that upon public parades it has sometimes been the practice to have 
their standards horne by others than Knight Templars. According to 
my idea, none but the Standard Bearer, or some other Knight 'Tem- 
plar, should be allowed to carry the standard. Far better let the 
banner remain in the Asylum, and parade without it, than commit it 
to the keeping of one not a member of our Order. 


We are glad to note that the Grand Commandery adopted

A finely engraved portrait of the Grand Commander of 
1890, Sir Foster N. Mabee, forms the frontispiece of the sub- 
stantial annual, of upwards of 200 pages, now in hand. 

Templary in New York is represented by fifty-six chartered 
Commanderies—the total number of members reported Au- 
gust 31, 1890, being 8,663. The number reported last year 
was 8,369; so that a gratifying increase is shown. 

Monroe Commandery, No. 12, of Rochester, has 47 
bers; Jerusalem, No. 17, of Penn Yan, has 48 members; the 
average membership of Commanderies in the jurisdiction is 
nearly 150. 

The seventy-seventh annual conclave was held in the city 
of Auburn, October 7 and 8, 1890, fifty-five subordinate Com- 
manderies being represented. 

Among distinguished visitors present were the following: 
Rey. Sir Wm. H. Platt, Grand Prelate, and Sir Charles E. 
Meyer, Grand Recorder, of the Grand Commandery of Penn- 
sylvania; also Rey. Sir Frederick S§. Fisher, chairman of 
Committee on Correspondence, Vermont. 

The Grand Commander announced with tender and appro- 
priate words the passing on to the higher life of several hon- 
ored members of the Order. In referring to the death of 
Sir Roome, Past Grand Commander of the jurisdiction and 
Past Grand Master of the Grand Encampment, he speaks of 
the departed Knight in eulogy, as follows :

i He possessed the noblest: qualities of manhood: he was high-minded 
in the full acceptation of the term; anything petty or equivocal he 
scorned. Honesty and fair dealing were component parts of his 
nature. He was sincere, and no consideration of policy or the plandits 
of public praise could induce him to swerve from the path of duty. 
He was thoughtful, considerate, and determined, and arrived at his 
conclusions only after careful deliberation.

Mabee we note the following:

This decision went to the Committee on Jurisprudence 
who reported on the matter, their report, after discussion, 
being laid on the table, and a motion passed that the Com- 
mittee should report again upon the subject at the next an- 
nual conclave. 


We do not see how there can be but one view of the point 


passed upon by Grand Commander Mabee. takine into ac- 
count general Masonic principles and the sgl aa down by 
the Grand Encampment. His decision must stand, however 
strenuously it may be argued that a life contract jee been 
made with a member, which, construed by the letter, would 
seem to put such a member beyond the reach of discipline.

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The Committee on Jurisprudence were uot moved to re- 
port on the above suggestion ; hence the Grand Body took 
no action. 

Grand Recorder Macoy submitted a report with statistical 
tables of much interest. He likewise presented a paper, en- 
titled “Spirit and Utility of Knighthood,” which is printed 
in the volume under review. We copy the following sug- 
gestive paragraph : 


Is it thena matter of wonderment that an institution, appealing as it 
does to the purest feclings of our nature, based upon the highest prin- 
ciples of morality, should take so firm a hold upon the affections of its 
adherents? Should have survived, as it las, for nearly a thousand 
years, the devastating hands of ignorance and persecution Yet, glo- 
rious as you see it now, brilliant and popular as it is to-day, it is but 
in the dawn of its power and influence. Adversi gain come 
against it; struggles and trials may assail it; the timidity of friends 
may cause them to desert its standard; the merciless hand of evil may 
seek to destroy it; but day by day and step by step its greatness will 
increase, 


The Report on Correspondence, by Past Grand Com- 
mander, Sir Jesse B. Anthony, is a well considered paper, 
giving a broad, catholic treatment to topics of general inter- 
est in the Templar Order. 

Th the-opening of his report Sir Anthony says: 


The reports of Templary in every Grand Jurisdiction. are of growth, 
harmony, and steady advancement. The standard of excellence is 
maintained, sr r attention is paid to proficiency in drill and ritual- 
istic ceremonials and a wise discrimination exercised in the selection 
Ch those on whom Knightly rank shall be conferred. 

Disinterested friendship, enlarged chatity, and true devotion to the 
pure and elevating principles of our Order, are the watchwords all 
along the line, 


Tn reviewing Georgia he is prompted to express a judg- 
ment with which we are in entire sympathy : 


The address in the main is a good one, but in the light of the pres- 
ent, the allusion to ‘King Solomon as our first Grand Master,” and 
that ‘ Masonry has come down from dim tradition to the present 
hour without an interregnum or a break in its chain of historical suc- 
cession,” might well have been omitted. 


REPORT ON CORRESPONDENCE. 91 
A courteous notice is given to Massachusetts and Rhode 
Tsland, and the views generally prevalent in this jurisdiction, 
respecting matters of Ritual, seem to meet favor. Referring 
to the proposed work of revision by the present able Com- 
mittee of the Grand Encampment, expected to make its re- 
port at Denver, in 1892, Sir Anthony says: 


While we have some doubt of a Ritual being adopted which will be 
satisfactory to all jurisdictions, yet we cannot but believe that the 
result of the work of this committee will be beneficial. The ‘ essen- 
tials”? are ostaublished, they wnguestionaély should be uniform. Tf the 
committee can do no more than to harmonize the main portion of the 
ceremonials, leaving the remainder to the discretion of each Grand 
Commandery, they will have done good work and possibly all that 
ean be accomplished.

Evidently the conditions are not altogether favorable for 
the growth and prosperity of Templary in North Carolina. 
The eight Commanderies have an aggregate membership of 
234—the average being under 30. Cyrene Commandery, No. 
5, at Asheville, has 44 members, and holds the first rank in 
numerical strength ; Durham Commandery, No. 3, at Dur- 
ham, has but 17 members, and is at the foot of the list as 
yegards numbers. ‘Ten candidates were knighted during the 
year, in four of the Commanderies; the other four Com- 
mianderies had no additions. The net increase was three. 

The eleventh annual conclave was held in Morehead City, 
June 11, 1891, Six William W. Allen, Grand Commander, 
presiding. 

Seven Commanderies were represented—chiefly by proxies. 
Tt does not look well that three Commanderies haye each 
but one and the same Sir Knight reported as proxy for 
Commander, for Generalissimo, and for Captain General. 
Grand Commander Allen submitted a report of his official 
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doings, with recommendations. He urged that something 


should be done to bring out the members of subordinate 
bodies at their respective annual meetings. We quote his 
words on this subject : 


It will be seen by my report of dispensations issued that most of 
them have been required in consequence of a failure to elect and install 
ofticers by Subordinate Commanderies at the proper time, and T earn- 
estly recommend that a resolution or other legislation be passed at this 
Gravd Conclave making it obligatory on cach Commandery in this 
Grand Jurisdiction that a regular summons be sent to every Sir Knight 
being a member of such Commandery and residing in the State, re- 
quiring his attendance at the conclave at which the annual clection of 
ofticers is held. And I recommend also, that this requirement be in- 
corporated in the by-laws of our Subordinate Commuanderies. 


The above recommendation was endorsed by the Com- 
mittee on Jurisprudence in the terms following : 


The Committee report that the recommendation of the Grand Com- 
mander that the members of Subordinate Commanderies shall be swm- 
moned to attend the Conclave appointed by law for the election of 
officers, meets with their approval and recommend that the same be 
adopted as an edict of this Grand Commandery and enforced accord- 
ingly. 


Té does not appear that such an “ edict” was passed ; but 

the presentation of the matter will doubtless do good. It is 
very disheartening to the faithful ones in any organization, 
when, attending a meeting regularly called, they find a legal 
number notin attendance, and hence no business can be trans-- 
acted—no officers elected. If the careless ones can be moved 
to attend only by a “ summons,” then such a missive should 
be sent out. But there is a sad lack of interest where such a 
step becomes necessary. 
{ The Report on Correspondence by Sir George W. Blount 
is a unique document, evidently framed by one who doubts 
the value of such reports, and has no great love for the work 
in which he engages. But perfunctory as he seems to regard 
his task, he goes the round of its requirements and fulfils the 
duty which has been imposed. 

Sir Blount does not favor the observance of Ascension Day 
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by Templar bodies. He says: “ If We knew when that day 
was we might do so.” Tt does not seem important that the 
exact date should be known and obseryed. Many great and 
suggestive «nniversaries are celebrated when there is doubt 
as to the date of that which is commemorated. 

He bestows i kindly notice on the jurisdiction of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island. We cite the following: 


The procecdings show thrift, prosperity and peace and harmony. 
The addresses at both show unusual interest, study and research ; the 
attendance larse. T like the way they have of having those who at- 
tend register their names. ‘The matter of ritual received attention and 
a satisfactory form was adopted, which was in conformity with the ac- 
tion of the Grand Eneampment. It is deyoutly to be hoped that it is 
settled. 


A little further on he makes this personal allusion : 


Sir Ruge, a preacher, reviews Noith Carolina and quotes Sir South- 
gate on dancing with approval.

Tr have seen a very great deal I might have struck a lick at, but that 
charity which endurcth all things constrained me, So I will not now 
say how much I was annoyed at tle mention of ritual, holy days, 88¢eD- 
sion, Good Friday, &e., and so on, While Knight Templars are pro- 
fessed Christians, and my prayer is that they may, all be experimental 
ones, I cannot so far forget the sanctity of our holy religion as to en- 
courage the devotional so far as to fasten on to our observances as an 
organized body, the celebration of such days. Let each individual 
worship as his conscience and the Bible directs, but don’t fasten on us 
what to some might be obnoxious. Let ns fight for the principles of

Norra Daxora, 1890. 


In our last year’s report we noticed the division of the 
Templar Jurisdiction of Dakota—the original organization 
taking the name of Grand Commandery of South Dakota ; 
and a new Grand Commandery being formed under the 
name of Grand Commandery of North Dake 

The body thus duly organized, including four Subordinate 
Commanderies, held its first conclave at Fargo, June 4, 1890, 
electing officers and transacting considerable business of 
local interest. An adjourned conclave was held on the 16th 
of the same month, at which time the formal constituting of 
the new body took place and the installation of officers, un- 
der direction of Past Grand Commander Sir M. A. Brewer, 
proxy of the Grand Master. 

A committee of five was appointed to prepare a ritual and 
report at the next annual conclave. “ Grant's Tactics” were 
adopted for use in the jurisdiction. A. new seal was ordered; 
and it was ordered that the four Commanderies in the juris- 
diction should forward their respective charters to the Grand 
Recorder to be re-numbered and vised by that officer.

The Ohio proceedings for the year noted make a large 
and inviting volume. An engraved portrait of Sir Henry 
Perkins, Grand Commander for 1889-90, forms the frontis- 
piece. Several 2 JWJemoriam pages of appropriate design 
and inscription are presented ; and several carefully prepared 
statistical trbles add to the value of the work. 

We have turned the three hundred and fifty pages of the 
annual in hand, finding abundant material for note and re- 
mark. 

The Templar Order in Ohio is represented by forty-eight 
subordinate Commanderies, whose aggregate membership is 
6351—a gain of 213 over the number reported in 1889. Orien- 
tal Commandery, No. 12, of Cleveland, has 403 members; 
Findlay Commandery, No. 49, Findlay, has 18 members. 
The average membership per Commandery is upwards of 
130. 

Forty-seven of the Subordinate Commanderies responded 
to the roll call at the forty-eighth annual conclave, held in 
the city of Toledo, August 20 and 21, 1890, Hight Past 
Grand Commanders were present. 

Just previous to the opening of the Grand Commandery 
eloquent addresses of welcome were delivered by Hon. I. K. 
Hamilton, Mayor, and Sir Barton Smith for the resident 
Knights, to which Grand Commander Perkins fittingly re- 
sponded. 

The Grand Commander's address, with accompanying 
papers, fills up forty-four closely printed pages. It deals 
with many important topies and shows devotion to Templar 
interests on every page. 

We present several of the decisions announced, which were 
approved by the Comunnittee on Jurisprudence : 


Question. Ts it proper and permissible in the work of the Templar 
Order to have the preliminary questions propounded to the candidate 
-printed and bound in book form, or should they be written and 
ona single or separate sheet of paper? 

Answer. ‘There is no law of the Grand Encampment or the Grand 
Commandery of Ohio immediately or specifically referring to, or pro- 
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hibiting the printing of these certain questions, but there is cnough of 
the general law, I think, to make it an offense to do so, according to a 
resolution adopted by the Grand Encampment in 1886, relative to the 
printing of, or bartering in any part of the esoteric portion of the 
ritual. 

Question. Allother qualifications being po: 
in the manufacture of ginger ale and mineral water, whose customers 
are the saloons, upon which his business depends, and who necessarily 
thereby becomes (at least in a measure) identified with the saloon in- 
terest, eligible to receive the Orders of Masonie Knighthood? 

Answer. In the absence of any legal enactment by either the Grand 
Eneampment or the Grand Commandery of Ohio bearing upon the 
subject, I replied that the vocation cited was not a bar to membership 
in a Commandery of Knights Templars.

It surprises the writer of this report that such a point 
should be raised about the “ Questions.” There is nothing 
of special secresy attaching to these interrogatories, and 
they are presented to the candidate without any pledge on 
his part to hold them secret, provided he cannot xuswer them 
to the satisfaction of those who proposed them. Tt seems 
to be “making a mountain out of a mole hill” to pass a rule 
prohibiting the printing of these well known questions. 

The decision regarding a manufacturer of ginger ale, ete., 
meets our approval. It would not be equitable, in the case 
stated, to identify a brother with the saloon interest and bar 
the way of his receiving the Orders 

Grand Commander Perkins suggested the holding of Bi- 
ennial Grand Conelaves, instead of meeting annually as now, 
and the suggestion was favorably reported upon by a Special 
Committee in the words following : 


Your committee firmly believe that if every alternate meeting of the 
Grand Commandery was dropped, and the expense thereof was applied 
to the use of the Masonic Home, that legislation in our Templar body 
would not suffer, while the grandest charity ever presented to the Fra- 
ternity of Ohio would be thereby greatly benefited. Your committee 
would therefore recommend that the amendment to the constitution 
providing for biennial meetings be adopted. 


The Grand Body was not prepared to take the proposed 
step, and so voted down the amendment. It did show its 
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interest in aud regard for the “Masonie Home” moyement, 
in Ohio, by passing the following resolution: 


Resolved, That the sum of $5,000 of the funds of this Grand Com- 
Mandery shill be invested by the Right Eminent Grand Commander 
and Grand ‘Trensnrer in interest bearing securities, and be known as 
the ‘Ohio Masonic Home Fund,” and that the eamelbeleldfeniiject 
_ tothe order of the Grand Commandery as the necessities of the home 
may require 


Action was taken regarding the ritual, as follows: 


Resolved, Vhat the Templar Ritual adopted by the Grand Command- 
ery of Ohio, and which had been in use for many years prior to the 
adoption of the National Ritual at St. Louis, so far as the same has 
been defined as “ceremonial” by the Grand Eneam: sane! at Wash- 
ington, be and the same is hereby, adopted Ae the oa monial to be 
used by the Comianderies of this jurisdiction but = aaennes:

Officers’ reports of visitations to subordinate Gommanderies, 
ae se misnsigas reading, inasmueh as it is the same 
Story of welcome received, work + i 
over and over again.

dred, and we deny that it ever was the correct work of this jurisdiction. 


To this statement Sir Carson makes reply : 


We never said that the entire ritual was copied from the Massachu- 
setts work. There was much in the opening and closing and rubric 
that had to be added, as it was not in the manuscript. We did say, 
and repeat now, that in every essential particular it was a copy of the 
manuscript that was given to the committee, and that manuscript is 
certified to by the Grand Recorder of the Grand Commandery of 
Massachusetts as being the ritual of that jurisdiction. ‘lo this certifi- 
cate is attached the seal of the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts. 
Wherever in the ritnal there is what some call a serious variation from 
that manuscript, though there are few if any such variations, they will 
be found to have been taken from the ritual in use in Boston Com- 
mandery, and it too was certified to by the Ritual Committee of the 
Grand Commandery of Massachusetts as being the adopted work of 
that jurisdiction. 

There are a great many things in that ritual that would not have been 
there if the chairman had been allowed to make any change. When 
the committee came to ceremonials, not provided for in the manuseript, 
they had some latitude. Then the Boston Commandery Ritual was 
called into use, and it will be found upon careful comparison that 
nearly everything in the National Ritual that has been severely and 
honestly criticised came from Massachusetts. There has been much 
criticism upon the ritual that was not honest; not only that, but it was 
contemptible. 


We have given the assertion of the Ohio reviewer, touching 
this matter of the National Ritual, that he may be placed in 
his desired attitude before the Sir Knights of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island. 

If Sir Carson is correct in his statement “that in every es- 
sential particular it was a copy of the manuseript that was 
given to the committee, and that manuseript certified to by 
the Grand Recorder of the Grand Commandery of Massa- 
chusetts ;’ and that “wherever in the ritual there is what 
some call a serious variation from that manuscript, though 
there are but few if any such variations, they will be found 
to have been taken from the ritual in use in Boston Com- 
mandery,” it certainly is quite singular, to say the least, that 
when the Standard Ritual thus framed, was sent to the Sub- 
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ordinate Commanderies of Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
there should have been such an almost universal outery, 
against it, on the ground that it was so different from their 
authorized ritual. Some of those who most loudly denounced 
the changes were Past Commanders of Boston Commandery. 
The Templars of Massachusetts and Rhode Island failed to 
recognize their own child. More than this, several of the 
Subordinate Commanderies petitioned the Grand Com- 
mander with great earnestness to allow them to defer the use 
of the vem ritual until the first annual election of officers, on 
the ground that there were so many changes from the won 
they had been using (the authorized ritual) that it was very 
difficult for their old officers to make them, and that with new 
officers they would begin the standard ritual de novo. 

One of the best ritualists in the jurisdiction stated that he 
had found and marked over three hundred differences, many 
of them perhaps slight, between the two rituals, There must 
be quite a difference of opinion as to what the word “ essen- 
tially ” means. 

Sir Carson also criticises Sir Freem 
the Iowa trouble, where he says, spe:

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manderies unaffected.” If this does not substantiate the 
summary that in the opinion of the Committee the Grand 
Master “punished the wrong parties,” then we do not know 
what they did mean. 

Sir Freeman emphatically disclaims any intention of be- 
ing discourteous to Sir Carson, but in view of the fact so ap- 
parent to all present at the Triennial in Washington, that 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island was to be made the seape- 
goat for the Standard Ritual, he deemed it but justice to the 
jurisdiction over which he had the honor to preside, that the 
facts should be stated. 

Evidently Sir Carson desires a National Ritual complete 
in all respects and made binding throughout the Grand En- 
campment jurisdiction. He says, in the conclusion of his 
report: 


We do not agree with some writers, that the Towa, or the National 
Ritual matters are dead issues. They are both very much alive and 
should command our most serious consideration. ‘Lhe first to be noted 
asa precedent and warning ; the second to be settled as a national, not 
astate matter. We haye made frequent reference to these subjects, 
not, however, more frequent than we think was necessary in exeh pur- 
ticular case.

A pamphlet of fifty-nine pages sets forth the transactions 
of Grand Commandery, at its Fourth annual conclave, held 
in the city of Albany, October 28, 1890. 

Grand Commander Sir Rockey P. Earhart presided and 
delivered a brief address, in which he congratwlated the Sir 
Knights on the excellent discipline of the three Comimand- 
eries in the jurisdiction and the prosperity which they had 
enjoyed. 

One new Commandery was chartered. The aggregate 
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membership of the four subordinates is 234—last year’s re- 
port 191-—showing a gratifying inerease of 43. 

A Report on Correspondence, by Sir John M. Hodson, in- 
eludes a review of thirty-one jurisdictions. 

He thinks the time has come when the Masonic Fraternity 
in Orevon should establish a Home or Asylum for poor and 
distressed brethren. He says: 


And visht here we wish to suggest that the day has already arrived 
when the Masons of our jurisdiction should take the necessary steps 
to establish » similur institution for Oregon, to the end that one of the 
great fundamental principles, “charity,” may be the more systemati-

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responded to the Grand Commander’s words of erecting in 
a brief address, from which we take the following sentence : 

The Grand Encampment to-day greets its constituency all over the 
land with peace and harmony in every jurisdiction. Whatever may 
have tended to create discord has been remedied, and the wise coun- 
sels of the distinguished Templars have averted all occasion for discon- 
tent. A vast army of eighty thousand representative citizens of this 
great nation are in solid column under the banner of the Cross, and 
the influence for good of our Order can searcely be estimated. 


The Grand Commander referred to the great flood disaster 
at Johnstown and vicinity, and to some of the ministries of 
relief afforded. 

The following summary as thus presented will command 
attention : 


To Sir Knights who had suffered from the flood, there was distribu- 
ted personally the sum of $2,718, and to the widows and orphans of 
Sir Knights who lost their lives in the -flood, the sum of was il- 
lotted. The amount of money received from Masonie sources, and 
distributed by the three Grand Masonic Bodies of Pennsylvania, ag- 
sregated about $75,000, in addition to which considerable relief was 
furnished directly by Subordinate Masonic Bodie The thanks of 
this Grand Commandery due to those who so freely contributed 
for the relief of owr distressed brethren. 


One of the decisions announced was of a novel character. 
We give herewith question and answer : 


“Ts it correct for the Commandery to use white balls and black 
cubes, instead of white halls and black balls for balloting?” 

T replied as follows : I donot know of any Templar law strietly pro- 
hibiting the use of black enbes by Commanderies. The question does 
not appear to have arigen in Pennsylvania, for the reason, doubtless, 
that the use of eubes hy Commanderies for balloting was not known or 
suspected. Howeyer, their use by Blue Lodges in Pennsylvania was, 
some yem's ago (in 1868, I think,) positively prohibited by the then 
Right Worshipful Grand Master, whose action has ever since been ae- 
quiesced in. In my 6pinion the use of evbes for balloting is more than 
undesirable, and is calewlated to cause trouble rather than accomplish 
any good. You will, therefore, discontinue absolutely the use of eubes 
of any kind or color for balloting in your Commandery, and you will 
substitute therefor, and hereafter use, only white balls and black balls 
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for ballotins for candidates. This decision is not to be retroactive in 
its effects, nor shall it in any way affect anything heretofore done or 
determined hy your Commandery. 


We notice that the Grand Commandery sustained the posi- 
tion taken by Grand Commander Hipple. Tt could not well 
do otherwise in view of a decision of the Pennsylvania Grand 
Lodge prohibiting the use of cubes. We fail to see any 
sufficient objection, however, to the practice that prevails in * 
this jurisdiction, where form as well as color is taken into 
account in providing the ballots. But Pennsylvania is a 
very conservative State, and adheres closely to the Masonic 
landmarks ; hence it does not take kindly to “black enbes,” 
for beans (as formerly used in the secret b; or 
in cubical form. : Secret ballot) do not grow 
i The Grand Commander ealled attention to the repeated 
Intrusions of the Mystic Shrine organization upon the an- 
nual conclaves, and expresses a decided ayersion to any en- 
tangling alliances with that Rite. He Says :

The Comnnittee on Doings of Grand Officers presented # 
report, approving the Grand Commander's attitude in re 
Spect to the organization criticised, but re 
Specific action. The Committee say: 


commending 10 


That we heartily conewr in the views as expressed by the R. i. 
Grand Commander, in reference to the organization known as the 
Mystic Shrine, but recommend that no further nation be taken at this 
time, relying upon the wisdom and good judgment of the officers of 
that body to preyent further cause for complaint. 


A proper sense of the fitness of things would lead the offi- 
cers of the Mystic Shrine to arrange for meetings and 
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parades on dates and at places so that no friction could 
arise. The Templar Order ought not to be foreed into ecom- 
panionship with any other society, and the sooner the pub- 
lic mind is disassociated from the idea that there is some 
close connection between the Mystic Shrine and Masonry, 
or Templary, the better will it be for all the interests in- 
volved. 

In looking over the business transacted we note the signs 
of growth and prosperity in the granting of charters to three 
new Commanderies. Pennsylvania now has, according to 
the figures submitted by Grand Recorder Sir Charles 1. 
Meyer, sixty-nine subordinate Commanderies, with a total 
membership of 8,758. St. John’s Commandery, No. 44, of 
Philadelphia, leads in point of numbers, having 580 mem- 
bers ; Rose Croix, No. 38, of Titusville, has the smallest list 
of members—but 34. 

The Correspondence Report, by Sir William J. Kelley, 
takes but thirty-five pages ; only twenty-six jurisdictions are 
reviewed. He justifies the brevity of his paper on this 
ground : 


In submitting our brief review of the Grand Commanderies with 
whom we are in correspondence, we do so with no other apology for 
its brevity than to say there were no special topics discussed except: 
the threadbare subjects of the Triennial and the Ritual. The mecting 
of the first is over, and its results are known. The Ritual has been 
changed (we hope, to suit every one), but the ¢ ism on the change 
has not yet been made. We are, therefore, justified in noticing only 
the novel, funny or odd sayings we found in the books. 


Many things connected with the expressi 
the work and administration of the Templar organization 
seem to us worthy of mention, even though they are not in- 
cluded among “ the novel, funny or odd sayings ” of Corres- 
pondents and Grand Officers.

An attractive, well printed pamphlet of sixty pages, adorned 
with a fine portrait of Grand Commander Sir John F. Schra- 
der, contains the proceedings of the Grand Commandery of 
South Dakota, at its eighth annual conelave, (the first since 
the division of the original jurisdiction into North and South 
Dakota) held at Watertown, June 8, 1891. 

There are cight subordinate Commanderies in South Da- 
kota, having a total membership of 559—an inerease of 56 
for the year reported. Cyrene Commandery, No. 2, of Sioux 
Falls, is the largest Body—185 members; Dakota, No. 1, of 
Deadwood, the smallest, having but 39 members. 

All the subordinate bodies were represented at the annual 
conclave of 1891. 

Grand Commander Schrader presided and presented a 
thoughtful address. He congratulated the Sir Knights on 
the condition of the Order: 

No question of difference has been brought to my attention, and I 
haye no matter of grievance to refer to you. On the contrary I can 
report that a state of good feeling and harmony exists among the 


members in all the subordinate bodies, and our numerical growth dur- 
ing a portion of that self same period is deserving of special mention. 


Under the head of Necrology he announced the death of 
Sir Alex. Inglis, Grand Sword Bearer, and paid a generous 
tribute to his memory and worth. In the same list others 
are named, including Past Grand Master Roome, and Grand 
Master MeTeod Moore. A Committee on the Knightly dead 
emphasized this portion of the Grand Commander's address, 
and recommended the setting apart of memorial pages to the 
departed cnumerated in their report. 

Tn this connection we may meution that on the 15th of 
October, 1890, in conformity to action taken by the Grand 
Body at the annual session of that year, a suitable monu- 
ment was placed over the remains of Sir Samuel Roy, the 
first Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of Da- 
kota Territory, who died Jan. 4, 1889, aged 43 years. 

Grand Commander Schrader makes a happy reference to 

ceo 
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the division of the jurisdiction and the organization of the 
Grand Commandery of North Dakota. We quote his words 
on the separation : 


On September 15th, 1890, [ received official notifi ution of the insti- 
tution of the Grand Commandery of North Dakota, and the installa- 
tion of its officers by Past Grand Commander Mare A. Brewer, in the 
Asylum of Fargo Commandery No. 2, Fargo, N. D., on the sixteenth 
day of June, A. D. 1890, thus severing as it were, Sir Knights, the last 
tie that bound us together as Fraters of one Grand Jurisdiction. To 
be sure, the parting scene has come and gone, but to-day as we gaze 
about and look in yain for the bright cheerful faces that were wont to 
beam upon us at these annual gatherings, and listen, oh, so longingly 
for the sound of those familiar voices, the recollections of the past re- 
turn to us with a two-fold intensity. Then as the p: ng came, we 
could only say ‘f God bless you.” -day, with the incidents of that 
occasion still fresh in our minds, we fervently add, ‘*And may 
heaven’s blessings be continually showered upon you. May peace at 
all times reign supreme within your borders and prosperity mark 
your progress with each succeeding year.” 


Following out the recommendation of the Grand Com- 
mander in his address, action was taken looking to a goodly 
attendance of well-trained knights at the Triennial in Den- 
yer, next year. It was voted that each Commandery con- 
tribute to a fund, to meet general expenses, 75 cents for each 
member, and that the amount so collected, with a sum ap- 
propriated by the Grand Commandery, be placed in the 
hands of the Triennial Committee for use as indicated.

On the cover of the closely printed and well arranged 
yolume, numbering 218 pages, now in our hand, appears the 
following :

This remarkable instance of quick work shows a delight-

ful contrast with the procrastination that prevails in a few 
jurisdictions, where several months elapse after the holding 
of annual meetings before the proceedings are printed and 
distributed. Tennessee is favored with a Grand Recorder, 
prompt and efficient, and a Committee on Correspondence 
that would never think of asking for “ further time” to pre- 
pare a report. We suppose, indeed, that the Committee's 
report, which, with memorial sketches and returns, occupies 
171 pages, was printed in advance of the meeting of Grand 
Commandery. At any rate the conditions were favorable 
and the valuable annual was issued with commendable 
promptitude. 
Tt is the 29th annual conclave, held in Knoxyille, May 27 
and 28, 1891, of which we have the printed narrative in the 
volume under review. 
On the forenoon of the first named date the Grand Gom- 
mandery attended a religious service in the Opera House, 
where the Grand Prelate conducted devotional exercises and 
a discourse was preached by Rey. Samuel Rinewold

‘The 
windows were filled with the beauty of the central city of the Switzer- 
land of America, and it greeted with wayine Thastdeeeneta and sunpy 
smiles the gallant Knights, which the Captains-General did not fail to 
return by numerous salutes of their Commanderies, ? 


A “Conclave of Sorrow” was held on ‘Wednesday even- 
ing, June 27th, the services being “ solemn, sympathetic, and 
singularly appropriate.” On the evening wibeed following there 
was a “ Reception,” one feature of which was the presenta- 
tion of an immense floral ¢7088 and crown to Sir George C- 
Connor, as the gift of the “ wome of Tennessee, to the most 
gallant Knight of a gallant Order,”

Grand Commander, Sir Nathan S. Woodward presided at 
the regular meetings of the Grand Body, in which thirteen 
of the fourteen Subordinate Commanderies were represented, 
and delivered an address pervaded by noble sentiments and 
just views of the character and purposes of the Templar 
Order. 

He reports his decision sustaining the action of a Com- 
mandery in-refusing to grant a dimit to a member after hav- 
ing received notice of his suspension by the Lodge to which 
he belonged. He ruled that the provision in the code of 
statutes, Grand Encampment, requiring the minutes of every 
conclave to be read and approved at such meeting, was ap- 
plicable specially to subordinate Commanderies acting un- 
der warrant direct from the Grand Master or*Grand En- 
campment, and .in territory not covered by authority of a 
Grand Commandery, and was not absolutely mandatory in 
its bearing upon the subordinates allegiant to a Grand Com- 
mandery. Grand Master Gobin was consulted in the case 
presented and approved the decision reached by the Grand 
Commander 

In concluding his address Sir Woodward calls attention to 
the exalted aims of the organization of Christian Knight- 
hood. He says: 


Our Order is a noble one, Sir Knights, and grand in its teachings, 
which, if carefully studied and faithfully practiced, will bring us to 
the highest standard of excellence to be attained by human bein 
Let us not look upon the Order solely as a means of making an exhibi- 
tion of pomp, parade or vain show, and lose sight of the principles it 
teaches. I wish, Sir Knights, it were in my power to impress deeply 
upon all the seriptural truths upon which it is founded, and which 
should animate us to lead lives of laudable conduct and good deeds.

“A sacred burden is this life we lead, 
Look on it, lift it, bear it solemnly.” 


The Grand Recorder submitted a report containing in- 
teresting tables, with comparative exhibits, showing the pro- 
gress of the Order in Tennessee during recent years. The 
present membership—967—is an increase of 46 over the 
number last reported. He expresses an opinion that there 
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has been : 
the followi 


‘ain in character as well as numbers. We copy 
enificant paragraph : 


Lecture as we will, Templary is judged by the world from the behay- 
jor of its professors. ‘Templars can not go about in questionable places, 
indulge questionable habits and use reprehensible speech without 
wounding the Order in the house of its friends. T know that the stand- 
ard has been raised as to the qnalifications of those seeking admittance, 
and I believe the majority of the members haye raised the standard of 
their own personal behavior. 


The Report on Correspondence by Sir Connor abounds in 
humor and good sense. It is written in a style that can have 
no imitators. He has a happy faculty of analysis and con- 
densation, thus getting hold of the salient points in reports 
and addresses, and setting them forth with Fite sronls it oe 
proval or disapproval. He wields a bright and vigorous pen- 

The views of Sir Connor are frankly expressed. On the 
Ritual question he expresses his confident opinion that much 
benefit will come from the work of the Grand Encampment 
Committee, of which he is a member and the secretary. Un- 
der Connecticut he says: 


We recognize the difticnlties surrounding the preparation of the cere- 
monials of the ritual, but if the ceremonials prepared shall be declared 
the ‘‘standard,” and the Grand Commanderies allowed to expand or 
limit certain addresses and charges, as to them seemeth best, a practi- 
eal uniformity will be secured. A ritual ean not be enforced ; this 
must not be overlooked. Certain Commanderies will use certain 
phrases in spite of edicts or statutes. Why not recognize that mental 
peculiarity and govern ourselves accordingly ? 


This, as it seems to the writer, is the only sensible view to 
take. Our hope is that it may be the prevalent view at 
Denver next year. 

Under Massachusetts and Rhode Island he notices the 

ale of thirty-six copies of the ritual to the Grand Com- 
mandery of California, and calls attention to the aceompany- 
ing statement “ that other requests had to be denied on ac- 
count of the limited number printed”—and thus comments : 


Somehow these paragraphs are not pleasant reading to us. It looks 
as if Massachusetts and Rhode Island had gone into the printing and 
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sale of the rituals of the Order, and the sales were closed by the ex- 
hausting of the edition only, and not by a discovery of the law. 

The Grand Encampment voted at the Washington Conclave and ap- 
proved the following paragraph in the Ritual Committee’s report : 
“* Resolved, That it is the sense of the Committee that the printing in 
full of the Esoteric Work of Templar Masonry is highly improper, 
and that it can be lawfully printed in cipher only.” From this it 
would appear that Massachusetts and Rhode Tsland has done an 
‘improper ” and unlawful act in printing in full the Esoteric Work, 
and that California and others are particeps criminis. 

The Grand Encampment sought to protect its rituals by ordering 
the ‘‘ Essentials ” printed in cipher, but Massachusetts prints in full a 
large portion of these ‘‘ Essentials,” and, discarding the cipher of the 
Grand Encampment, uses the initial letters for the remainder ; the 
most readable of all ciphers. The ceremonials are printed in full We 
indulge no comments because of our position on the Ritual Committee. 


The intimation of a commercial element in the printing 
and sale of the rituals has no warrant. <A few copies in ex- 
cess of the number required for use in this jurisdiction were 
printed, and these were sold to a sister Grand Commandery. 

The difference between printing in the “cipher of the 
Grand Encampment” and in the form followed by our 
Grand Commandery, is but slight, so far as any real protec- 
tion of the werk is concerned. However much at fault 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island may have been in this 
matter, an honest attempt was made to set up due safeguards 
both in the printing and distribution. The fact is, a bad 
precedent was given in the printing and sending out of the 
St. Louis Ritual by the Grand Encampment Committee. 

He quotes the following from Sir Swords, Grand Coim- 
mander in 1890, and calls it “a nut to crunch :” 


At the Triennial Conclave of 1889 the proceedings show that Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island, having a total membership of 8,496, had 
eight votes present, while seven other Grand Commanderies, with a 
total membership of 2,853, had fifty-three votes present. 


Will not Sir Connor join us in an attempt to amend the 
fundamental law so that the Grand Encampment shall be 
more of a representative body than now? We would favor 
a permanent membership, as at present, perhaps; but in ad- 
dition let each Grand Commandery have the privilege of

electing 2 delegate for every five hundred members in its 
constituency, such delegates to sit only in a single Triennial 
session unless re-elected. We know there are difficulties in 
the way of the plan suggested ; but could such a representa- 
tive system be adopted, the result, we are confident, would 
be to increase the usefulness of the Grand Encampment and 
obviate some of the dangers that now appear. 

Sir Connor quotes approvingly a number of paragraphs 
from the report submitted by Brother Chapman and ourself 
one year ago ; nnd even when he differs he is pleased to re- 
mark in his own graceful phrase: ‘To eontrovert with 
such is as exhilarating as'sipping the new wines of Eden.” 

He pays a tender and merited tribute to our departed as- 
sociates, Sir Dadmun and Chapman. 

Tn his “ Conclusion” he touches upon matters personal to 
himself, making announcement of his proposed journey 
abroad, to last until April, 1892. He suggests that his for- 
eign “ pilgrimage ” may enable him to collect materials of 
value to Templars and the Craft, and brings his review to 2 
close with the following sweet and tender expressions: 


Fraters of ‘Tennessee, my eup is full while Tamritauinesenclosite, 
lines. TI think of the future and its unknown probabilities, but I mur- 
mur not; no, not even in the darkest shadow, for my life has been 
happier than T deserved. I may never address you avain, but I know 
that you will not forget me, or blot from your memories the principles 
Thave advocated since you took me into your confidence. I know 
that if I fall, even on a foreign shore, that I will not go back to 
mother dust unhonored and unsung. You will einen tenet at the 
Conclave of 1892. 

Mutuals beloved, Twill not say farewell, but I will ask that when 
each of you bow at the Merey Seat that you will remember your waD- 
dering frater. T hope to meet you all in Denver, in 1892, but if 2 
merciful Father decrees otherwise T bee that you sail believe that if I 
am alive my heart will go out to you ; and if T am dead, and it is pet- 
mitted, my spirit will stand beside him who reacted the annual 
refection. 

And when Tam far away, if I forget thee, my fraters beloved, let 
my right hand forget its cunning.

Public ceremonies of an interesting character opened the 
way for the formal meetings of the Grand Commandery of 
Texas, at Dallas, April 16, 1890. 

The local Commandery with visiting Knights escorted the 
members of the Grand Body to the Opera House, where ap- 
propriate devotional services were held, followed by an ad- 
dress of welcome from the Mayor of the city, a response 
from the Grand Commander, and an address by Sir I. C. 
Carpenter, Grand Prelate, which is printed in full with the 
proceedings. 

At the opening session of Grand Commandery the follow- 
ing “ order” was read : 


Heapq’r’rs Granp CoMMANDERY oF S » 
Dauuas, Texas, April 16, 1890.) 


Toall Knights Templar in this Jurisdiction—GREETING: 

By virtue of the authority in me vested as Grand Commanier of 
Knights Templar of Texas, I hereby forbid any Sir Knight subjeet to 
this jurisdiction from entering a bar-room while clothed with any part 
of his uniform or regalia. 

Witness my hand and the seal of the Grand Commandery, this the 
16th day of April, A. D. 1890, A. O. 772. 


JOHN MARTIN, Grand Commander. 


The intention of such an edict is praiseworthy ; we regret, 
however, the need of issuing a formal “order” in the terms 
quoted. It carries with it an implication that is far from 
pleasant. 

Grand Commander Martin delivered’ an addre s, recount- 
ing his official acts during the year and presenting several 
suggestions of considerable local importance. ‘The Ritual 
question is treated at some length, but nothing new is stated 
regarding the chief points at issue. Texas, as other juris- 
dictions, will look expectantly to the Triennial at Denver, 
next year, for more light respecting “essentials” and “ cere- 
monials.” 

He announces the issue of a dispensation for a new Com- 
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mandery at Dennison, also for the formation of a similar 
Body at Tyler, and the Grand Commandery yoted to grant a 
eharter in cach case. 

An interesting point was touched upon ina report of Com- 
mittee on ‘Templar Jurisprudence. It seems that at the or- 
ganization of Ascension Commandery, at Tyler, the Grand 
Commander requested Sir James Garitty, Grand Generalis- 
simo, to act for him in constituting the Tnishts, etc. He 
perforined the trust, and also took upon himself the author- 
ity of the Grand Commander in sanctioning a ballot on ean- 
didates, by the newly formed Commandery, out of time. 
He claimed that being authorized to open and organize the 
Commandery, it followed as a matter of course that he could 
exercise the power of allowing a waiver of time as stated. 
The Comittee say: 


We feel obliged to dissent from this construction, We are of opin- 
jon that the power delegated to the Grand Comme deritoanenntt fn 
writing a waiver of the statutory time is a personal Rea tahienn 


exercised hy him alone. 


The Grand Commandery adopted the report of the Com- 
mittee, and passed a resolution asking the Grand Com- 
inander to have the Sir 
healed. 

The Grand Commandery, having been made the recipient 
of a beautiful banner, voted that a competitive drill be held, 
upon conditions approved by the Grand Gommander, and 
that the banner be awarded to the best drilled Commandery 
in the jurisdiction. 

Our thought is that such a prize drill will be of little ben- 
efit-to the Order. Proficiency in vill is important, albeit 
other things are even more essential jn Templar work and 
expression ; but the special weakness of the prize drill is that 
it stimulates only a momentary interest, while it is likely to 
be connected with surroundings that injure rather than ben- 
efit. 

The proceedings under review contain no Report on Cor- 


respondence, but in lieu thereof a “Digest of Resolutions, 
15 


Knights thus irregularly made, 
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presenting the Templar law, with definitions, as it is regarded 
in Texas. In turning the pages of this Digest, we come 
upon the following strange rule, under the heading of “ Nom- 
‘nations ” : 


Resolved, That at least two nominations shall be made for each oftice, 
and in event of but one nomination being made, the Grand Com- 
mander shall make a second nomination.—[P. P. 1890, p. 48.) 


A perfunctory nomination for office seems absurd. We 
fail to see anything desirable that is to be gained by the 
course thus required. The whole busines 
for office in a Masonic or Templar Body is out of place. 
Elections should take place without ‘any announcement of

candidates. 

The “Code” of Grand Encampment, with amendments, 
ete., is likewise printed as a part of the Appendix. Several 
“Tn Memoriam” pages are added, and also, a roster of the 
subordinate Commanderies in the jurisdiction. 

Templary in Texas is represented by twenty-four Com- 
manderies, having a total membership of 1,252—the largest 
Body numerically being Dallas Commandery, No. 6, of Dal- 
las—138 members; the smallest, Ascension, No. 24, of 
Tyler, 18 members.

Vermont, 1891. 


We have not received the proceedings of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Vermont, at the annual conclave held in Bur- 
lington, June 13, 1891. The transactions for 1890 were 
reviewed in our last year’s report. From papers kindly sent 
by Grand Recorder Reynolds, we learn that the last annual 
conclave—the forty-ninth—was attended by representatives 
of all the subordinates in the jurisdiction, a pleasant and 
edifying session being held. Vermont, according to the 
figures of Sir Stephen Berry, corrected to June 13, 1891, has 
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ten Cominanderies, with a total membership of 1,153—an in- 
crease of sixty during the year ending with that date. 

Grand Commander, Kittridge Haskins, Brattleboro; Grand 
Recorder, Warren G. Reynolds, Burlington ; Correspondent, 
M. O. Perkins, Windsor. 


‘Vinrarnta, 1890. 


The printed proceedings of the Grand Commandery of 
Virginia, 1890, appear in a’ modest pamphlet of 48 pages, 
without embcllishment, or any Report on Correspondence, 
though we notice the announcement, under the head of 
Grand Officers, “ William B. Isaacs, Chairman of Committee 
on Poreign Correspondence.” 

Virginia has nineteen subordinate Commanderies, with a 
total membership of 1,064. Richmond Commandery, No. 2, 
Richmend, is the largest, having 184 members ; Luray, at 
Luray, recently organized, is the smallest—20 members. 

The sixty-eighth annual conclaye, held in the city of Roa- 
noke, October 30, 1890, was attended by representatives of 
fourteen of these Commanderies. Five Past Grand Com- 
Manders were present. 

Grand Master J. P.S. Gobin was » ‘educator beine 
received and welcomed in a very cord tree ae ae 
Commander Tower and the Sir Knights. The nase of 
Welcome and response are not printed. ; 

The Grand Commander submitted a brief report of his 
official acts accompanied by some observations of a general 
character. He announces that “ the Subordinate Command- 
evies have, with few exceptions, Steadily increased in mem- 
bership, by accessions to the Templar ranks of the best type 
of American citizenship in the Several communities in which 
they are stationed.” 


Under Decisions he presents the following: 
ge: 


4 But one question has been submitted to me, to-wit: Is membership 
in Lodge or Chapter a qualification for the orders of Knighthood? T 
answered, substantially, the laws of our Grand Lodge and Grand 
Chapter require afiliation, to be regarded and treated as a member in 
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good standing. The law of the Grand Encampment requires a peti- 
tioner to be a Master Mason anda Royal Arch Mason in good standing: 
therefore, a non affiliate, not being in good standing, he is not eligible 
for the orders of Knighthood. 


In the jurisdiction, to which, primarily, we address our re- 
port, it has always been held that “ good standing” might 
be maintained, under certain conditions, where membership 
in Chapter or Lodge had ceased. We think such a distinc- 
tion may properly be drawn. The Virginia decision seems 
to go too far. 

Grand Commander Tower presents the following whole- 
some views respecting the representative system : 


Many of the Grand Commanderies of the United States have adopted 
a regulation which provides for the expiration and ending of the Com- 
missions issued by them at each recurrence of the Triennial Conclave 
of the Grand Encampment of the United States. Such a regulation 
does not exist in this Grand Jurisdiction Its commissions exist dur- 
ing good behavior, or terminate by death. I see no good reason for a 
change. 

The benefit derived from this system of exchange of Representatives 
between the various Grand Bodies of our Order has been questioned 
by eminent autbority. Itis true that the appointment is apparently a 
sinecure, but as the honor is usually conferred upon the appointee in 
recognition of distinguished services rendered the Order, and is there- 
fore highly appreciated, and as the custom evidently tends to strengthen 
the ties that bind the several constituent bodies of the Grand Encamp- 
ment in one common union, I think that the courtesy which has pre- 
yailed for so many years should be continued. 


The following resolution was adopted : 


Resolved, That the chairman of the committee on ritual be, and is 
hereby, instructed to form a committee on work, to present by exem- 
plification, the work as adopted by the committee on ritual, to this 

_ Grand Commandery to the Grand Encampment of the United States, 
at its next conclave at Denver, Colorado, in 1892. 


An appropriation of $350 was made for the fund to be de- 
voted to the establishment of a Masonic Home in Virginia. 
The members of the Templar Order thus indicate their prac- 
tical sympathy with a movement that will surely result in 
much good. It is pleasant to record the action taken. 
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Luray Commandery, before under dispensation, was grant- 
ed a charter,

WASHINGTON, 1890. 


The Third annual conclave of the Grand Commandery of 
Washington was held in the city of Hllensburg, June 16, 
1890. Representatives were present from the five Com- 
manderies included in the jurisdiction. 

Grand Commander Beatty delivered a brief address. He 
expressed an opinion that the action of the Grand Com- 
mandery, taken in 1889, granting a general permission to 
Commiunderies to parade on Memorial Day, was in conflict 
with the statutes of the Grand Encampment. 

We notice that the matter thus presented was reported 
upon by the Committee on Jurisprudence, and a reeommen- 
dation for the repeal of the permission submitted to the 
Grand Commandery, which adopted the same. We copy 
the report as giving a clear presentation of the matter 
considered : 


We have investigated the matter referred to ug by the committee on 
reports of Grand Officers and would courteously represent that in our 
opinion the recommendation of the last annual conclave of Washing 
ton, that the R. 1. Grand Commander shall haye power to grant dis- 
pensations to Commanderies to attend memorial services on May 80, is 
clearly in violation of title 12, section 81, of the code of statutes and 
digest of Templar law of the Grand Encampment of Knights Templar 
of the United States of America, which reads as follows: 

“Commanderies shall not appear in public as such withont permis- 
sion of the Grand Commander, except upon funeral occasions.” 

We would also call attention to section 38 of same title, which reads 
as follows: 

“A Commandery should appear in public in Templar costume only 
on Masonie occasions; and a dispensation should be restricted to such 
an occasion,” 

We would therefore recommend that the resolution adopted at the 
last annual conclave of this Grand Commandery, authorizing Com- 
manderies to appear in Templar costume upon Memorial Day be 
repealed. 
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The Committee on Correspondence made no report, Sir 
Thomas M. Reed offering an “apology” in place of such a 


paper.

The official proceedings of the Grand Commandery of 
West Virginia, at the annual conclave held in Wheeling, 
May 13, 1891, are printed in a pamphlet of fifty-four pages. 
There is no Report on Correspondence accompanying the 
proceedings. Several “In Memoriam” pages of appropriate 
design are included in the well arranged and clearly printed 
annual, with statistical tables, and a complete roster of the 
Order in the jurisdiction. 

West Virginia, according to the report submitted by Grand 
Recorder Dunnington, in May last, has ten subordinate Com- 
manderies, with a total membership of 492. The largest 
body is Kanawha, No. 4, of Charleston, having 90 members ; 
the smallest, Ivanhoe, No. 10, at Bramwell, having but 22 
members. The average membership is less than 50 to a 
Commandery. 

Grand Commander Hovey presided at the annual conclave, 
attended by representatives from eight of the subordinate 
bodies, and a goodly number of visiting Sir Knights from 
sister jurisdictions. 

We find in the Grand Commander’s address an almost 
complete list of the prominent Templar dead, for the year 
covered by his report. The names of Rev. John W. Dad- 
mun and Alfred I’. Chapman are properly included in such 
a list. 

The address deals for the most part with matters of local 
interest, but it closes with a word of reminder that is of gen- 
eral and solemn significance : 


y aside 


In a few short years at best, we shall all be called upon to 
mortality and assume immortality, to that extent that the record of our 
lives show we are prepared to receive it; let us then ere we part, pass 
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our lives in mental review and see to. what extent we as Knights Tem- 
plar ire tre to our vows, and are thereby preparing a record on which 
we can nutke our peace, calling and election sure.

Under the head of Decisions,” we note the following rul- 
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ing, which was given in response to a question whether the 
petition of a Companion, whose leg was drawn or bent so 
that he was obliged to use a erntch in walking, could prop- 
erly be received and acted upon by a Commandery : 

Tf the petitioner’s right leg is bent or drawn in such a manner that 
he is not able to walk except with the aid of a erntch, then it is my 


opinion that he is not qualified to be received in our Order, and the 
petition should not be entertained. 


He cites the rule in the Code of Statutes of the Grand En- 
campment in support of this decision. The Code reads: 

Secrion 1. If the candidate can give all the signs and go through 
all the ceremonies, he is eligible and not otherwise, and the Eminent 
Commander and the members of the Commandery ave the judges of 
his eligibility under the rule. 

Sec. 2. But the Commandery should be more exacting than the 
Lodge and Chapter, and the petitioner should be capable of endunne 
pilgrimage and warfare, and should not by his presence mar the sym- 
metry of a parade. 


In our judgment Section 1 of the Code inay be given a 
broad construction, and is thus interpreted by Commanderies 
in some at least of the various jurisdictions under the Grand 
Encampment supervision. But we join with Sir Connor of 
Tennessee, in characterizing the rule and test of Grand En- 
campment as most absurd. In commenting upon the matter 
he says: 


What has parading to do with the sublime principles and solemn 
ceremonials of the Order of the Temple? Alas! alas! Are only those 
whom a merciful God has preserved intact as to legs and arms qualified 
to be received into our humanitarian society? One Grand Lodge holds 
that a man’s bowels must be properly enwalled, and the Gr: 
mandery of Wisconsin now demands that a Royal Arch Ms 
ht-legged and erutchles: 
Thank God we have wis 
e and of the Society of Eden!

In Wisconsin, while candidates for the Orders must be in 
good standing ” as Masons, there is no law forbidding the 
receiving of applications from dimitted brethren. The Grand 
Commander reports his reply to a question presented :

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Question. ‘‘Musta petition for the Orders be accompanied with 
Certificate of Membership in Lodge and Chapter under seal ?” 

Answer. No. Membership in Lodge or Chapter is not required. 
See Code XLVITI, See. 4. 

Every petition for the Orders of Knighthood shall declare the Lodge 
and Chapter in which the petitioner received the degrees, and if there 
is any doubt as to the petitioner’s Masonic standing, it is the duty of 
the committee to whom such petition is referred to make inquiry and 


satisfy themselves that he isin good standing in Lodge and Chapter, ~ 


or else that he has been dimitted. 


This seems fair and equitable, with enough of restriction 
to guard against receiving unworthy candidates. In any 
case a sort of cloud rests upon an unaffiliated petitioner for 
the Orders ; but we can think of instances where such expla- 
nations might be given as would dissipate the cloud, and 
make it seem proper to act favorably on the petition. 

The Grand Commander recommended the Grand Body to 
frame a law requiring each Red Cross Knight to purchase a 
Templar uniform before being allowed to receive the Order 
of the Temple ; but his recommendation failed to obtain en- 
dorsement of Grand Commandery. He sueeested the grant- 
ing of a charter to a new Commandery ae the usual 
preliminary of a dispensation, and the Grand Body followed 
his recommendation. The eases one ry rare 
where there should be a departure Fibre i setae 
practice. Perhaps the instance noted was exceptional. 

The legislation of Grand Commandery on the subject of 
dvopping from the roll for non-payment of dues shows the 
only just and generous course of procedure. We ave glad 
to quote the Wisconsin rule : 


A member of a Commandery, before le can be dropped from the 
roll for non-payment of dues, shall haye at least sixty days’ notice of 
such indebtedness, and if he then fails to pay his dues or render reason- 
able excuse for not doing so, he shall be summoned to appeat before 
the Commandery ata Stated Conelaye, to show cause why he should 
not be dropped from the roll for non-payment of dues. Should he fail 
to appear in answer to such summons, or on appearing, fail to pay his 
dues or show good reason for the non-payment of the same, he may be 


dropped from the roll for non-payment of dues by a majority yote of 
16 
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all Sir Knights present ; provided that the books of the Recorder 
shall be suflicient evidence of indebtedness. 

When a member of a Commandery is dropped from the roll for non- 
payment of dues, he is thereby deprived of all the rights and benctits 
of the Order for the time being, and can only be restored to member- 
ship in his Commandery by the payment of all dues which may have 
acerned against him to the date of his application for restoration. Pro- 
vided, that his Commandery may remit all or 2 portion of the same hy 
a yote of two-thirds of the members present at a Stated Conelaye. And, 
provided further, that if the residence or postoftice address of the de- 
linquent Sir Knight is not known, and cannot by diligent inquiry be 
ascertained, he may be dropped from the roll by a majority vote of all 
the Sir Knights present at a Stated Conclave. 


The Report on Correspondence by Sir William GC. Swain, 
is an entertaining paper. At the outset he indicates the 
happy freedom which he may exercise : 


We have a peculiar sensation of pleasure in commencing our eighth 
report. Our Grand Commandery disowns all responsibility for our 
vagaries, and by a parity of reasoning, of course, we are not responsi- 
ble for our Grand Commandery. We can let ourself loose generally, 
and‘go for everything that is. We can out-Carson Carson. On second 
thought we may have some responsibility to our readers, and will en- 
‘deayor to contain ourself within due bounds. 


Sir Swain gives a kindly notice of the jurisdiction of Mass- 
achusetts and Rhode Island, and of the Correspondence Re- 
port of 1889, in which Bros. Chapman, Dadmun and ourself, 
had apart. He thinks but poorly of our practice of defer- 
ring important reports for six months—‘ Committees report- 
ing upon a subject after every body has forgotten all about 
it and lost all interest.” The criticism has force. 

He does not believe that a Ritual can be made uniform 
throughout the various jurisdictions. On this subject he ex- 
presses his thought as follows: 


In the matter of Ritual, we judge there were many jurisdictions like 
the Massachusetts wag on prohibition, who was ‘‘in favor of the law, 
but against its exeention.” At least we infer so by the report of the 
Connecticut committee (and probably Connecticut was not alone in 
that) who found that, while all the Subordinates had received the St, 
Louis Ritual, not more than half of them were using it. The eommit- 
tee recommended a return to the old Webb Ritual, and a copy was

mittee. The above will illustrate, for Rucekle, the difficulties in the 
way of introducing a uniform Ritual. I¢ may be adopted but there 
will be remote Commanderies, like the Pennsyiyanians, who continued 


to vote for Andrew Jackson for a quarter of a century after he was 
dead. 


Under North Carolina, in treating the question of amuse- 
ments, he takes the liberal view, and favors social gather- 
ines, with dancing, under the auspices of Templar organi- 
zations. He says: i

Wyoming has but three subordinate Commanderies, hav- 
ing an aggregate membership, as reported at the Conclave 
of 1890, of 161. 

At the first day’s meeting there was no quorum present 
and an adjournment was taken to July 11th, when two of 
the subordinates were represented. : 

Grand Commander Hicks delivered a brief address, con- 
gratulatory and hopeful. 

There was no important legislation. 

Sir John C. Baird furnishes a Report on Correspondence 
of forty-eight pages, passing thirty-two of the Grand Com- 
manderies under his reviewer’s pen. He is oracular and 
self-confident, disposed to combat some of the old ideas of 
Templar nomenclature and practice, and mark out new and 
better courses of procedure. He is fond of display and 
titles, always using the phrase “ Sir Knights” and evidently 
favoring a good deal of form and ceremony in the adminis- 
tration of Templar interests. Sir Baird’s report contains 
many admirable sentiments, however, and we are glad to 
note that he was “ called to be his own successor” in the 
position of correspondent.

By the favor of Bro. Henry Robertson, Supreme Grand 
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Master, and the kind attention of Bro. Daniel Spry, Grand 
Chancellor, we have in hand an advance copy of the pro- 
ceedings of the Sovereign Great Priory of Canada, which 
cover the transactions of the eighth annual assembly, held 
at Toronto, July 21, 1891, and of the Special Assembly held 
at Hiunilton, October 21, 1890. 

At the Special Assembly, twelve of the twenty-seven pre- 
ceptories in the jurisdiction were represented by their duly 
qualified officers, seven by proxies, making, with officers of 
the Grand Body and permanent numbers present, a total 
attendance of about one hundred. 

The special session was convened for the election of a Su- 
preme Grand Master, in place of the venerable Grand Mas- 
ter Moore, recently deceased, “and if necessary a Deputy 
Grand Master.” 

‘Deputy Grand Master Henderson, detained at home by 
failing health, sent an Allocution which was read. We 
copy a portion of the interesting paper : 


Fratres of the Sovereign Great Priory of Canada: 


Greerinc,—Within a few weeks after the Annual Assembly of Sov- 
ereign Great mooi in ay last, death stretched forth its hand and 
gathered to cternal rest, full of years = * 
Master of the Order in Canada. ; and honor, the Supreme Ce 

Tt was the will of the Heavenly Captain of our Salvation that the 
Most Eminent Frater, MacLeod Moore, like a fully ripened sheaf, 
should be stored in the heavenly garner—there to receive the due Te- 
ward of a life of sincere devotion to an Order which he helped s° 
much, not only to advance, but also to adorn. T speak of his career 25 
a Knight Templar, though in the other degrees which haye a Masoni¢e 
origin he was zealous and ready at all times to assist, 

To our late Most Eminent Frater, the Order of the Temple in this 
Dominion owes its revival, and, ina great measure, its success ; and 
from his initiation into Free and Accepted Masonry until the day of 
his death, he was ever noted for his steadfastness of purpose, zeal for 
the Order, and diligence in historical research, I need not recapitt- 
late his abilities and many good qualities,—they are well known to and 

appreciated by the Fratres here assembled ; but I may be allowed to 
give a history of his career, as connected with the Order of the Tem- 
ple, which he exerted himself to place on an intelligent footing, freed 
from many engrafted traditions, 
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Following this introduction is a brief sammary of the Ma- 
sonic and Templar services of the illustrious MacLeod 
Moore, with special mention of his indefatigable and sue- 
cessful work in the establishment of the Order of the Temple 
in Canada, resulting, in the year 1875, in the formation of 
the National Great Priory and the installation of Eminent 
Frater Moore as the Great Prior. 

We quote again from the Allocution : 


In the year 1884, the complete independence of the Knights Templar 
in Canada was effected, the Prince of Wales, as the Grand Master of 
the whole Order, acceding to their request and releasing them from 
their time-honored allegiance. The Sovereign Great Priory of Canada 
was thus formed, and our Eminent Frater, MacLeod Moore, was nnan- 
imously elected the first Supreme Grand Master, and, as a distin- 
guished mark of esteem, ‘‘ad vitam.” On the first of September last 
its Most Eminent Frater, at the age of 80, was stricken down by the 
hand of death. Assisted by the Ogdensburgh Encampment of Knights 
Templar, the funeral services were held at the town of Prescott where 
he died, and his remains were laid to rest in the Mount Royal Ceme- 
tery at Montreal,—the Templars of that city uniting to pay the last 
marks of respect. 


Eminent Frater Moore held the exalted office of Supreme 
Grand Master, as just stated, by a life tenure ; but in the ad- 
dress from which we have quoted Deputy Grand Master 
Henderson recommended a limitation of the period of office. 
He said: 

The election of the two Great Officers will engage your attention, 
and it is a source of great satisfaction that we have in Sovereign Great 
Priory, Fratres who are not only willing but capable of filling the high- 
est positions in the Chivalrie Order with ability and zeal. T am per- 
suaded that the annual election, with an occasional second or third 
term of office, will be of the greatest advantage to the Order, and will 
tend to increase and keep alive a general interest, and create an ineen- 
tive to diligent work and Knightly ambition. 


The Alloeution was referred to a Committee which com- 
mended the paper and specially endorsed the suggestion of 
an annual election of officers in the Great Priory. ‘The Com- 
mmittee’s report was received and adopted. 

An election followed. Sir Knight James Henderson was 


— 
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elected Supreme Grand Master “for the remainder of the 
Templar year,” and Sir Knight Henry Robertson was elected 
to fill the vacancy caused by the promotion of Sir Henderson 
to the first place. ; 

Subsequently the Grand Master thus elected was duly in- 
stalled, and the following certificate issued:

the'Supreme Grand Master of the Sovereign Great Priory of Canada, 
of the said United Religions and Military Orders, was duly obligated 
before me the Right Eminent Frater Robert V. Mathews, Past Provin- 
cial Grand Prior for the Kingston District, and took the following Vow 
of Office, and to which he hath subscribed his name: 


T, James Alexander Henderson, in the name of the Holy and Undi- 
vided Trinity, solemnly pronounee and vow that: 


1.—I will to the best of my ability, discharge thefduties of Supreme 


Grand Master of the Sovereien Great Priory of the United Orders 
of the Temple and Malta in the Dominion of Canada. 


2.—I will uphold and maintain the honor and dignity of the Order and 
of this mine oftice. ; 


3.—TI will not infringe, or cause, or suffer to be 
Laws, or Regulations of the Order.

At the annual. assembly, held July 21, 1891, all the Precep- 
tories but three being represented, Deputy Grand Master 
Sir Henry Robertson presided, and made announcement of 
the death of Grand Master Henderson which oceured De- 
cember 7, 1890. We copy from the address : 

The Masonic career of Most Eminent Frater James Alexander Hen- 


derson, Q. C., D. C. Li, was long and eyentful, and to give it in full 
detail would be almost like writing a history of Masonry in this proy- 
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ince. He assisted at the formation of the Ancient Grand Lodge of 
Canada; he was present at the union of the two Grand Lodges ; he 
was Grand Master of the Grand Lodge for two years ;_he assisted Col- 
onel Moore in establishing ‘Templary in Canada, and he s actively 
concerned in eve Iasonic movement here for forty } s. He was 
initiated in 1843 ; installed a Knight Templar in 1854, Deputy Provin- 
cial Grand Commander in 1855, Provincial Prior in 1878, Great Sub- 
Prior and Deputy Grand Master from 1879 to 1890, and received the 
crowning glory of his Masonic ife by his unanimous election as Most 
Eminent and Supreme Grand Master of the Sovereign Great Priory of 
Canada in October, 1890 He was a thorough Mason, and delighted in 
aiding Masonic students from his vast stores of Masonie knowledge. 
He was an earnest and deyout Christian, and very prominent in Church 
work and in all benevolent and charitable nndertakin: He was most 
genial and kindly in his disposition, and won his vy to the affection 
nnd esteem of all who knew him by his many personal qualities, 


In accordance with the statutes, Sir Robertson had been 
called to exercise the duties of Grand Master, and he made 
a clear showing of his official acts. He congratulated the 
members of the Great Priory on the increased interest in 
Templary and the better work that is being done throughout 
the jurisdiction. He reported having granted a dispensia- 
tion for the organization of a new Preceptory at Victoria, 
British Columbia, and the restoration of the warrant of Odo 
De St. Amand Preceptory, at Brantford, Province of Ontario. 

On the subject of ritual and fellowship the Acting Grand 
Master submitted the following suggestive statement : 


Our essentials ave identically the same as those in use in the United 
States, with but slight difference in their arrangement, and as to the 
eeremonials and floor work, there are four courses open for adoption 
by the Great Priory, namely : 

To continue as we are, in line with the Great Priory of England. 

To adopt the United States work in toto. 

To adopt the United States work, with such additions from our own 
nay be thonght desirable ; or 

To revise our present Ritual, by making such alterations and aug- 
mentations as may be found expedient to enable our Fratres to join 
without hesitation any body of Templars in the neighboring Republie 
with whom we are so constantly associated. :

The Committee on Ritual presented a revised system, un- 
derstood to be in substantial accord with the United States 
work, and after much discussion the following action was 
taken :

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Pesolvcd, That the Ritual exemplified on the evening of the 20th 
instant, by the Windsor Preceptory, be printed, and one copy supplied 
to cach Preceptory, with authority to consider, and, if they desire, to 
work the same, until next Assembly of Great Priory, when the matter 
will be further considered, 


We wish our Canadian brethren a safe deliverance from 
the troubles connected with a settlement of the Ritual ques- 
tion. With some abatement of ancient prejudices and an 
earnest purpose to promote the best interests of Templary, 
we feel confident that an agreement can be reached, gener- 
uly satisfactory and conducive to the progress of the Order 
throughout all parts of the jurisdiction. i 

An intelligent and discriminating Report on Correspond- 
ence by Sir Henry Robertson is presented as an Appendix ;

GENERAL Sunyry. 


The Templar field of the United States and Canada pre- 
sents a broad and inviting field, Everywhere appear the 
manifestations of vigorous life, fraternal fellowship, and prac- 
tical usefulness. As we have read the proceedings of yarious 
Grand Commanderies and glanced from one jurisdiction to 
another, it has seemed that never before was our illustrious 
Order so intrenched in the firmly holding ground of intelli- 
gence and moral worth as now—neyer so fayored by abund- 
ant resources and grand opportunities and able to fulfill a 
noble and blessed ministry in the world, as it is to-day. 

Its membership—nearly one hundred thousand—repre- 
sent character, ability, and Christian purpose. They have & 
justifiable pride in our ancient institution ; they will not 
suffer its glory to be tarnished, nor its usefulness impeded. 
They will stand together and co-operate in the interests of 
truth and humanity, and for the advancement of the kingdom 
of their crucified and risen Lord. In His Name they will 


war against evil, show a sympathetic and loying spirit in 
7 & 
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discharging the claims of related life, and rejoice that as 
Knights Templars they are thus inspired in the best service 
which man can render to his fellow man, and to God. 

All this is made evident as we have noted the tokens of 
zeal and efficiency in the different jurisdictions, and the gen- 
eral disposition to uphold, strengthen, and advance the prin- 
ciples and interests of the Templar Order. There has been 
no retrograde movement. All the jurisdictions in the United 
States, except Wyoming, have increased their membership. 
Canada has made considerable gains. Peace and harmony 
generally prevail, and the future of the Order is bright and 
auspicious. Never were the skies so bright or the prospects 
so cheering. 

In doing our work as Correspondent we have seen with 
satisfaction that less of feeling is expressed on matters 
merely technical and formal, while more stress is put upon 
fundamental principles and practical service. Several Ma- 
sonic jurisdictions are just now earnestly interested in the 
establishment of Asylums or Homes, and the Templar 
Bodies appear to be warmly enlisted in fostering’ such be- 
nign movements. 

The Ritual question is not yet settled ; but good feeling 
prevails under the wise and liberal course approved by the 
Grand Encampment at the Triennial in Washington. A 
Committee, having the whole subject in charge, will report 
at Denver, next year, and much may be expected from the 
wisdom of its members. There is no general expectation, 
however, that every thing concerning Ritual and ceremonies 
will be thus settled, or that an attempt will be made to force 
all jurisdictions to adopt the work recommended. In “Es- 
sentials” we must have unity ; but as regards “ Accessories ” 
each jurisdiction may well be a law unto itself, though the 
best system should be commended to all sections, and the 
judgement of Committee and Grand Encampment should 
carry a good deal of weight. 

It seems to be taken for granted that the Grand Encamp- 
ment will live and flourish, and that it will not assume unwar- 
ranted powers. 


—- 
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Our thought is that much would be gained if headquarters 
for the Grand Encampment could be established at Wash- 
ington, or in some central city, and the Triennial Conclaves 
held at such place, with something less of display than is 
now characteristic of the gatherings. And so, also, as we 
have more than hinted in our report, we believe it would be 
a good thing if the Grand Encampment were made more of 
2 representative body, a certain number of delegates being 
elected for each Triennial Conclave. 


CoNCLUSION. 


As we write the closing words of this paper we think of 
the honored dead—the dear departed ones who have gone 
forward within the year from our own and sister jurisdictions. 
The list is a long one; in it are the names of friends and 
brothers with whom we have held pleasant communion, and 
others alike honored and mourned, deservedly remembered 
for love’s sake and for their works’ sake. Being dead, and 
passed on to the reward of faithful souls, they yet speak to 
us of duty and the right, and remind us to work and trust
